However his claims were strongly 
supported by Winston Churchill 
and with the institution of a strong 
monarchist government in Anthens 
a new plebiscite was held last Sep- 
tember and George was again call- 
ed back to Athens, 

Immediately fears were express~ 
ed that the strong Jeftist forces 
operating in tte mountains of nor- 
thern Greece might seize upon the 
death of the King as a signal for 
a renewed effort to oyerthrow the 
Monarchist Regime by force, 

George died on the very 
Which Britain had fixed for the 
theoretical ending of her financial 
assistance which had been the bul- 
wark of the Monarchist Govern-

“Every man should have a hobby 
to keep him oul’ of mischief and to 
occupy his mind during any spare 
time he might have. Radio has 
made the young people loss thelr 
initiative in making music for 
themselves.” That is the contention 
of Lindsay's little known inyent- 
ive genius, 79-year-old- Geo. H, 
Trvin, who has exceptional musical 
talent as well. 

Thirty-seven years ago Mr, Tr- 
win built the first two-cycle marine 
engine ever to appear in Canada, 
Many of these Irwin marine engin- 
es are still in use as well as four- 
cycle engines, All the pattern and 
machine work was done in his own 
shop behind his house. 

He built the first alr compressor 
without a crankshaft (six cylind- 
but did not apply for a patent for 
this invention either, 

When 16 years old he started to 
build houses in Lindsay. He drew 
his own plans for six houses and 
was in charge of the construction. 

In 1888 Mr, Irwin’ went to the 
west coast and played the violin 
in the Standard Theatre orchestra 
Victoria, till 1893. He was.also ex- 
pert on the mandolin and guitar 
and made all his own instruments 


as well as Instruments for other 
people. 
He taught pattern and oxperi- 


mental pattern work at te Uniy- 
ersity of Michigan, Ann Arbor, for 
nearly eight years. Although he 
did not havé a degree from any 
university he was actually a prof- 
essor at this university,

County Judges 
Get Increases 
In Allowances 


Attorney General Blackwell {n- 
froduced in the Legislature an 
amendment to the County Judges 
Act which decreases the annual al- 
lowance of senior and junior judges 
in York County by $100, but gives 
a $500 increase to all other county 
judges. 

The allowance for the York 
Gounty senior judge is established 
ft $2,500 and for all other judges 
and junior judges at $1,500, payable 
monthly. The York County senior 
judge previously received $2,600 and 
his colleagues $1,600. 

Where there is only one judge in 
a county or district court the jud- 
oge's fees are established as follows; 
where the fees exceed $2,000 and 
do not exteed $3,000, 40 per cent 
of such excess; on the excess over 
$3,000. up to $4,000 30 per cent; ov- 
er $4,000 and up to $5,000, 20 per 
cent and between $5,000 and $6,000, 
10 per cent. Where there 1s more 
than one judge the allowance shall 
be allocated equally between them 
and payable on an annual basis.

A small package of food—which 
few Canadian women would look at 
twice—is creating untold joy in 
European homes, 

Food that’s common this 
country. In the whole parcel | 
there's but one box which might 
raise the pulse rate of the ordinary 
Canadian housewife—two pounds 
of sugar. 

The other items are things like 
dried prunes and apricots 
coffee... . yeast powdered 
milk . and a cake of soap. The 
luncheon meat that bored so many 
of us in the days when we couldn't 
get steak or pork chops... powd- 
ered eggs, hated by man and Can- 
adijan servicemen --- flour 
shortening ... dried beef... 
pounds of chocolate. 

But this simple fare brings a 
thrill to those who receive it — 
Europeans whose diet is one of 
deadly monotony at the bare sub- 
sistence level. 

These packages of food are be- 
ing sent abroad by an organization 
with a long name—cooperative for 
American remittances to Europe 
It is better known by its initials, 
which spel) ''care.” 

This non-profit group—approy- 
ed by the U. S, Government — Is 
trying somewhat to fill the gap 
left with the ending of organized 
international relief. It provides 
@ sure way for Americans to send 
food to friends and relatives in 
eleven European countries where 
care’ now operates, 

Bor the unique aspect of the 
“care” organization Js that it will 
deliver food packages to specific 
people, An American need only 
send ten dollars to “cave” and 
name the person he wants lo get 
the food, 

Or he may assign his parcel to 
a specific institution, or to any one 
of the eleven participating count-

ries—Austria, Belgium, Czechos- 
lovakia, Finland, France, Greece, 
Italy, the Netherlands, Norway,

Each package—as made up and 
shipped by “care’— weights just 
over 20 pounds. And 4 provides 
many a treat to people who haven't 
seen for years the simple commod- 
ides it contains. 

The food in the “care package 
{s so ordinary that many people 
might be surprises to find out just 
how many exotic dishes can be 
made from it. Reporters and dip- 
Jomats jn Washington discovered 
that for themselves recently, For 
the directors of “care” held a spe- 
cia] party to! publicize their pro- 
ject—and the refreshments consis- 
ted of dishes made from the “care” 
package. 

Chefs of 12.Embassies in Wash- 
ington prepared popular Nationa) 
dishes from) nothing but the ing- 
redients of the parcel. There was 
braised beef with noodles, dump- 
lings filled with meat, spiced ham 
casserole, and pancakes with meat. 
sauce, There were delicate past- 
ries with prune and apricot fill- 
ings, and cake with coffee-flayor- 
ed icing, All had odd, unpron- 
ouncable names. But all were 
found delicious ‘by those who at- 
tended the function, The repres- 
entatives of some countries occu- 
pled by the enemy during the war 
said that they themselyes hadn't 
tasted their famout National dish- 
es in ejght years or more. 

Of course, “care” doesn't expect 
to operate’ on anything like the 
scale of International, Govern- 
ment financed organizations like 
UNRRA, But for those Americans 
who have friends in destitute Bur- 
ope—or who just want to share A- 
merican plenty — ‘care’ provides 
the only sure and efficient way. 

An American officiay who just 
got back from Europe—Under-Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Dodd—Puts 
it this way. 

“Care” packages contain a little 
life, a little hope, a little fun. BUP

INDIANS eS) MAPLE SUGAK 
TOO 

Among. he few contributions of 
the American Indian to our clyili- 
ation was the art of making maple 
sugar. The process was compara- 
tively crude, After slashing the 
tree slantwise with a tomahawk, 8 
wooden chip of spout was inserted 
to guide the fluid into birch bark 
pails resting on the ground. A num- 
ber of such receptacles are on dis- 
play in the Royal Ontario Museum, 
varying in size and design. One ot 
the inethods of boiling down the 
sap Was to use earthenware “pots. 
The ‘other: was to drop red-hot 
stones into’ a sap trough such as 
those commonly used by the Mo- 
hawks--hollowed-out basswood logs. 
In the latter process, the stones 
were removed when cold and more 
hot ones dropped in so that the 
boiling down was accomplished on~ 
ly after a great deal of labor. Al- 
though poor in quality and meagre 
in quantity, the product thus ob- 
tained was a highly Valued one, 
being the only sugar available.

Once 
a month fs infrequent enough for 
the members of this important 
municipal body to get together and 
consider the problems relating to 

} the health of a settlement of near- 
ly 8,000 individuals, if proper 
guidance and supervision is to be 
given to the performance of the 
duties of those charged with safe- 
guarding It. 

To realize how much this ar- 
rangement leaves to be desired, it 
is only necessary for us to con-

Of 
course we realize that a special 
meeting could and probably would 
be called if an epidemic should

This {s not to 
say that employees of the Board 


of Health are not efficient in their 
work and quite capable of fulfilling 
their respective duties but rather 
that they should not be asked to 
shoulder responsibilities which are 
essenially those of the Board of 
Health.

The removal of tonsils in chil- 
dren fs so common that many com- 
pare the tonsils to the appendix 
and think they are just as un- 
necessary and so all tonsils should 
be removed. 


While we feel sure that as far 
as \t can be known the body has 
no need for the appendix, the body 
does have need for tonsils and even 
for adeniods and they should not 
be removed unless they are so bad- 
ly infected that they are pi uring 
poisons into the blood larg 
quantities instead of removing 
poisons from the blood. The reason 
the Creator put tonsils and aden- 
olds in the throat was to filter 
out polsons and they protect chil 
dren from many of the diseases of 
childhood, usually disappearing or 
becoming yery small after the age 
of puberty (12 to 14 in girls and 14 
to 16 In boys), As long as the tonsils 
and adenoids remain in the throat 
and remove polsons from the food, 
which poisons are poured back in- 
to the blood in such small quanti- 
ties that they do no damage, ton- 
sils and adenolds shouldn't be re- 
moved. 


When, however, tonsils and ad~ 
enolds take in so much poison 
(manufactured by organisms) that 
they have in turn to pour large 
quantities of poison into the blood 
they should be removed. I've used 
this example before. The tonsils are 
like the water filter of your water 
‘ap. The filter may get so full of 
waste or poison products that. it 
can no longer do its work as a filter 
and actually makes the water 
dangerous to drink. 


If then tonsils gets infected and 
are dangerous to health they!should 
be removed. Thus in cases of tu. 
berculosis of nearby glands or an 
attack of tonsillitis followed a few 
weeks later by @ nattack of rheu- 


matic fever (most frequent cause of

As Profiled In Magazine 


As a player, Gentleman J 
ey's immortals, 
jeague.—So says writer Trent 
of Liberty Magazine. 


The most consistently successful 
amateur hockey coach in the coun- 
try is Alfred Joseph Francis Prim- 
eau, currently the brain behind 
the {llustrious St, Michael's College 
juniors, and the center star who 
squired the famed Kid Line of the 
Toronto Maple Leafs to immortal- 
ity in the early 1930's. It is pro- 
bably true that hockey knows no 
more universally admired figure 
than that of Gentleman Joe. 
» Joe Primeau’s St. Mik’es are fa- 
vored to win the 1947 Memorial 
Cup as Dominion junior champions. 
If they do win it, it will be the 
third successive time that Primeau 
has guided them into the national 
final and the second time in three 
years they have swept the country, 
They took it all by defeating the 
Moose Jaw Canucks in 1944, and 
then were defeated last spring by 
the Winnipeg Monarchs in one of 
the greatest Memorial Cup series 
ever contested. In seven games 
the Monarchs and St. Mike's attrac- 
ted a record attentdance of slightly 
more than 102,090 people Into Map- 
le Leaf Gardens. 

This is Primeau'’s 
Pree-mo) third year at the St. 
Mike's helm and his fourteenth 
season of coaching amateur hock- 
ey clubs, all of them in Toronto. 
He has piloted three senior teams 
to the Eastern Canada final — 
Goodyears, Dukes, and R. GC. A. F. 
Hurricanes — and three junior 
outfits exclusive of St. Michael's— 
Marlboros, British Consols, and 
West Toronto juniors. He has nev- 
er coached a team in the Ontario 
Hockey Association which didn’t 
reach at least the O. H. A. finals. 

Tt would seem reasonable that a 
man who knocks off his opposition 
so frequently by such wide margins 
(in winning 22 of their first 223 
games this season, St. Mike’s scor- 
ed 166 goals against the opposit- 
lon's 28) would pick up more than 
his share of detractors, since suc- 
cess generally draws the snipers. 
It isn't that way with Primean. He 
has been in hockey for nineteen 
years and if he has picked up any 
enemies along the way, nobobdy. 
Seems t oknow about it. The 
country is full of hockey players 
who hhaye performed for Primeau 
at one time or another, and their 
praise of |him is so uniform, it 
would seem they were reading id- 
entical scripts. 

Perhaps this spring, from Joe's 
genuine interest in his players, his 
quiet, tolerant manner, his soft- 
spoken, intelligent counsel, Cer- 
tainly it explains, in part at least, 
his success as a coach. The fact 
@ that he {; a hockey immortal him- 
~ *self captures th efancy of most 

youngsters at the very beginning, 
and then the discovery that he 
is thoughtful, sincere, unaffected 
and, as the boys say, a great guy, 
to boot, is sufficient to ignite and

maintain the spirited desire to 
win, 
Joe, although he was a passive 


gent through most of his career, 
had it, Elmer Ferguson, the Mon- 
treal hockey pundit, rates Primeau 
with such all-time greats as Howie 
Morenz and Frank Nighbor and re- 
calls one game he witnessed in To- 
ronto between the Maple Leafs 
and the Boston Bruins which illus- 
trates Primeau's spirit. The To- 
ronto center, in attempting to clear 
a loose puck in front of his own 
net, inadvertently clipped {t into 
the cage. The mishap tied the 
&core, 1 to 1, late in the game and 
appeared to have cost Toronto a 
victory. 

“I guess that was the only time 
I ever saw Joe mad,” says Fer- 
guson. “His lips were set tight as 
the referee dropped the puck at 
centre after the goal. Joe got It, 
skated slowly back and circled his 
own defense. He went right down 
the middle, stick-handling master- 
fully, He beat Eddie Shore on the 
Boston defense and moyed in on 
Tiny Thompson. Joe dcted hte 
great, goaler out of position and 
slid the puck pas thim into the net, 
It was the winning goal and one of 
the most unusual I ever saw,” 

Joe turned professional in i927 
and was farmed by manager Conn 
Smythe to the Toronto Ravinas !n 
the Canadian Professional League, 
now defunct. In 1928 he got an- 
other trial with the Maple weafs. 
‘The team was playing an exhibit- 
don game at Buffalo, where the 
Pittsburgh Yellow Jackets, in the 
N.H.L. and managed by Frank 
Frederickson made an offer to 
Symthe for Primeau. , 

“How much?” asked Smythe, 

“Well,” demurred the Pittsburgh 
manager, “walt till the end of the 
first period and I'l] tell you.” 

It was the first year of the for- 
ward pass and Primeau twice got 
through the defense to accept

Primeau, looking back on the in- 
cident now, feels he'd have worn a 
Pittsburgh uniform the next night 
if Horner and Duncan hadn't fed 
him htose passes. 

Charlie Conacher and Baldy 
Cotton were assigned as Primeau’s 
wingmen that season, and then 
near Christmas the Leafs signed a 
youngster named Haryey Jackson. 
A Charley horse suffered in jun- 
ior competition kept him out of 
action for a few weeks, and then 
one night in Chicago he was in- 
serted at Cotton's left-wing posi- 
tion. He scored two goals and 
Conacher added a third as the 
Leafs scored a 4 to 3 victory. That 
was the beginning of a seven-year 
reign by the renowned Kid Line. 
Primeau's retirement from hockey 
in th efall of 1936 broke {t up. 

Recently turned forty, Joe has 
never regretted retiring, doubtless 
because he has been so closely as- 
sociated with the game. He talks 
about the past only when prompted 
and certainly doesn’t live it. But 
when he gets warmed up to an an- 
ecdote about the old Leafs he is 
apt to climb out of his chair to 
demonstrate hi, point, particularly 
if he is describing a play the Kid 
Line had doped out to combat the 
famed New York Ranger threesome 
of Bill Cook, Frank Boucher, and 
Bun Cook. Or he'll leap to his 
feet to describe the skating antics 
of the late Howie Morenz, perhaps 
the greatest center of them all. 

Joe seems as slim and trim now 
as he did in his playing days, al- 
though he weighs twenty pounds 
more than the 160 htat was his 
playing weight. His dark hair, 
parted in the middle, shows flecks 
of gray at hte temples; his eyes 
are dark brown and straightfor- 
ward. His face is lean and dark, 
lighted by a deep chin cleft. He 
smokes a pipe, occasionally a cigar, 
and drinks an occasional bottle of 
beer. He 1; conservative and re- 
seryed in almost everything, has a 
droll humor, and a compelling in- 
terest in the athletice development 
of youngsters. The monetary as- 
pect doesn’t interest him. Two 
years ago a story was ghosted un- 
der his name in a national mag- 
azine and Primeau refused remun- 
eration. He was urged to accept 
and at length he did. With the 
money he staged a small banquet 
and bought box seats for the Ice 
Capades revue for twenty members 
of the St, Mike’s hockey club. 

Joe, who has three brothers and 
a sister, was born in Lindsay On- 
tarlo, on January 29, 1006, and 
when We was four the family moy- 
ed to Victoria, British Columbia. 
At ten, Joe had been on skates 
once, a trip to an artificial {ce rink 
at Victoria. He was twelve before 
he got on skates again. That was

to and settled opposite a commun- 
ity park which had two natural 
ice rinks. Joe did a lot of skating 
and then, at sixteen he caught a 
place on a midget hockeyteam. He 
developed rapidly and the next 
year gained a place on the St. Mi- 
chael's juniors. After graduation 
from high school, he got a routine 
office job and continued to play 
junior hockey with the St. Mary's 
team, In 10925 he played a year 
of senior hockey with the Marlboro 
seniors, 

When in 1926 Conn Smythe 
was delegated by Madison Square 
Garden officials to build a hockey 
team to be known as the New York 
Rangers, Primeau signed a profes- 
sional contact with him. Just be- 
fore the season opened however, 
Smythe left hte Rangers and with 
a few Toronto business men bought. 
the Toronto St. Pat's and changed 
the team’s name to the Maple 
Leafs, Smythe kept’ Primeau's con- 
tract in his pocket. " Some years 
later, when Joe was a star with the

Joo had just tumed twenty-three 
when Harvey Jackson arrived on 
the scene to complete the Kid Line, 
The thre eof them didn't attain 
success simply by Jacing on thelr 
skates. They worked long hours to 
perfect thelr passing and to map 
out maneuvers, “Ohuck was a great 
fellow for doping out plays,” says 
Joe, and “Busher, of course, was a 
great natural hockey player. He 
had the greatest back-hand shot 
I ever saw, cutting in from the 
left wing across the front of the 
goal before letting it go, And then 
with Conacher, a goaler had sev- 
eral things to think about, inclu- 
ding was he going to live.” 

Foster Hewitt, the famde broad- 
caster, recalls that Joe was the 
Mne's key player, a truly freat stick 
handler, “When he was out with an 
injury, hte line was singularly in- 
effective,” Hewit tsays. “Other 
centers were tried, but never with 
any success. Joe was one of the 
old-fashioned stick handlers — al- 
ways moving the puck on his stick, 
even as he carried it. The success 
of the line depended on his ability 
to draw the defense, to beat one 
defense man and then feed the 
puck to Conacher or Jackson, who 
were sweeping in on hte sides.” 
Manager Smythe, recognizing at 
once that he had a_ potentially 
great threesome repeatedly kept 
them on the ice after the rest of 
the team had finished practice, 
roaming up and down the rink, 
passing the puck at different 
speeds. The Kid Line didn't just 
happen. 

Halfway through his hockey ca- 
reer, Joe went into the bullding- 
block business, and as it grew he 
gave progressively more thought to 
retiring from hockey. Finally in 
the fall of 1936, he made up his 
mind. He was driving home with 
Smythe one fall evening when he 
announced his nitention. Smythe 
urged him *. continue with hockey 
pointing out that he was still at 
his peak. Joe felt otherwise, 

Primeau turned his efforts to his 
business, his spare time to coach- 


ing. Through the years that he 
handled Marlboro juniors and 
Goodyear seniors, he also was 


coaching the youngsters at Upper 
Canada College. He worked botif 
chores for six years, and when) the 
University of Toronto added a 
hockey coaching course to its 
School of Physical Health and Ed- 
ucation in 1940, it turned to Pri- 
meau to direct the course. For 
the last six years he has been tea- 
ching students who aspire to be 
high-school athletic directors how 
to handle their hockey teams. 

Through the winter months Joe 
has little time to devote to his 
home and family, St. Mike's play 
an average of two games a week, 
half of them in such cities as Osh- 
awa, St. Catharines and Galt, 
wheih means that Joe often gets 
home from a game on the road 
just in time to go to work. Then 
there are St. Mike's practices, too, 
and team meetings, and the gam- 
es in which other teams in the 
league are performing. ‘These 
are important, for a coach must 
know what his own forces are up 
against. 

His oldest boy, Joe junior, now 
eighteen, is attending St. Mich- 
ael's College and plays hockey with 
the Buzzers, the school's entry in 
the O.H.A. junior B group. Young 
Joe is a slender center, a strong 
skater and, like all hockey players, 
h ehas discovered he does not al- 
Ways see eye to eye with the game's 
officials. “He came home one 
night after a game which his team 
had apparently lost,” Joe relates, 
eyes twinkling. “I asked him why 
the long face, and he muttered 
darkly about the referee. I dis- 
covered later it was my brother 
Jim.” Jim Primeau is a N, H, L. 
Linesman. There ar ethree other 
boys and one girl in the family — 
Bill, sixteen; Bob, fifteen; and 
Richard, two. The girls is eight- 
year-old Anne. 

Golf 1s Joe's only outside actiy- 
ity in the summer, He manages 
to play his home layout, the Mis- 
sissauga Golf and Country Club, 
in the middle 80s. He is a cap- 
able after-dinner speaker, too; but 
being essentially a quiet man, he 
dislikes the role. He would much 
rather that the record of his hock- 
ey ‘teams speak for him, and in 
this regard he has proven abund- 
antly eloquent.

Benefit Under Scheme 


Hit-and-run accident victims 
are to benefit under the terms of 
an amendment to the Highway 
‘Traffic moved in the Ontario 
Legislature Friday by Minister of 
Highways Doucett. The amendment 
is to establish an “Unsatisfied 
Judgement Fund” which would 
cover payment of claims arising 
out of hit-and-run accidents in 
Ontario. 

The fund will be raised by an 


extra assessment, not exceeding 
one dollar, against every driver 
who takes out an operator's or 


chauffeur's license. For this year, 
however, the necessary funds will 
be borrowed from the Highway 
Improvement Account. When next 
year’s licenses are issued, the de- 
partment hopes to be able to de- 


termine what fee should bé levied, 
based on the past year's experl- 
ment. 

Under the terms of the amend- 
mént where a hit-and-run ac- 
cident occurs and the identity of 
the offending driver is nol determ- 
ined, the victim, or his next-ot 
kin, Jn cases where there js a death, 
will have the right to sue a govern- 
ment official, probably the Regis- 
trar of Motor Véhicles, for dam- 
ages, 

Maximum damages obtainable 
undér the scheme in the case of one 
injured party is set at $5,000 and 
where two or more persons are 
injured $10,000. There ts no pro- 
vision for property damage. The 
protection extends to pedestrian 
and motorists alike.

A notable percentage increase in 
the Northern Ontario hydro prim- 
ary power load for February as 
compared with thé corresponding 
month a year ago, is reported by 
the Ontario Hydro-Electric commis- 
sion. The 21.9 per cent jump 
was attributed to renewed activity 
in the gold-mining area, 

There was also a substantial in- 
crease, 8.4 per cent, in the southern 
Ontario system, but’ this was sald 
to be in keeping with the heavier 
industrial usé which has been con- 
tinuing since the end of the war. 

Primary loads for the month for 
the whole system increased 9.2 per 
cent or 220,000 horse-power over 
the corresponding period in 1946, 


The Canadian Senate has deci-

George H. Earle, former Mints- 
ter to Bulgaria and Turkey, said 
today that he doubted that “moro 


than ten per cent of us will be 
alive five years from now’ be- 
cause of the reluctance of the 


United States to Atom Bomb Rus- 
sia.” I think the situation in the 
‘United States 1s completely desper- 
ato” Earle told the House UnAmer- 
foan Activities Committee in Wa- 
shington. “The reason is that tho 
super Atom Bomb 1s here or almost 
here and the country that uses it 
first 1s almost certain to win.” 


The American people are “too 
nalye and charitable” to use the 
bomb first, he said. “Because wo 
won't attack first’ Barle satd, “I 
don’t think more than ten per cent 
of us will be alive five years from 


now.” 


Earle sald there was no reason 
to doubt that Russia would use

The great pyramids of Egypt are 
listed\among the seven wonders of 
the world, 

But they're just pygmies comp- 
ared to the one an American says 
he has located deep in the heart 
of China. 

According to Colonel Maurice 
Sheahan, an official of Trans- 
World Airlines, the Chinese have 
built the daddy of all pyramids, 


Sheahan says he has seen this 
huge pyramid only from the air, 
He says it's nestled in a 10-thous- 
‘and foot mountain range in the re- 
mote, untracked vastness of Wes- 
tern China about 40 miles from 
Sian (See-nh) the Capital of Shen- 
si (Shen-See) Province. 


The airline official has taken 
pictures of it, and he estimates the 
great structure to be about one 
thousand feet high and 15-hund- 
red feet wide at its base. 


There's no indicatlon how old 
the pyramid 1s, but its location 
may give a clue, Sian {s the first 
capital of the Chinese Han Dynas- 
ty which reigned in the Orlent du- 
ring the third century before 
Christ.

Post-war trends in garden design 
give evidence of following the same 
direction as house architecture, 
away from the traditional toward 
the functional. Instead of planting 
to create landscape pictures of tra- 
ditional styles, we will arrange our 
gardens (o serve definite purposes 
first, and develop picturesque quall- 
ties which will:not interfere with 
these functions. 

Just what are the functions of a 
small home garden? Most general 
agreement is likely to be that’ it 
Serve as an outdoor home, where 
We can enjoy fresh air and sunshine 
and such recreational activities as 
may appeal to us, This is not new; 
since World War I the idea of the 
garden as an “outdoor living 
room” has spread. But here, as in 
house architecture, tradition has 
given way slowly; there has been 
a conflict between the desire for a 
useful garden, and one that will 
Jook like others, especially those we 
remember, So a large proportion 
of all small home grounds planted 
twenty years or more ago are now 
80 overgrown with trees and shrubs 
| —planted for traditional reasons 
| —that sunshine is excluded from 
both house and grounds, and flow- 
ers—perhaps even grass—cannol be 
well grown because of too much 
shade, 

While all this shade develop- 
ing, sunshine was rising so rapidly | 
in our esteem that we are some-} 
times accused of being sun wor-

shipers. But there are sound scl- 
entific reasons for valuing sunshine, 
which has been proved to be a vital 
necessity for human well being. For 
once, fashion, art and science are 
working to the same purpose, to 
increase the amount of sunshine, 
and sunny environment, availabla to 
us. Millions are migrating to those 
sections of the country which enjoy 
the most sunshine. In less favored 
places we must design our clothes, 
houses, gardeng and decorations to 
make the most of all the sunshine 
We possess.

trend, Postwar gardens will not be 
without shade, for nothing can be 
pleasanter than the shade of a tree 
to one who has been ¢xposed to the 
warm rays of the summer sun; but 
they will confine shade to definitely 
planned areas, where one may 
rest and view a garden drenched in 
sunshine, 

Such gardens can develop a vari- 
ely of floral beauty which is impos- 
sible in overplanted grounds, where 
the roots of trees and shrubs fill the 
soil and their leaves shut out the 
sunshine over the entire area. 


Tn sunny garden areas many ac- 
tivities can be enjoyed, but none is 
likely to be more popular and re- 
warding than gardening itself, the 
growing of fine plants, either for 
food or flowers, which millions have 
learned to enjoy during the years 
of war gardening,

EXPERIMENTAL FARM NEWS 

For the beekeeper who winters 
his bees the most critical period 
of the year is during late winter 
early spring. More bees dic

during this period than at any 
other time 


When preparing bees for winter 
there is a strong tendency to re- 
duce the food supply of the colonies 
to a minimum, this is false econ- 
omy, says ©.B, Gooderham, Do- 
minion Aplarist, which too often 
results in the loss of the bees and 
a waste of ‘food given to them. 
Most of the so-called winter losses 
occur during March and April and 
are largely due to-staryation, The 
food supply given in the fal) is us- 
ually enough to carry the colonies 
through the broodless period of 
winter but once brood rearing is 
resumed in late winter or early 
spring this supply dwindles rapid- 
ly and is in danger of ‘becoming 
exhausted. Maximum brood rear- 


ing is imperative during the spring | 
| sures the greatest 
|bees for the harvest. Anything in 


if the colonies are to build up tao 
maximum strength in time for the 
main honey flow, no matter if 
they are to be left as single units 


or divided for greater production, 
Brood cannot be reared without 
food, honey and pollen, and any 
shortage will first reduce the na- 
mount of brood reared and sec- 
ondly en in starvation and death. 
The early sources of nectay and

Cull Potatoes 
Are Profitable 
Used 


With present and anticipated 
short supplies of cereals and mill- 
feeds, together with excellent de- 
mands for meat and dairy products, 
many farmers are realizing more 
more than eyer before the value 
of cull potatoes for livestock feed- 
ing, says RE, Goodin, potato 
ficldman for the Ontarlo Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Mr, Goodin qites the experience 
of Hill Simpson of Belwood as one 
farmer who can provided figures 
showing he js actually obtaining 
yalue of $1.25 per 75 pound bag 
for his cull potatoes by feeding 
them to hogs on his own farm. Al- 
Jowing 50 cents per bag for work 
and fuel used in cooking the po- 
tatoes, he ts confident that his net 
returns would be at least 75 cents 
per bag right at home, According 
to Mr. Simpson, his 90 hogs put on 
an average of one pound per hog 
per day. 

With live pork worth 18 cents 
per pound, the daily gain would 
therefore be worth $16.20, In ad- 
dition to potatoes, the dally ration 
would not use more than $6.00

worth of grower mash, which to- 
gethey with an estimated invest- 
ment cost on stock, amounting to 
ten cents per day, his net costs, 
Jess potatoes, would amount to $6.- 
10 per day, Therefore he receives 
$10.10 per day for 600 pounds of 
potatoes, or an average of one and 
two-thirds cents a pound, according 
to his estimate, which he considers 
most conservatlye. 


Mr. Simpson believes that feeding 
potatoes to livestock {s good busi- 
ness for at least two reasons. First, 
because all culls below Canada No-

vantage at home. Second, a higher 
standard of product 1s being put 
on the market, thus cutting down 
on available marketable supplies 
and creating «further demands by 
pleasing ultimate consumers. In 
other words, if all potato growers 
would market only thelr highest 
quality, the price level should re- 
act accordingly in thelr fayour,

‘The announcement of Com- 
missioner Stringer of the Ontario 
Provincial Police last week ‘rela~ 
live to the installation of a police 
radio communication system in 
this area is evidence of this law

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MARSHALL ANNOUNCES CUT- BACK IN CHINA PERSONNEL: 


Whereahouts 700,000 War Prisoners Myste 


No Mention 
Of Failure 
Unify China 


Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall revealed in Moscow today 
that the United States has “no in- 
formation” about the disposition of 
an estimated 700,000 Japanese pris- 
oners taken by the Soviet in Man- 
churia 

At the same time Marshall sald 
that by June 1, American Military 
and Naval Personnell in China 
would be reduced to 6,180 men. 

Marshall said that only one- 
third of these troops would be 
combat forces. These statements 
were made in publication of a let- 
ter from Marshall to Soviet Foreign 
Minister Molotoy in acordance with 
their agreement to exchange infor- 
mation on China during the Mos- 
cow Conference, 


Foreign Secretary Ermest’ Bevin 
decided not to submit any informa- 
tion on that subject. 

Molotoy’s information 
yet been made public. 

The deadline for submission was 
April 1 and Marshall made public 
the text of his letter today after 
sending copie, to Bevin and to the 
Chinese Ambassador here. 

Marshall confined his “informa- 
tion” to the question of American 
troops and repatriation of Japan- 
ese prisoners in China. He did not 
refer to China's internal problems, 
to her civil war or to the failure 
of his one-year mission there to 
bring about unified, democratic 
China. 

Marshall sent Molotoy, the 
American statement on policy on 
China, as issued in December 1945 
and December 1946. 

“The United States forces men- 
fdoned there-in assisted substant- 
{ally during the period covered by

land, as laid down by the Potsdam 
Agreement and the surrender 
terms,” Marshall said.

We are reading and hearing so 
much about coronary thrombosis, 
occlusion, sclerosis, all meaning the 
closing or blocking of a blood ves- 
se] or vessels supplying the muscu- 
Ir walls of the heart, we may not 


give thought to hte fact that while 
these blood vessels are open and 
supplying the blood, the blood it- 
self may contain organisms and 
poisons made by these organisms 
which damage the lninggof the 
heart. These organisms and poisons 
decrease the power of the muscu- 
lar walls of the heart. Thus a form 
of heart disease called myocard- 
itis, Inflamation of the heart mus- 
cle, is common and causes a large 
percentage of the deaths from

“yah-yah-yah", he shivered a bit. 
tt was just a mite too realistic to 
‘be comfortable. 

An’ assistant director said some 
of the group were hardly acting, 
in that mob were several who ac- 
‘tually had been in prison, They 
hate the law—eyen when its in the 
moyies.

Washington, (NEA) — Peace has 
diverted the concentrated effort of 
U. S, inventors from swords to 
suitcases with wheels. 


And the switch from wrinkles for 
war to contraptions for comfort 
has been carried out with such en- 
thusiasm since VJ-day that the U, 
S. Patent Office has been thrown 
two years behind in its work. 

If it is true that Russia is rald- 
ing American patents, as, some 
Congressmen claim, the Russian 
people are in for a new revolution 
—one which should end with them 
all maXing borsht in new fangled 
pressure cookers and sleeping out 
frigid Moscow nights under them- 
ostatically controlled electric blan- 
kets, 

Gadgets and inventions dealing 
with “music, acoustics, glass, but- 
tons, furniture, clasps, sound rec- 
ordings, toys, games, umbrellas and 
canes, kitchen and table articles, 
toilet goods, education, cutlery, and 
Mexible panels and partitions” are 
included in the Patent Officer's 
three top groups of applications. 

Although the Patent Office 1s 
granting an average of 400 patents 
a week to inventors, there is stil} 
® backlog of about 132,500 appli. 
cations awaiting action. Details 
of patents — and this applies to 
most applications made since the 
war—aren't revealed until the pat- 
ent ts formally registered. 

In the scientific field a majority 
of applications for patents now 
deal with chemistry and electron- 
{cs. Most of these are for some 
, Deace-time application of a mill- 

tary discovery or device. 

The “Official Gazette” of the 
Patent Office, published every 
week, reveals the latest list of pat- 
ents which have been granted to 
inventors. The current issue tells 
of a “plant patent” granted for an 
apple tree, to a California man. 
According to the patent this tree 
produces apples “the size of a

Law requires the Patent Office to 
sell copies of registered patents 
to anyone who wants to buy them. 
‘The current price is 25 cents, Rep. 
J. Parnell Thomas of New Jersey, 
chairman of the House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities Committee, charges 
that because of this law Russia has 
been “tapping the inventive gen- 
jus of America’s industrial and mil- 
itary brains” by buying up copies 
of all registered patents. So far, 
nothing has been done to change 
this law, however. 

The Patent Office explains that 
one of the reasons for the two- 
year backlog, in addition to the 
‘increased number of applications, 
is because so many of its expert 
searchers left during the war and 
never returned. Each application 
requires a “search” through all oth- 
er related patents to make sure it 
doesn't infringe on one already 
granted. It takes an experienced 
expert to do a good job of this. 

In 1945, a total of 31,033 patents 
were granted. Last year it drop-~ 
ped to 27,687. This year, patent 
officials hope, the figure should be 
somewhere between the two. The 
last Patent Office budget was for 
$7,379,000. For the coming fiscal 
year an additional $2,000,000 is be- 
ing asked so that a start can be 
made toward reducing the back- 
log. 


Orderly Return To Free Economy 
Objective Of Government--Howe 


There has been a great deal of 
discussion in the House of Com- 


mons as to whether or not controls 
have been hampering production. 


Last week, the Minister of re- 
construction and supply gave his 
opinion. 


Mr. Howe said that since he had 
been associdted with controls, 
which is from their inception, they 
have never been permitted to ham- 
per production. He said that, as a 
matter of fact, controls at the 
moment are greatly stimulating 
production in several important 
lines. The minister said that in 
his opinion, the over-all production 
today would not be improved by 
thelr immediate removal. 


Mr. Howe then said; “If the con- 
tro] of lumber were removed today 
—and lumber shows the greatest 
discrepency between export and do- 
meéstic prices of any commodity — 
I doubt {f one additional tree 
would be cut. If the control of 
steel were removed, the over-all 
production of steel today would 
drop by at least 20 per cent.. The 
reason Js that under control we are 
able to take the surplus primary 
production from Sault Ste. Marie 
and move it to the minjshing mills 
at Hamilton, Toronto and Montreal 
We are able to bring billets from 
that ls never done under ordinary 
conditions and move them to Mon~ 


treal and Hamilton and convert 
them into finished steel. Were this 
not possible, the over-all produc- 
tion of steel in this country would 


be at least 20 pey cent less than it 
4s at this moment.” 


The minister then pointed out 
that there are certain commodities 
such as brick which are influenced 
by price, he said that there are 
brickyards which are closed down 
for years. He stated that one price 
and some which have been closed 
for years. He stated that one 
yards to open, and a higher price 
will perhapg bring into production 
one or two more yards. Then, he 
said, it becomes a question of 
what the public should pay for that 
increased production, and pointed 
out that 1t may be expensive, 


Mr. Howe also pointed out that 
then we hove the effect of price 
on diverting production from one 
line to another, but not affecting 
the overall production price dif- 
ferentials will cause a manufactur- 
er to go into one ine of production 
which returns a higher profit as a- 
gainst another line which he fs 
equally well able to make but which 
shows a lower profit, Mal-adjust- 
ments of that kind, are, of course, 
corrected by price adjustments. 
The production situation {s studied 
carefully by the officers of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 


and by officers of the reconstruc- 
tion department who are associat- 
ed with production. Adjustments 
have been and are being constant- 
ly made as we find oyer-production 
in one side of an industry and un- 
der-production in another side.” 


The minister sald that he had 


heard a great deai about idealog- 
fes. About the forces of freedom 
as against the forces of control. He 
stated that there is no principle of 
that kind involved in the control 
bill. Mr. Howe said that the policy 
of the Government is for an ord- 
erly return to a free economy, and 
that the bill is simply a measure to 
provide the machinery for effecting 
that orderly return. 


On this point Mr. Howe stated:

“Freedom” is being used to ent- 
{rely outside ‘ts proper contect.

Greasby, who ts 45 and a ma- 
chinist by trade, started his col- 
lection when he was five, The 
cigar band fad was sweeping the 
nation back in 1907 when he caught 
the fever, It died down in others, 
not in Greasby, and today he is 
President of the International Ci- 
gar Band Society which now has 
only 75 members left in the United 
States, These are a number of en- 
thusiasts still leff in other count- 
(ries throughout the world, 

Cigar band collecting has one 
advantage over most other hob- 


bles The bands haye no monetary 
value and are thelr own medium of 
exchange. When Greasby comes 
across a duplicate band he simply 
trades 1t for one he doesn’t have; 
bands are never sold. 


Europe has become the best 
source of new cigar bands, and the 
war put a crimp in collecting. Now 
that field 1s opening up again; 
Greasby recently received a specinl 
edition of 33 bands from Holland 
and js expecting a set of 2000 co- 
mmemorating the history and pro- 
vinces of Holland. 


Greasby, as a hobbyist, has one 
advantage over most of his fellow 
collectors; his wife doesn’t object 
a bit to the clutter of albums and 
cards of cigar bands in the home. 
She collects cigar bands, too— and 
odd buttons. ;

Salary Increases 
For Magistrates 


Toronto, April 3---Increased pay 
for full-time Ontario magistrates

Orillia, April 3—With the arrival 
in Orillia of the transformers, 
generator, switchboard and other 
equipment, the work on the erection 
of the new Diesel power plant for 
Orillia will be pushed ahead as 
rapidly as possible. The equipment 
arrived here from New York and 
already the Orillia Water, Light and 
Power Commission have con- 
structed the foundations for the 
Diesel plant. Because of the heavy 
demand for power, the plant will 
be put Into operation as soon as it 
is completed, 

It is expected that the Diesel 
generator will produce about 1,300 
horsepower, which will go a long

way to take care of the high peak 
demands for power. The two 
Orillia-owned hydro-electric plants 
produce a total of about 12,000 
horsepower now. The Diesel plant 
will enable the Orillia Commission 
to reduce its purchases of power 
from the Ontario Hydro.

Depend On Federal Decision 


An average of five laws a day 
were added to the provincial stat- 
ute books during the 22 actual sit- 
ting days the Ontario Legislature

Other laws are yet to be enacted 
before prorogation, One govern- 
ment measure and seven private’ 
bills, not called, will be dealt with 
when the House reconvenes early 
in June, to consider matters aris- 
ing out of the Dominion Budget, 
Other legislation likely will be 
brought forward as a result of that 
budget, ‘ 

One piece of new legislation in 
respect to old-age pensions js ex- 
pected if the federal government 
follows through with its announe:- 
ed intention to deal more generous- 
ly with these pensioners. 

The basic rate of $25 a month, of 
which the Dominion pays 75 per- 
cent and the provinces the remain- 
der, is generally conceded to be in- 
adequate in relation to living costs.

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HOTEL ACCOMMODATION RENT CONTROLS DROPPED: 


Ten Per Cent Rental Increase 


“Russia Challenges World To Start Junking Arms, Armies 


HATS OFF FOR 


No Lease, 
No Boost 
In Rental 


A 19 per cent increase in rents 
on all housing accommodation ad- 
justments in rents on residential 
housing and the dropping of all 
rent controls on hotel accommoaa- 
tlon was announced in Ottawa 
Mon. by Finance Minister Douglas: 
Abbott. 

Abbott referred to his recent sta- 
tements in the House of Commons 
when he announced the removal 
from price control of a list uf 
goons and services. At diat time 
Abbott spoke of certain changes 
in rental controls and that they 
had been under “active considera- 
tion” for some time on the part ol 
the Government, 

Abbott said suq@, changes would 
be made with a view to still giving 
tenants the necessary protection 
under existing conditions and 
housing shortages.The -changes to 
the rentals orders permit a maxi- 
mum increase of ten per cent. in 
rentals for all housiny accommo- 
dation provided the landlord 1s 
prepared to enter into a renewal 
lease for a two-year term with the 
tenant. 

Such a lease may be terminated 
by the tenant at any time on 30 
days notice, but is binding on the 
landlord for the full two years. 

Abbott said the renewal lease 
and the increased rent giat goes 
with it cannot commence belore 
the expiration of the current lease. 

If the tenant refuses the prof- 
fered two years’ lease he may be 
required to vacate at the end of his 
present lease, said Abbott, in such 
cases the accommodation does not 
escape from rent control—If the 
landlord rents the space to an- 
other tenant the ceiling rental 
must be no more than the prev- 
jous maximum rent plus the 10 
per cent. increase, he added. 

“Tf the landlord is not prepared 
to offer his tenant the two-year 
Tenewal lease, the tenant may re- 
main in occupancy after wie ex- 
Piration of his current lease as a 
tenant from month to month at 
the previous rental ceiling and will 
continue to enjoy the same pro- 
testion from eviction as before.” 
said Abbott, 


The tenant has 30 days in which 
to make up his mind as to whet- 
jner or not he wants to accept the 
landlord's offer, if he does not ac- 
cept this offer it acts as a notice 
to vacate at the end of the lease 
subject to Provincial law. a 

Present regulations of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board pro- 
vide that the rentals of all hous- 
ing accommodation bullt and com- 
pleted since January 1, 1944, shall 
be fixed.” At an amount which in 
Wie opinion of the rental apprals- 
er or of the court of rentals ap- 
peals, will yleld a fair return bas- 
ed on prevailing costs of land, labor 
and materials.” said Abbott. 

The two year renewal lease and 
the 10 per cent increase do not 
apply to housing acommodation, 
therefore built since Jan, 1, 1944, 
and this includes dwelling created 


by “structural conversion or re- 
construction since that date. Since 
rentals of such dwellings have 


been fixed at higher levels related 
to costs and labor and materials. 

In the case of houses that have 
not previously been rented and 
have not a fixed minimum rental 
appraiser will add the 10 per cent. 
increase when setting rentals, In 
such case, the landlord will be be 
required to offer the tenant the 
two year rental lease but, rather, 
the landlord and the tenant can 
agree on a lease for any term, 
sald Abbott. 

The changes announced also pro- 
vide for an extra 10 per cent, in- 
crease in rentals in cases where 
the tenant J, subletting three or 
more rooms, To get this extra 
10 per cent the landlord must ap- 
ply to te rentals appraiser for ad- 
Justment in rentals before offering 
his tenant the two year lense. 

The order provides, where a 
andlord believes that the maxim- 
um rental is substantially less than 
rentals generally prevailing in the 
Neinity for similar accommoda- 
jation, that the landlord may ap- 
nly to the rentals administration to 
iave the maximum rental adjusted 
yefore offering his tenant the two- 
ear lease,

In Strasbourg, Gen, Charles De 
Gaulle said Mon, that France's 
chief problem was to maintain her 
independence between the opposing 
blocs represented by the United 
States and Russia, 

De Gaulle, addressing 20,000 per- 
sons here, renewed his attack on 
the constitution of the fourth Re- 
public, He charged that it engen- 
dred a system which was leading 
the people astray and nullifying 
their efforts. 

The National Administration, he 
charged, quite clearly lacked the 
efficiency and authority for hand- 
ling problems such as France faces 
today. 

DeGaulle's attack on the Fourth 
Republic and its institutions was 


less violent than some quarters 
had expected.

FEWER MILITARY BANDS 
FOR PEACETIME ARMY 


Ottawa, April 7—Military bands 
will be retained in Canada’s post- 
war army, but on a reduced scale, 
it was announced by Army Head- 
quarters today. 

Three bands are at present being 
organized: the Royal Canadian Ar- 
tillery at Shilo, Man. the Royal 
Canadian Regiment at Brockville, 
Ont,, and the Royal 22nd Regi- 
ment, in Quebec City. Army Head- 
quarters pointed out that the 
bands will be located to take ad- 
vantage of existing accommodat- 
jon, but will be available to any 
of the Service Commands. 

The soldier-musicians will be giv- 
en intensive training with a view 
to forming a nucleus of bandmast- 
ers and NCOs required in any fu- 
ture expansion of bands in the Ac- 
tive Force. 

The Canadian Army Overseas 
had a total of ten authorized bands 
and a Band Reinforcement group, 
whiq, added greatly to the building 
of morale and the general esprit-de- 
corps of the troops during long per- 
Jods of training in England, and 
later, on the European continent... 
Many of the soldiers who played in 
these military bands overseas have 
now gone to “civvy" life, but are 
expected to form the nucleus of 
regimental bands of the Reserve 
Force. It is anticipated that in- 


struments will soon be available 


for Reserye Force Units interest- 
ed in forming military, brass, pipe, 
trumpet or bugle bands. 

Maj. A. L. Streeter, of Ottawa, 
has been appointed Inspector ot 
Bands for the Canadian Army, Ac- 
tive and Reserve Forces. Born 
in Worthing, England, he 1s 
graduate of St. Andrew's College, 
Sussex, the Royal College of Music 
and the Royal Military School ot 
Music. 

He joined the British Army in 
1917, and served with the King's 
Royal Rifle Corps in World War 
I. After the war, he continued to 
serve with the Corps until 1031 
when he proceeded to the Royal 
Military School of Music and for a 
period in 1933 was Acting Director 
of that School. Subsequently he 
was posted to the 13-18 Royal Hus- 
sars (Queen Mary's Own,) in India, 
in which he served for four years 
and produced what was considered 
one of the finest British bands, In 
August 1939, he came to Canada 
and recelyed his commission, with 
the P-P.C.L.I. on the outbreak of 
hostilities. 

In 1940, Major Streeter became 
the Director of Music, Canadian 
Army Overseas, returning to Can- 


ada last May.

G.W. Wilson, Clifton Cottage 
No. 2, Sidmouth, Devon, England, 
whose father was editor in 1863 of 
what was then the Canadian Post, 
now The Lindsay Daily Post, wrote 
a letter to the clerk of the Town 
of Lindsay, which was read at 
Monday night’s meeting of Council, 
offering for the town’s collection 
his parchment commission as a 
Scottish King’s Counsel of 1919.

66-Mill Tax Rate Stares 
Dysart Taxpayers In Face 


The tax rate for Dysart munici- 
pality was struck at 66 mills *Tues- 
day following a two-day session of 
the Council. Clerk G. H. Windsor 
says this is an increase of 13 mills 
over the 1946 rate. 

Compared with other municipal- 
ities and town 66 mills appears to 
be a very high tax rate but the 
clerk explains the assessment in 
the municipality, which includes 
the village ‘of Haliburton, is very 
low and one mill is the equivalent 
of only $557. 

The township school board struck 
at rate of 28 mills, 10 mills above 
the 1946 rate. This acounts for the 
‘major part of the 13 mill increase, 
other increases caused by addition- 
al expenditure, for hospitalization 
child welfare, the clerk explains. 

The school board first set a rate 
of 33 mills but pared the estimates 
until they reached the 28 mill fi- 
gure. The increased rate is due to 
increased salaries for teachers and 
debenture costs for the construct- 
tion of the West Guilford School. 

The total levy will amount to 
$36,307 of whic, $21,192 wil be for 
township and county purposes and 
the remainder, $15,615, for s tiool 
purposes. 

The clerk says the township rate 
is 23.8 mills, the county rate 142 
mills and the school rate 28 mills.

This is a difficult task as the fear 
of an employee haying an attack 
during working hours may be al- 
ways on his mind: 


The League is haying those in- 
terested in helping epileptics organ- 
ize chapters in their locality. The 
objects of the local organizations, 
as set forth in the suggested by- 
laws, are the same as the parent 
League. 


1, To encourage research in epil- 
epsy. 

2. To assist epileptics by develop- 
ing in them a sound understanding 
of their ailments, by informing 


them of the opportunities for med- 
ica) assistance, and by making con- 
structive suggestions to them re~ 
garding their education and em~ 
ployment, ; 

3. To increase the public’s know- 
ledge about and understanding of 
epilepsy. . 

4. To widen the opportunities of 
epileptics for education and for 
employment.

Indeed, 
the work of Francis Bacon has 
proven far more valuable to the 
; world than that of many othér 
men whose careers have been much 
publicized or idolized. 

From the day of his birth at York 
House in the Strand, London, on 
January 22nd, 1560 as the youngest 
son of Sir Nicholas Bacon until the 
time of his death on April 9, 1626, | 
his career was jammed full of par- | 
ticular aspirations. Perhaps, this | 
can be explained best in his own | 
words as expressed in one of his | 
numerous writings.

Pinehurst, N. C,, April 89—-NEA— 
The next time the wife sighs “Gee 
T’d like to have a chinchilla coat,” 
don't snort impatiently. Raise one 
for the gal. 

That's what J. W. Harbison did. 
Except he grew fond of his chin- 
chillas and won't slaughter them 
for their downy pelts, So it seems 
unlikely that Mrs. Harbison, who 
helps him run a chinchilla ranch 
here as a hobby, will ever get a 
home-grown coat, 


But for those who are more bru- 
{al about this fur coat busincas, 
here’s how you do it: You just buy 
a first-class pair of chinchillas for 
something like $800 (they seli for 
twice that much, too), and since 
chinchillas are fond of each other, 
the first thing you know you'll 
have four chinchillas instead of 
two. This happens about twice a 
year, so If you wait long enough, 
nnd if the young don’t die on you 
which they frequently will), you'll 
get 300 pelts. That makes a three- 
quarter length coat, price $12,000 
up. Up to $20,000, for instance for 
& seven-eights length coat current- 
ly on the New York swank market. 

Harbison, who Js superintendent, 
of Pinehurst schools, fell in love 
with his little animals, however,

Chinchillas are natives of the 
high Andes, and do not readily 
take to the warm climate of Pine- 
hurst. Harbison tragically discov- 
ered this when he started his ranch 
in a lean-to against his garage. 
The first summer he installed fans 
which blew over cakes of ice, but 
lost a valuable animal just the 
same. 


Now he has installed a suction 
fan arrangement which changes 
the air every two minutes, and his 
brood has increased steadily in 
what possibly is the southernmost 
chinchilla ranch in this country. 
The original seven pair have in- 
creased to 21, and a pair is some- 
times worth a school superintend- 
ent’s salary in this day. A good 
breeding pair sells for $1200 plus. 

Chinchillas are rodents, but usu- 
ally produce litters of only two, 
twice a year. They don’t like it 
when a mate dies, but get over it 
They get daily baths in fullers’ 
earth (to keep their fur glossy), 
and popularly are supposed never 
to die from old age, but only ‘rom 
disease or in the cause of coats. 

They sleep in the daytime, play 
like squirrels at night. Mrs, Chin- 
chilla rules the roost (she’s big- 
ger), and courtship is accompanied 
by hair-pulling, which makes ran- 
chers pull their hair too, because 
it may endanger the pelt. 

Favorite delicacy of these fut- 
ure fur coats jis sunflower seed. 
They eat all thelr waking hours, 
chomping timothy hay, cabbage, 
carrots or fruit’ between meals of 
prunes, cereals and raisins. 

No one knows where a captive 
chinchilla goes if he escapes. The 
only one that got away from 
Rancher Harbison was found next 
morning, greatly peeved and 
Scrambling on the outside of his 
cage trying to get back in, But just 
to be sure, and to label the pelt,, 
both ears are tattoed with {denti- 
fying marks. If, amongst your 
household rodents, you catch 
something with N.C, tattoed in its 
ear, it belongs to J, W. Harbison,

WASHINGTON, (NBA) -----! On 
“snowmobiles” and snowshoes in 
winter, on foot and in flimsy ca- 
noes in summer, the U, S. Bor- 
der Patrol men guarding the boun- 
dary between Canada and the U, 
S. have managed to keep smuggling 

to an inconsequential trickle. 


. But the trickle could become a 
torrent of narcoti¢s and other tl- 
Jecal goods, according to U. S. 
Customs officials, if the Customs 
Service is forced to eliminate its 
Canadian border patrol because of 
Congressional budget cuts. 

Proposed cuts would force Cus- 
toms Service to fire 200 customs 
border patrolmen assigned to sla- 
tions along the Canadian bound- 

W. R. Johnson, U. S. 
joner of Customs.  Al- 
ready, 743 Port Patrol officers as- 
signed to New York have - been 
discharged. 

The vigil which the Border Pa- 
trol has maintained for years 
along the lonely boundary be- 
tween the U. S. and Canada has 
discouraged most would-be. smug- 
glers. The job requires periodic 
inspections of every mile of tha 
fontinent-wide line. In the sum- 
mer, it is mostly a green wilder- 
ness. In the winter, icy storms 
make it a desolate +cold stretch, 
‘The job takes hardy men. Their 
assignment is simple and specific: 
prevent smuggling. 
‘STREAMLINED OPERATION 

Without these hardy men doing 
this specific job, the Canadian 
border would offer a tempting 
coor for smugglers. 

Johnson says that already the 
Increased volume of customs busi- 
ness has forced the agency into 
Sangerously streamlined proced- 
Fures. For example, he points out, 
“We have discontinued the weigh- 
ing of wool at Boston and are ac- 
cepting invoice weights on this 
commodity which {s dutiable at 
Yates ranging from 13 to 37 cents

Armchair Polar Explorer 


August Howard Has Never Been to Antarctic, But 
He Knows More Ahout It Than Most

New York (NEA) — when the 
USS Mount Olympus comes to a 
tired stop at the Washington Navy 
Yard on April 14, an eager, excited 
man named. August Howard will be 
on hend to welcome it. 

The Mount Olympus will be back 
from the greatest polar expedition 
of all time, Howard, who has 
never been farther south than Mi- 
ami, probably will be able to tell 
all but a few of the 4,000 men on 
that expedition more about their 
adventures than they know them- 
selves, 

Howard 1s editor of the “Polar 
Times” and Secretary of the 
American Polar Society with 
headquarters in New York's 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tor. He never has been on a 
polar expedition. Yet when the 
government foresaw the  possi- 
bility that {it would move into 
Greenland before World War II, 
it sent a hurried appeal to Howard 
for ‘nformation about the area. 
He had the answers on the way 
to Washington within 24 hours. 

About the same time the Japan: 


ese began to make belated claims & 


to the Antarctic. No one in the 
United States had any informa- 
tion on thé exploratory basis for 
the claims until someone called 
Howard and he popped up with 
a full account of a Japanese expe- 
dition that got as far south as 80 
degrees In 1910-12, The account 
had been written by a Norwegian 
and published in England—and in 
Howard's “Polar Times” 

Howard got into the polar in- 
formation business In a kind of 
offhand manner, He was working

for the Boy Scouts—still Js, in 
fact—when Sea Scout Paul Siple 
was selected to accompany Rear 
Admiral Richard ©. Byrd on his 
first trip to the South Pole 
Howard began mimeographing 
reports from the expedition for 
the benefit of Siple'’s friends In 
the Scouts, 


Men Who Have 


When Byrd went back in 1933, 
Howard got oul of the “Little 
American times” for the benefit of 
people particularly interested in 
news of the expedition. By 1935, 
the “Little American Times!’ had 
become the twice-a-year “Polar 
Times” and Howard had become 
a confirmed polar addict. 


With the change in name, the 
“Polar Times” widened its repor- 
torial scope to incllide all things 
polar and arenas where polar con- 
ditions generally exist even if 
they happen to fall below or above 
the Arctic and Antarctic circles as 
the case may be, 


The magazine goes to all mem- 
bers of the American Polar So- 
clety, including such cold weather 
specialists as Slr Hubert Wilkins, 
Lincoln Ellsworth, Armiral Byrd, 
and Dr, Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
The Army, Navy, State Depart- 
ment, United Nations, the USSR 
and other governments are sub- 
seribers, 

Half of the Society's 500 mem- 
bership, however, have had no 
more polar experience than How- 
ard. He hopes the society will 
pick up a lot of new members 
from among those who have seen 
the country first hand on the 
Navy's . latest southern  expedi- 
tion, 

Howard doesn't like to think of 
himself as a “polar expert.” 

“Actually I've never been to any 
pola’ region, I’m really a polar 
historian, Someday I'd like to sce 
Little America. You know It's 
only open a few months of the 
year. They overstayed a week this 
time and I was worrled, But it 
turned out all right.”

You are reading much these days 
about neurosis and psychoneurosis, 
Which js usually a temporary dls- 


| order of the mind (not true insan- 


ity) but causing various symptoms 
such as anxiety and hysteria, The 
patient, for the most part, is fully 
Aware of what is going on all about 
him, but a goodly portion of the 
lime allows fears, anxieties, delu- 
sions and obessions to control his 
actions. The only difference be- 
tween these patients and the aver- 
Age normal individual js that they 
allow thoughts and actions, present 
in all of us, to become unduly im- 
portant and actually direct their 
Actions. 

Investigation of these cases in 
military and civilian life shows that 
this peculiarity of behavior has 
always been present in school, play, 
or other activities, As children and 
young adults they did not adjust 
themselves properly to life. ‘The 
immediate cause of the present 
condition--neurosis--ls some par- 
ticular eyent or emotional disturb- 
Ance such as financial difficul(les, 
religious difficulties. 


Practically all these patients 
fearful, anxious, tensed, but usual- 
ly free from delusions; they 
often feel compelled to repeat 
some routine action constantly 
though they know it is foolish, 
Most of us has felt at times that 
we must {ouch or strike every 
picket in a fence, pick up pieces 
of string or other foolish habits, 
These patients carry this to ex- 
tremes. They are always worrying

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A COMMUNIST TALKS ABOUT 

DANGEROUS PRECEDENTS 

A Communist member of the 
Ontario Goyernment has (aan 
exception to the Government's ac- 
tion in approving a hill to prohib- 
is police in Ontario from belong~ 
‘ing to trade unions or any organ= 
{zations affiliated with them. He 
said it was a “dangerous preced- 
ent” and he intimated that the 
same prohibition might some day 
be extended to civil servants or 
eyen municipal employees. 

We have no doubt that the 
move did come as a great blow to 
the- Communist party since they 
probably had hoped that at some 
“future date Ontario's police force 
could be subjected to Communist 
infittration via the trade union 
method. How wise the Government 
has been in forestalling this moye 
‘can best’ be judged when. we let 
ourselves think for @ moment of 
what a disastrous situation would 
prevail if a unionized police force 
jshould ever become dominated by 
@ lawless element, 

Now, what we have just stated 
should: not be interpreted to mean 
that, we: believe.that all unions or 
members thereof are Communist 
at heart. But, lt has been shown 
‘clearly that unions are regarded 
as favorite hunting grounds for 
new. comrades by hte Communist 
of Canada and United States. For 
proof of this we haye only to recall 
the revelations made by a promin- 
ent union leader who recently re- 
signed and went into exile. We are 
referring to’ the former president 
of the Seamen's Union, Pat Sul- 
ivan. 

We submit that the Ontario 
Government has acted wisely in 
taking the steps it has to saféguard 
Ontario's law enforcement:mem- 
bers from Communist infiltration. 
As for the Communist member's in-. 
timation that similar restrictions 
might be extended to civil servants 
or, even municipal employees, per- 
haps this might be a very timely 
hint for the government to con- 
sider the wisdom of acting in this 
Aiirection. It seems quite reasonable 
to desire that public servants in all 
departments should most certainly 
be excluded from any organization 
which could conceivably place them 
‘in the position whereby they could 
make the public servants. 


OSHAWA REJECTS PROPOSAL 
TO BUILD CITY INCINERATOR 
—SO SHOULD LINDSAY 
A’ proposal to put the city to a 
heavy and unnecessary expense by 
“building an incinerator at a cost 
of $85,000 has been flatly rejectea 
by Oshawa City Council on the re- 
commendation of their engineer. 
This is of particular interest to 
Lindsay taxpayers because a simi 
Jar plan has been under considera- 

tion by Lindsay's Council, 

After giving consideration to the 
proposal Oshawa’s engineer Tepor- 
ted to council that the sanitary 
Jand fill method of Galvage dispo- 
Sal Was “more economical and 
practical!” Comparing the initial 
cost and cost of operation of the 
two methods, the engineer sajd it 
‘would require only $10,000 to pur- 
chase a bulldozer and $4,500 an- 
nually for operation using the, fill 
method, whereas erection of an 
incinerator would cost $85,000 or 
‘more and $10,000 a year for opera- 
tion. He also told council an acre 
anda half of land would be re- 
quired every year to dispose of the 
large (Barbage Collections but poin- 
ted out that the city farm had. 100 
acres available, After’ hearing his 
report the Mayor of Oshawa re- 
marked that it would be “foolish” 
to proceed with the incinerator and 
council agreed.

Adyance propaganda on the 
proposed scheme makes no bones 
about the fact that if it succeeds 
{t will be all powerful in its con- 
trol of cream marketing farmers 
Some {den of the vast powers which 
would be granted the controlling 
body of the proposed cream prod- 
ucers’ marketing board may | be 
gained by reading tho following 
clause pertaining thereto found 1 
the ‘text of the plan; “The Board 
have the power to REGULATE and 
CONTROL the marketing of cream 
produced in Ontario and manufac- 
tured into butter, and to stimulate, 
increase and improve the market- 
ing of cream for butter manufact~ 
ure.” and ‘that {sn't all—a negot- 
jating committee is proposed which 
would. haye the power “to negotia~ 
te, and settle agreements respecting 
(a) minimum prices, (b) forms ot 
contract, (c) conditions of sale, 
(d) grades and. quality, (e) price 
differentials between grades (f) 
weighing and testing, (g) transpor- 
tation.” As if this weren't en- 
ough, it is also proposed to charge 
cream producers for telling them 
what they can and cannot do at 
the rate of “one-tenth” of a cent 
per pound of butterfat on all 
cream delivered to.a creamery.’ 

Cream producers can readily see 
that should this proposed scheme 
become a reality they would be 
not only rigidly restricted in the 
operation of thelr business but 
would be charged for the privilege. 
And, this is not the only serious 
aspect of the proposed scheme, for 
addition to belng hobbled with 
controls they would be unable to 
escape from the consequences which 
would follow should the scheme 
bring nothing but disaster to the 
industry. 

We believe farmers would be well 
advised to keep the reins of their 
own business in thely own hands 
and by doing so remain in the hap- 
py position of being free to capital- 
ize on their individual initiative 
at any and every opportunity. It 
should be borne in mind that ev- 
ery plan which seeks to control 
the economy of a people is essen~ 
tially of a bureaucratic and tot- 
alitarian nature and has ho right- 
ful place in a free and democratic 
nation. 


DIESEL AUXILIARY POWER 
PLANT PRACTICAL FOR 
LINDSAY TOO! 


It will interest Lindsay citizens 
to learn that Orillia is already put- 
ting into effect its plan for an 
emergency -electrical plant similar 
to that suggested as feasible by. 
The Post some months @go when 
Power breakdowns were Sweeping 
the province and the Hydro Elec- 
tric Power Commission was short 
of power. 


The Orillia Commission are in- 
stalling a 1250 K.V.A, (about 1600 
horse power) 60 cycle 4160 volt 
generating unit connected to a 
1600. h.p. Fairbanks Morse Diesel 
engine, 10 cylinders, complete with 
all accessories, 


This plant is located on the rail- 
wy and shore of Lake Couchiching 
so that fuel can ve browetit in by 
carload and cooling water can be 
obtained at a minimum cost, 


The Post is advised that the rea- 
ons for this installation are that 
the diesel can be started up on 
short notice to REDUCE THE 
PEAK LOAD on the system, It 
will also help out, the PROVINCE- 
WIDE SHORTAGE, insuring pow- 
er for fire protection, power to the 
Soldiers Memorial Hospitaj and 
the Ontario Hospital, should Oril- 
lla experience a breakdown like 
the one that occurred in the Nia- 
gara district recently, 


The cost of the installation 1s 
stated as $90,000 or or about $57.00 
per horse power. 

The Lindsay Hydro Commission 
estimated that the cost would be 
from $85.00 to $150 per horse pow- 
er plus installation charges, 

They were also unfortunately 
under the mistaken impression 
Uhat the Post advocated a gencrat-~ 
ing equipment to carry the full 
4200 H. P, load but Mayor Lamb 
will recall that we suggested to 
him that about 1000 horse power 
would probably be satisfactory and 
we presumed that a government- 
owned Diesel plant could be pur- 
chased for about $50,000, This 
{igure would appear to be higher 
than a used plant would cost when 
new would be about that figure, 


To-day the Hydro Electric Pow- 
er Commission of Ontario say they 
fear a power shortage until 1950 
so that any equipment, that could 
be used for the benefit of Increas- 
ing the power for Hydro, and only 
for Lindsay in an emergency’ is a 
a worthy project that comes with- 
in the scope of our local Commiss- 
fon and the Town Council who 
have to guarantee bonds for all the 
money spent for extensions of a 
layge character in any event.

PROTESTS MARGARINE BAN

adian consumers of a wholesome 
food product now or any other 
time Consumers should continue 
their protests until Parliament 
faces up to its responsibility and 
lifts a ban which never should 
have been imposed. 

“In their interests, too farmers 
themselves should get behind those 
protests and defy the small pres- 
sure group within the dairy indus~ 
try which has financed the lobby 
agalnst margarine, So long as the 
Canadian Federation of Agricul- 
ture and other farm bodies are 
associated with this bare-faced 
and absolute butler monopoly how 
can they convince anyone that 
they are sincere in seeking wider 
and better markets for Canadian 
farm products?” 


WAR CONTROLS AND TAXES 
HAMPER PEACE RE- 
COVERY 

There may be' something to be 
said in favor of price control in 
time of war, even though such 
control is for the most part a mere 
gesture and does not in reality 
keep down the cost of things in 
General and the cost of living in 
particular, We now know that we 
were fooling ourselves into think- 
ing that by fixing the nominal 
prices of certain essential com- 
moditles we were saving money, 
whereas we were merely shifting 
the natural increased cost of those 
commodities into subsidies and 
other subterfuges which we had to 
pay for in extra taxes. However, 
the cost of controlling prices in 
itself must have added consider- 
ably to the overall cost of living. ~ 
Nevertheless’ the psychological 
effect of price control may. have 
helped to prevent a runaway in- 
flation, But most of the arguments. 
that haye been put forward in 
favor of the rigid controls during 
war do not apply to peace time. 
The purpose of wartime controls 
was to restrict the production and 
distribution of manufactured goods 
and commodities, upon the free- 
dom of which the commercial life 
of the nation depends in time ot 
peace. In war our freedoms, even 
our personal freedoms, are for the 
time being suspended. Commercial 
enterprise and competition .which 
are the stimulants of peace-time 
industry, cease to exist. This was 
seen in the suspension of compet- 
itive and promotional advertising 
of popular goods during the war, 
Prices were fixed at profitable 
levels, but profits were heavily 
taxed “and all other incentives to 
enterprise and extension of busi- 
ness were arrested. 


Cast-iron restriction and high 
texation that .were necessary for 
the successful prosecution of the 
war have become the shackles of 
industry now that the war is over, 
when unhampered enterprise is 
needed for the recovery of peace- 
lime trade and commerce, In 
Canada these shackles have been 
loosened to some extent and a 
measure of recovery has been a- 
chieyed, but in Britain they are’ 
still handicapping private enter- 
prise and rendering recovery more 
difficult, From the Labor Goyern- 
ments point of view, war-time re- 
strictions are necessary foy the in- 
troduction of a socialist system, 
and the people are asked to, en- 
dure austerity with the promise of 
permanent prosperity to come 
when capitalism has been abol- 
ished and a perfect Socialist State 
is established, 


But Britain is falling between 
the two stobls of socialism and cap- 
Stalism. While the Labor Goyern- 
ment 4s doing its utmost to estab- 
lish socialism, it is appealing to 
capltalis’ private enterprise for 
help in bringing about the New 
Order, In other words, the British 
capitalists are belng urged to as- 
sist In the process of eliminating 
themselves. The Government ‘Js al- 
so appealing to capitalists In the 
United States and Canada for help 
in that process, This is hardly fair, 
to stay the le: and it Is a policy 
of national frustration. State So- 
clalism and a vigorous private en- 
terprisee are two opposites, and 
the situation js like thot of a 
freight train with an engine at 
both ends, each pulling in the op- 
posite direction. 

The same applies to war-time 
bureancratic controls and taxes 
which have been carried over into 
the peace in Canada, Such controls 
s they were originally intendea 
ct as a brake on private enter- 
prise, while high taxes weaken the 
sinews of industry and discourage 
labor, Both have the effect of in- 
creasing. the costs of production 
and raising prices, thus reducing the 
purchasing power of wages. (Lewis 
Milligan) y

Then it describes a magnificent 
home and the happy life lived 
therein. No mention 4s made of 
the fact that this man bought his 
grain in the open market Winni- 
peg, sold it in the markets of the 
world against the stout competition 
of the leading wheat producing 
nations. The government now 
makes a long term contract for 
the sale of wheat to the United 
Kingdom at $1.55, This morn- 
ings news quotes the market price 
for shipment to other countries at 
$2.72, That grain may have been 
worth all the cost. In his day the 
farmers got the world price for 
their wheat, they are not getting 
it now. 

Let me pick up the story on page 
207. 


“Coming across the mountain 
ranges of British Columbia one 
sees hundreds of acres of dead 
timber, killed by fire or insects, 
yet highly useful as fuel, while on 
the prairie coal must be imported 
long distances to combat sub-zero 
temperatures.” To get this wood, 
a road and railway siding would 
have to be built. It involves a long 
railway haul. It is much wiser to 


comfortable. I trust none of the 
confiding teachers who have swal- 
lowed socialism will go into the 
business of shipping fire wood from 
British Columbia to Saskatchewan 
because a sociaist author of a so-

ADENOID TISSUE MAY CAUSE 
LOSS OF HEARING 

Some months ago I spoke of the 
excellent results in restoring par- 
tial loss of hearing by treating by 
X-ray the adenoid tissue at back 
of throat where this tissue was ob- 
_ structing the opening of eustachian 
tube carrying air to middle ear 
against the inner side of ear drum. 
If air cannot get to the inner side 
of drum then drum cannot vibrate 
properly to any sounds and there 
ds some loss of hearing. 

In Archives of Otolaryngology 
(ear and throat) Dr. L. R. Boles 
states that In children 8 to 14 years 
of age, there is a loss of 40 per 
cent hearing due to this tissue. A 
common cause of this hearing 
Joss is due to Infection of this 
adenoid tissue passing through the 
tube to the middle ear, 

Dr. Boles states that the use of 
radium or radon is not new as he 
reports the result of the radium 
treatment in 73 pntlents. Small 
doses of radium or radon filtered 
so as to yield chiefly the beta 
Tays seems effective in controlling 
the damaging effect of small 
amounts of this infected adenoid 
tlssue upon the proper working of 
the eustachian tube. The does Is 
so small that {t corrects the con- 
dition with no local reaction or 
side-effects. In a certain percent- 
age of cases where X-ray or ra- 
dium is used there are side-effects, 
mild or severe, such as nausea and 
vomiting, making {t necessary to 
reduce the dose and lengthen the 
interval between doses, 

It has been known for some 
time that infected tonsils or great- 
Jy enlarged tonsils can block the 
opening of the eustachian tube 
but ft is only in recent years that 
it has been found that adenoid 
tissue not only blocks the opening 
but infected adenoid tissue can ef- 
fect the lining of the tube and al- 
so the middle ear into which the 
eustachian tube carries the air 
from the throat. One of the reasons 
{t has become so well known 1s 
that during World War IZ many 
airmen were afflicted with in- 
flammation of the middle ear, the 
original cause of which was infec- 
ted adenoid tissue at the entrance 
of the eustachian tube, 

It will be well then if parents 
and teachers who notice some loss 
of hearing in children to remem- 
ber that this adenoid tissue may 
be the cause.

Do you blow 
your automobile horn when it 4s 
not absolutely necessary? Do you 
speak more loudly than you neea 
to speak? Do you play your radio- 
full volume? Do you tolerate need- 
lessly nolsy machines in your of- 
fice, factory, and home?” By re- 
ducing or removing any of these 

noises ou can make your life a bet- 
ter, saner, more healthfu) one.”

the days to come, War breaks out 
and we find these same boys doing 
manly things and conclude that at- 
ter all these boys will make good. 
Similarly with our growing girls, 
the bobby soxers as they are call- 
ed, and the way they will line up 
for a favorite bandmaster or sing- 
er. These same girls under stress 
seem to measure up as did their 
mothers before them when hard 
Work or endurance is required.

nize the fact that our boys and 
girls in their late teens require 
special care. For years we have 


known pediatricians who treat the 
special needs of children and Iately 
Wwe have seen the special care giv- 
en old men and women by special- 
ists--geriatricians. Apparently adult 
and middle aged men and women 
can be cared for sufficiently by the 
family physician, as they present 
no special symptoms requiring a 
specialist. 

To overcome some of the difficul- 
ties, physical, mental and emotion- 
al, physicians are studying methods 
of dealing with the teen-age boys 
and girls as they emerge into man- 
hood and womanhood. It is called 
the adolescent age at which time 
in thelr lives they present certain 
normal and abnormal symtoms. 

Some of the abnormal symtoms, 
or what appear to be abnormal, 
are due to mental or emotional de- 
velopment not keeping pace with 
their physical development. I have 
examined many thousands of grow- 
ing boys and hundrsd of growing 
girls at the adolescent age and 
have been unable to establish 
what could be called normal phy- 
sical development for age, height 
and weight, 

What has physical development 

to do with mental and emotional 
development? 
A boy or girl, 15 to 17, may 
have the physical development of 
an “average” boy or girl of 18 to

in years they may find themselves 
in difficulties because as much 
commen sense and emotional sta- 
bility is expected of them as if 
they were 2 or 3 years older.

It is because the cancey age iy 
after 40 and the life span now 
averages 66 that cancer appears to 
be increasing, However, as so many 
live years after the beginning of 
the cancer age, this explains the 
apparent increase in death rate. 
In afct 70 percent of the increase 
in the death rate In cancer is due 
to living to cancer age. As a matter 
of fact cancer is really decreasing 
in women, because cancer organiz- 
ing to the puglic generally if more

cancer and early cancer can be 
cured.

Today every physician 1s cancer 
conscious, with the result that 
more cases are found than at any 
preylous time, 

An encouraging note regarding 
the results obtained because of the 
attack on cancer by various cancer 
and health organizations is re- 
ported in Cancer Facts by Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company. 
“During the past decade the 
cancer death rates have dropped 
appreciably al every age among 
females, more especially at ages 
45 to 54 where decrease in death 
rate 1s 12 por cent. In men, 45 to 
64 years, decrease in death rate is 
8 per cent. 

ENURESIS BED WETTING 

While there js about one case of 
bed wetting in a hundred due to 
some organic cause, the other 
ninety nine are caused by nervyous- 
ness or emotional disturbances and 


Many of us, as we watch the 


so treatment in practically all 


cases is to try to correct the causes 
of this netyousness or emotional- 
ism. 

Although nervousness 1s the 
commonest cause, just why the in- 
dividual is so neryous must be 
carefully sought. On the other 
hand some physicians refer the 
patient to a genito-urlnary spe- 
clalist first and if he reports no 
organic cause present the physt- 
clan then gets busy in endeavor- 
ing to find why the patient wets 
the bed. 

In the Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation Journal Dr, ©.B. Stewart, 
Winnipeg, states that in investi- 
gating the cause of enuresis one 
must look for: 1, irritating causes; 
2, endocrine (gland) causes; 3. ab- 
normal menta} states; 4, defects 
or disturbances of the actual struc- 
ture of the brain and nerves; 5, 
organic causes. 

In order to find out into which 
group a given case belongs a com- 
plete history and physical exam- 
ination is necessary, “Attention 
should be given to the cMfild’s birth 
and past history, the family his- 
tory, the treatment carried out so 
far, the attitude of the parents or 
guardians to the affliction, and 
the reaction of the child to his 
environment, Is the enuresis al- 
ways present, is it day or night 
or both? Is bladder emptied easily 
or {s effort required? Does it oc- 
cur every night or only occasional- 
ly? Sometimes X-ray studies of 
the urinary tract and spine are 
made.” 

In the case of girls there are 
sometimes remains of structures 
that should have disappeared at 
birth and these may cause enuresis, 

I am mentioning these organic 
conditions because they are so 
rarely the cause of bed wetting 
that physicians and parents think 
all cases due to nervousness. Thus 
Dr. Stewart concludes his article 
as follows: “Although by far the 
large majority of cases of enuresis 
will be time limited and clear up 
without any interference, the dis- 
astrous effects of overlooking a 
serious obstructive defect should 
be kept in mind.” 

NEW INVENTION: 180 RADIO 
SETS PER HOUR 

A robot process which is claimed 
to produce a complete radio recelv- 
ing set every 20 seconds has been 
invented by a London scientist. It 
is based on an automatic electronic 
circuit-making equipment known as 
“Ecme. The basic principle of the 
system is the deposition of metal 
and graphite into grooves and de- 
pressions on performed plastic 
plates. After passing through an 
electrically controlled machine, the 
mouldings emerge complete with 
all necessary components, except 
tubes and loudspeaker, thereby 
automatically producing a circuit 
arrangement. It is believed that 
this invention may revolutionise 
radio-receiver production because 
of the low cost with which it can 
Manufacture sets. Mr. J.A. Sar- 
grove, the inventor, who introduc- 
ed the new equipment at a recent 
meeting of the British Institution 
of Radio Engineers, said it was the 
result of 10 years research. The in-

NEUROSES 

A distant relative telephoned me 
and asked for the name of a 
heart specialist to whom to send 
her mother. I gave her the name of 
a heart specialist, a professor of 
medicine, who checks my heart 
from time to time, and thought 
nothing more of it until I receiy- 
ed a ngte from the specialist stat- 
ing that thre was nothing the mat- 
ter— with my Yelativels heart and 
asking why I had sent her, I ex- 
plained the telephone call and for- 
tunately was able to state that I 
had made no examination of her 
heart. The idea of having the 
heart, in fact the entire body, ex- 
amined at regular intervals would 
do away with worry about heart 
disease, cancer, and other diseases 

When an individual belleyes he 
has heart or other disease and no 
disease exists it 1s called neurosis. 

Where the brain substance ts not 
damaged but the patient fears for 
his sanity it is called psychoneuro- 
sis though most physiclans speak 
of neurosis and psychoneurosis as 
being the same. 

In an article‘on the neurosis by 
Dr. Karl M. Bowman, San Fran- 
cisco, in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association’ he states 
that it is conservatively estimated 
that 50 per cent of all cases seen 
in general practice are in the first 
place psychiatric mental) and emo- 
tional) problems, most of which 
could be called neuroses. “A prom- 
inent heart specialist has stated 
that over half the cases referred 
to him are heart neuroses and not 
organic disease.” 

What is the cause of neurosis or 
psychoneurosis? Why do individu- 
als act or behave in a way that is 
different or unhealthy from the 
standpoint of the rest of the com- 
munity? 

It is because of some conflict in 
their lives in which anxiety is most 
often the underlying condition 
present; in most cases this anxie- 
ty condition is inherited: The ad- 
vice aS to cure given by Dr. Bow- 
man is development of healthier 
attitudes on the part of parents, 
and a healthier social attitude to- 
ward neuroses by all of us should 
be shown. Most physicians believe 
that a thorough physical examina- 
tion first be ,Biven all cases of 
neurosis, 


SHOCK TREATMENT FOR OLD 
PEOPLE 

As men and women grow older 
they find that thelr memory is 
not quite as good as it was and 
that they do more foolish things. 
For this reason most of us may 
feel that doing unusual or foolish 
things is just a part of growing 
old and that there is nothing that 
can be done about it. 

For several years we have been 
reading of the new specialist, the 
griatriclan, who treats diseases of 
old people just as pediatricians 
treat the’ disease of infancy and 
childhood, But few of us realize 
that old people have mental ail- 
ments that can be treated just as 
are physical ailments. That 1s, 
periods of depression or day 
dreaming are not necessarily be- 
cause they are growing old. 

You have been reading and hear- 
ing much about electric shock 
treatment for mental and emo- 
{ional ailments and our mental 
specialists (psychiatrists) now state 
that these shock treatments are 
helpful in elderly patients and 
should be used under certain con- 
ditions, 

In Archives of Psychiatry, Ohi- 
cago, Drs, F. Feldman, S. Sussel- 
man, B. Lipetz and S, E. Barrera 
present observations on 53 patients 
over 65 years of age who were 
subjected to shock treatment at 
the Albany Hospital. Before giv- 
{ng the shock treatment these 
physicians carefully. studied seri- 
ously mental patients suffering 
with heart disease in terms of 
what the future holds for the pa- 
tient with and without treatment. 
When the mental disease was not 
due to old age (senile dementia) 
in a patient over 65, especially 
with symptoms of depression, ma- 
nin or day dreaming, electric shock 
treatment was given unless there 
were serious heart or blood pres- 
sure discases present. The value 
of the treatment is seen in the 
high proportion of patients re- 
turned to their homes as efther 
recovered or much improved, “The 
figures for improvement compare 
favorably with those obtained in 
the treatment of younger patients 
with similar conditions, especially 
the depressions.” 

The above should be reassuring 
to old people and their families 
because little slips in memory and 
depression and day dreaming,

should they become worse, can be 
helped by electric shock treatment. 
MENTAL DISEASE: ORGANIC, 

TOXIC, OR FUNCTIONAL? 

A short time ago I referred a 
patient to a mental specialist for 
treatment. As this specialist had 
been the mental specialist at our 
base hospital in World War I, I 
had great confidence in him. When 
next I met him I asked his diagno- 
sis on the case I had referred to 
him, “Oh, I've stopped putting 
names of the diseases on patients 
because there can be intermixtures 
of symptoms and I just treat the 
symptoms." 

Notwithstanding this specialist's 
statement he and other mental 
specialists - psychiatrists - do put 


‘a name on a disease where a group 


of symptoms are most pronounced. 

In his book Fundamentals of 
Psychiatry Dr. Edward A. Strecker, 
Professor of Psychiatry, University 
of Pennsylvania, classifies mental 
diseases as organic, toxic, or func- 
tional. 

1, An organic psychosis (mental 
disease) is one in which the main 
cause 1s a disturbance in the struc~ 
ture of the brain tissues and ves- 
sels. Paralysis or stroke of apoplexy 
is an example. : 

2. A toxic psychosis is one in 
which the actual mental disturb- 
ance is due to a poison from outside 
or inside the body. Thus an “out- 
side” poisoning or intoxication 
would be alcohol, and an “inside” 
poisoning or intoxication would be 
from the polson {from pneumonia 
causing patient to be delirious. 

3. A functional psychosis or psy- 
choneurosis is one in which there 
does not seem to be any distur- 
bance of the structure of the brain, 
nor any toxicity or poison from out- 
side or inside, yet actual mental 
symptoms are present. Examples of 
functional psychoses are hysteria, 
anxiety and neurasthenia (mental 
and physical tiredness), obsessions 
(feelings that compel the patient to 
do wrong or foolish things). 

However Dr. Strecker says these 
three forms of mental disease can- 
not always be kept in an exact or 
rigid classification because there 
may be a very slight disturbance 
of the brain-substance or a very 
slight amount of poisoning trom 
outside or inside. This may explain 
why the name “functional” disease 
is used in so many cases. 


TOO MUCH SALT MAY INTER- 
FERE WITH SLEP 

Wher the blood pressure is low, 
and there is constant tiredness, 
lack of energy, and depression of 
spirits, it has been found that tak- 
ing sodium chloride -- table salt 

-. and eating foods rich in salt 
helps many of these cases, This 
may be because salt holds water in 
the tissues and it is often lack of 
water and salt-dehydration that 
causes the aboye symptoms. It is 
the fact that salt holds water in the 
tissues that has prompted industry 
to supply tablets of salt beside the 
dzinking. fountains in factories. 

However, because. salt holds 
water in the tissues and too much 
water in the tissues raises the 
blood pressure, thereby increasing 
tension to the nerves and blood 
vessels, physicians are advising 
that in certain menta] and emo- 
tional conditions, table salt in and 
on food should be reduced, and 
also that foods rich in salt should 
be reduced. 

I have spoken before of how part 
of the treatment to prevent epi- 
leptic attacks is cutting down on 
liquids and table salt. In the Journ- 
al of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation Dr. Michael M. Miller, 
Associate Physician St, Elizabeth’s 
Hospital, Washington, D.C. re- 
ports observations on a group ot 
20 patients with pronounced in- 
somnia (sleeplessness,) nervous ten- 
sion, anxiety and increased emo- 
tionalism. They ranged in age from 
23 to 53 years, Sixteen were men 
and four were women. All patients 
were observed for one week before 
being placed on a diet reduced in 
salt, during which time their be- 
havior in the ward and in their 
sleep at night were checked. They 
were observed for from  twenty- 
one to forty-two days lengthy 
and character of sleep, blood pres- 
sure, weight and urine output re- 
corded. 

It was found that not only did the 
patients sleep better, were less 
restless, but when awakened to pass 
thele urine fell asleep more readily 
than before they were placed on a 
reduced salt diet. Further, the 
patiénts were more relaxed dur- 
ing the day, and were less excited 
about incidents that formerly ex- 
cited them. There was also an im- 
proved ability to concentrate 
These excellent results were ob- 
tained in all but three of the 20 
patients. 

WORDS DESCRIBING MENTAL, 
EMOTIONAL MAKE-UP 
There are some words that often 
appear in health and newspaper 


columns which are not understood 
by some readers, and it is found 


these words are least known. It 
may be worth while to explain 
these words that have much to do 
with our mental and emotional 
health. 

Obsession 1s where the mind and 
personality of the individual ts 
dominated or under the influence 
of thoughts which the individual 
cannot drive away although he 
may know that they are false or 
foolish: 

Psychosomatic has recently come 
into common use; psycho means 
the mind and soma the body. It 
means the close relationship or in- 
fluence of the mind and emotions 
over the body processes such as in- 
creasing the heart rate, slowing up 
digestion, causing diarrhoea; or 
the effect of some body condition 
such as infected teeth or tonsils 
upon the mind of emotions, 
Functional disease is the opposite 
of organic or true disease. In a 
functional disease the patient has 
symptoms similar to those in true 
or organic disease yet they are not 
caused by any change in the struc- 
ture of the organ affected -- 
stomach, heart, intestine -- but by 
the mind for emotions. 

TWhantasy is too much day dream_- 
ing. An ordinary amount of day 
dreaming does no harm, in fact is 
helpful, mentally and physically, 
but where the individual spends 
much of his time in day dreaming 
and this day dreaming acts on his 
mind and personality he is quite 
satisfied to live in his day dream- 
ing instead of the actual or real life 
about him. He lives a.life of “wish- 
fulfilling.”

PREVENTING FREQUENT AT- 
TACKS OF NOSE-BLEED 

An ordinary nose-bleed does not 
upset the patient or those about 
him, but a persistent nose-bleed 
with great loss of blood, except in 
one suffering with high blood pres- 
sure, may become alarming. 

Fortunately the ordinary house- 
hold remedies -- cold water up the 
nose, cold applications to back of 
neck, stuffing t he nostril with 
absorbent cotton -- will stop most 
nose-bleeds, However in persistent 
nose-bleed something must be done 
not only to prevent the present at- 
tack but to prevent further attacks 
if possible. 

As many attacks of epistaxis 
(nose-bleed) are caused by bleed- 
ing from small yaricose veins it 
was felt that just as varicose veins 
elsewhere were destroyed by inject- 
jon of a solution so could varicose 
veins in the nose be destroyed, 

In Laryngscope, Dr. Sammuel L. 
Fox, University of Maryland, Balti- 
more, reports his treatment of over 
100 patients for acute and also re- 
current attacks of nose-bleed from 
varicose veins by injections of a 
sclerosing (harding) solution (syl~ 
nasol) into the lining of the nose 
at the bleeding spot. Results were 
uniformly successful. Active bleed- 
ing was controlled at once, and the 
vessels later were permanently 
closed so that no further bleeding 
could occur, 

The solution was not injected 
directly into the vein or veins since 
injecting the solution into the lin- 
ing of the nose at the bleeding spot 
is safer, controls active bleeding 
immediately, and closes and des- 
troys the varicose veins just as 
well. Moreover, all the vessels of 
a given area of the lining of the 
nose sre closed and destroyed, 
Whereas only one vessel would be 
closed and destroyed if the injec- 
tlon were made into the vessel. 
Usually one injection {s sufficient 
at cach spot or site for control of 
bleeding or the closing and des- 
troying of the varicose veins in 
that region. 
No complications and no Serious 
side-effects were observed. 
Remember, the ordinary nose- 
bleed can be stopped by cold “ap- 
plications, the severe ones by stuf- 
fing the nose with absorbent cotton 
but in persistent attacks, or. re- 
curring attacks, the injection 
method gives permanent relief.

"It is true that low blood pressure 
is a normal condition in some fa- 
milies the members of which live 
to) a good old age, but they are 
the exceptions. Generally speaking 
low blood Pressure is one symp- 
tom of a run dewn or weak con- 
dition, 

In Clinical Medicine, S. Watson 
Smith, M-D., Consultant Physician, 
The Royal Victoria and West 
Hants Hospital, Bournemouth, 
England, describes the symptoms 
of low blood pressure or hypoten- 
ston: 

1, Dizziness or change of posture 
such as rising from a lying or sit- 
ting position” occurring ‘suddenly, 
with a feeling of fear and loss of 
self confidence. 

. Asthenic (weakness) attacks 
when, perhaps for the space of 
hours of a day, feelings of weak- 
Ness overcome the patient, depriv- 
ing him of physical but not men- 
tal strength. 

3. Inability to remain standing 
beyond minutes without bringing 
on faintness, pallor, Sweating, 
nausea and oven loss of consclous- 
ness, 

4. Poor circulation, inability to 
withstand the cold. 

5. Pulsations of the heart beat 
felt in hands and feet. 

6. The symptoms are common in 
young and middle-aged men of 
Slender build, steady and compe- 
tent though not aggressive; not 
found in overweights, women,, or 
the laboring man, 

7. Need much rest.

One of the most important jobs 
in,any Army is keeping men hap- 
pily and satisfactorily employed, 
and to accomplish this the Canad- 
ian Army maintains a small but 
capable staff of officers and other 
yanks whose task it is to regularly 
interview all ranks and straight- 
en out any little grievances they 
may be nursing. For instance, & 
gunner at Shilo décides that he 
was not cut out to be a gunner 
and wants to transfer to airborne 
troops; a private in an eastern 
camp wants a posting to a camp 
on thé west coast; an ambitious 
corpora] wants a course so that he 
can qualify sa a sergeant, or an 
officer employed on administrative 
duties longs to gét away from his 
desk and do some real soldiering.

GAIA HOVd 
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FARM MACHINERY, EQUIP- 
MENT LAST TO BE DECON- 
TROLLED 
Tuesday in Parliament, Finance 
Minister Douglas Abbott announced 
a sweeping decontrol order on con- 
sumer goods and services to take 
effect Wednesday. Included in the 
decontrol orders were foods -from 
canned fruit and vegetables to 

poultry, geese and ducks, 

However, the Finance Minister 
made it clear that farm machinery 
and implements will stay under 
control until such time as farm 
products are taken from under the 
control ceiling. 

Along with the items freed from 
control was a long Ist of goods 
and services to stay under the lid. 
These ranged through thirteen 
categories, including agricultural 
machinery {mplements, equipment 
and supplies, Included in the itema 
In this category to stay under 
control were, along with machinery 
and equipment, seed beans and 
peas, wheat barley, oats, flaxseed, 
and grain screenings. 

Abbott said that the decontrol 
step taken was a long step to- 
ward the final elimination of war- 
time price control. He pointed out 
that the government was follow- 
ing the decontrol pattern set out 
in previous government statements. 

In dealing with the agricultural 
machinery and equipment Abbott 
said: “Honorable members will 
recognize the significance, for ex- 
ample, of our leaving the whole 
range of agricultural machinery 
and equipment under control.” 

“Our general view,” said Abbott, 
“$s that price control in this field 
should remain until most of the 
products of the farm are released.” 

But the farmer, as a consumer, 
will be affected, as are all citizens. 
By the removal of controls from 
such items as motor vehicles, coal, 
coke, and other fuels and wool, 
either in the form of clothing o1 
otherwise. Footwear of all types 
will also be free of price control, 
as are chemicals and plastics. 
FEED GRAIN GARDENER AD- 


VISES 
Agricultural Minister James 
Gardiner, speaking in Brandon, 


Manitoba, said that western farm- 
ers can realize more money for 
coarse grains by feeding to live- 
stock than by offering for straight 
sale, 

The government, said Gardiner, 
could have gorged western farmers 
into producing more livestobk by 
holding down grain returns and in- 
creasing the returns for livestock. 
But Gardiner sald that the govern- 
ment did not wish to take such 
@ step. 

Western farmers, sald Gardiner, 
were entitled to an increase in the 
price of feed grains and whether 
or not they used for the feeding of 
stock he sald that it was unfair 
to give the advantage to livestock 
Producers merely because they pur- 
chased their grain and did not 
produce {t themselves. 

Speaking of farm production 
Generally, Gardiner sald that to 
prevent a fall in domestic prices 
Canada would have to export 70 
percent of {ts cheese, 50 percent ot 
its apples, 50 percent of its ‘wheat, 
and all surplus canned and boned 
beef, 

To allow full:prosperity to Can- 
adian farmers, said Gardiner, they 
should produce sufficient hogs to 
be able to sell 50 percent to the 
United Kingdom. 

Gardiner explained that Canada 
had two chief markets--the United 
Kingdom and the United States 
But he pointed out that the United 
Sales preferred to produce {ts own 
needs before coming to Canada 
Britain, on the other hand, he said, 
was urging Canada to supply its 
market and was preparing to con- 
tract for. years in advance on 
quantity basis, 

MORE POULTRY ON FARMS 

The Dominion Bureau of Satis- 
tics reports that, in contrast with 
the decline in livestock production, 
the number of poultry on Canadian 
farms last year was higher than 
during the previous year. 

The number of poultry during 
1946 numbered almost 89 million 
as compared with just over 55 mil- 
lion of the year previous, marging 
a gain of five and one-half percent. 

And from the sheep-raising in- 
dustry there comes word that pro- 
duction jn 1946 amounted to 10 
million pounds, a reduction of 615,- 
000 pounds from the 1945 output. 
The reduction here was attributed 


to the decline in short wool pro- 

duction which was 802 thousand 

pounds below the 1945 figure. 

DISAGREE OVER GRAIN PRICE 
BOOM ONUS 

There's Congressional disagree- 
ment in the, United States on res- 
ponsibility for booming grain prices. 
And its featured by disagreement 
among members of the Senate ma- 
jority. 

On the outside of the capita! ts 
a bitter verbal feud between the 
USDA and grain traders on the 
Identical subject. The Department 
claims speculators are boosting 
prices to unreasonable levels; grain 
exchanges have made a formal re- 
ply to the effect that government 
buying for foreign shipment is be- 
hind the boom. 

Well, Congressmen are lining up 
on one side and the other. 

Senator Aiken of Vermont is in 
clined to agree with Secretary An- 
derson---that speculators are en- 
joying a field day. Senator Wil- 
liams of Deleware takes the op- 
posite view. Both are Republicans. 

Williams was asked by the Com- 
modity Exchanges to start an of- 
ficial investigation of the USDA 
charges that they are responsible 
for runaway prices, 

Williams is inclined to agree with 
the Trade that the Department's 
heavy purchases of wheat, corn and 
other grains, are behind the fact 
that grain prices are at highs com- 
parable to the war year of 1917, 

But Senator Aiken is of the An- 
derson yiew---that speculators are 
the “bad boys” in the situation. 

Here's the way Aiken puts it: “I 
think the commodity markets haye 
just failed to regulate themselves. 
I am sure the present condition 
of the market is due to pure spec- 
culation.” 

Aiken, however, will delay “final 
judgment until he can learn the 
exact size of Government Com- 
Mmodity purchases for shipment a- 
broad, He has invited the depart- 
ment to furnish Congress with the 
figures. 

CANADIAN EXPORTS TO U.S. 

DECLINE 

The department of Trade and 
Commerce says that Canadian ex- 
ports to the United States have 
shown a decline from wartime 
commodity trade between the two 
countries -- which in 1945 show- 
ed to be slightly in Canada's fa- 
vour -- changed in 1946 to a Cana- 
dian deficit of almost 500-million 
dollars. 

With the drop in Canadian ex- 
ports to the United States, the de- 
partment of Trade and Commerce 
reveals that the import of products 
from the United States has in- 
creased, The growth of the volume 
of imports cannot be ascribed to 
any one single case. But it is poin- 
ted out that people are still spend- 
ing at* levels of government re- 
straint on spending at the end of 
the war. All this has added up to 
increased purchases by Canada 
from its southern neighbor, 

As an example of the increases 


in the American export to this 
country it is noted that Agricul- 
tural products imported in 1946 


were four times the value of the to- 
tal of agricultural products impor- 
ted into this country from the 
States in 1939. Fruits dominated 
the list with heavy import incren- 
ses seen at the latter end of 1946, 
Vegetable imports. from the Uni- 
led States increased from one and 
one quarter million dollars in 1939 
to almost five million dollars in 
1945, 
VETERINARIANS MEET 

Veterinarians of nine countries 
fre in session {n Washington. All 
are lenders in their field, 

Represented, in addition to the 
United States, are Canada, Brazil, 
England, Mexico, Peru, Slam, Swit- 
zerland and the Union of South 
Africa. 

As you may have expected the 
International “Vets” took up the 
subject of foot and mouth disease, 
now being fought in Mexico, Sir 
Daniel Cabot, representing England. 
spoke of the matter at a news con- 
ference, ¢ 

Sir Daniel told the group that 
wholesome killing of animals on 
the scale to be conducted in Mexi- 
co fs an impractical measure on 
a world scale, Foot and mouth, 
he explains, is too widespread for 
such drastic action except in lo- 
callzed areas---Moexico being one. 

He said that work ts being ad- 
vanced to create more effective 
vaccines for control of the drea- 
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The International Veterinarians 
are expected to draw up a report 
for the food and agriculture or- 
ganization, It will deal with the 
control of animal diseases to the 
extent that there will be increased 
supplies of milk, meat, fiber and 
hides for the people of the world. 
The American Government re- 
cently appropriated a large sum 
of money to help Mexico combat 
the cattle disease. It was pointed 
out that the infected Mexican" 
cattle herds were a menace to all 
livestock on the continent. 
Speaking of the livestock indus- 
try, a serious problem has been 
discovered {n Florida, It’s an out~ 
break of what the U.S. department 
of agriculture calls the African 
cattle louse. 

It was first discovered in Africa 
back in 1915, and made tts first 
appearance in the North continent 
in 1945. It attracted ttle atten- 
tion, however, at that time. 

But now the African louse 1s be- 
ing given serious consideration by 
veterinarians in ‘the Florida, Geor- 
gia and Texas regions. It ‘s felt 
that its infestiation might possi- 
bly spread to other areas.

NO BRITISH FOOD FOR 
YUGOSLAVIA 


Official sources in London say 
refused the request of Yugoslavia 
that the British Goverment has 
fc: almost 61 million dollars in 
food and othe; materials. 

The Yugoslav appeal was con- 
tained in a memorandum sub- 
mitted in London during this 
month, another Yugoslav memor- 
andum to Britain has asked Brit- 
ish Support for an appeal to Unrra 
for two hundred thousand tons ot 
wheat. 

The memorandum 1s sald to have 
been sumitted to the British For- 
eign Office at about the time that 
the United States Government re- 
jected a similar request from Yuko- 
Slavia. 

And yesterday in Washington it 
was learned that the American 
Government turned down a Yugo- 
slay request for the two hundred 
thousand tons of wheat because 
Yugoslavia failed to show that 
she was in urgent need of relief. 

British officials aye claimed 
that Yugoslavia, despite’ her plea 
of food shortages, recently supplied 
20 thousand tons of grain to Ro- 
mania and 10 thousand tons to Al- 
bania. 


OPERATION “FOOT AND 
MOUTH” 


“Operation foot and mouth is 
about to begin in Mexico. 

The United States Congress has 
put up the nine million dollars 
needed to fight the disease in 
Mexico. The U-S Secretary of Ag- 
riculture has announced that 
doctor Maurice Shahan of the De- 
partment’s staff will be in charge 
of operations. Fy 

The disease among Mexican 
cattle herds has been described as 
8 possible menace to all cattle herds 
on this continent and so the 
United States -Government has 
taken action to nip it in the bud. 

Eradication measures already are 
drawn-up---so that there'll be no 
time wasted in getting down to 
business. 

There'll be a joint United States- 
Mexico Board in general charge of 
operations the chief American 
representative, Doctor Shahan, will 
however, rank second to a Mexican 
official as the operation is taking 
part on Mexican soil. 

The joint commission seeks not 
only to control the disease but to 
eradicate {t completely. When the 
United States Congress put up the 
money to finance the fight, it was 
with the understanding that there 
would be no danger of a new out- 
break which might threaten herds 
and flocks on the whole continent, 


GUELPH GRADUATES 64 
STUDENTS 


A class of 64 young men have just 
Graduated from the Ontario Agri- 
culture College, at Guelph Ontario, 
on completion of a short course in 
dairy farming. 

To date, the O-A-O's dairy 
course has provided some three 
thousand potential cheese and but- 
ter makers as well as men for the 
production end*of milk. 

The unusual aspect of the latest 
class to graduate is that the ma- 
Jority of the men came from urban 
centres, seeking employment in the 
dairy industry, 

Speaking of dairy products, it is 
announced in Ottawa that as of 
the first of April , a Partial de- 
control of the dairy industry will 
take place. 

The matter has been under con- 
sideration by Agriculture Depart- 
ment and Wartime Prices ana 
Trade Board officials for som time. 
The new move will probably sce an 
Increase in the amount of ice cream 
on the market as well as a return 
fo “whipped cream.” At present,

LOWERED SUGAR-BEET PRO- 
DUCTION EXPEOTED 

A possibility if a decrease in 
sugar beet prodaction in South 
Western Ontario was foreseen in 
Chatham, Ontario, last week as 
negotiations took place over the 
1947 contracts between the Ontar- 
io Sugar Beet Growers’ Association 
and the buyers, The negotiations 
ended in failure. 

Representatives argued for over 
four hours at the Chatham meet- 
ing as to what 1947 prices shoulda 
be but failed to arrive at an agree- 
ment, and not date has been set 
for new price negotiations, with 
contract work already weeks be- 
hind schedule. 

Producers’ representatives say 
that a settlement will be requirea 
promptly if acreage is to be in- 
creased this season. But officials 
of the company Involved say that 
the whole situation fs in a state of 
“deadlock.” 

Representatives of the Growers 
Association said they wanted to 
make it clear, however, that the 
price disagreement had nothing to 
do with fedarol subsidies in the 
industry, which haye been almost 
doubled this year, 

Aj] in all, unless something is 
soon done to bring the two parties 
together in agreement, observers 
foresee cutbacks in the crop for the 
coming season. 


LIVE STOCK ON FARMS 
The number of cattle on farms 
dn Canada on December 1, 1946, is 
estimated at 9,748,000, a decline of 
213,000, or slightly over 2 per cent, 
from the corresponding date of 
1945, Reductions occurred in all 
Provinces except Quebec where the 
number is slightly above that of 
December, 1945. The greatest de- 
creases are indicated in the Isari- 
time Provinces, Manitoba, and 
Saskatchewan. The number of 
milk cows on Canadian farms on 
December 1, 1946, is estimated at 
3,959,300 or 53, below a year ago. 
The decline in milk cows ts com- 
mon to all provinces except Que- 
bec. 

The number of sheep at Decem- 
ber, 1, 1946, estimated at 5,972,400, 
shows a slight increase (2 per 
cent.) as compared with 5,853,000 
at Decomber 1, 1945. 

MAKE SURE OF SEED SUPPLIES 
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Owing to the shortage of feed 
grains and millfeeds in some lo- 
calities, together with the high 
livestock population being carried 
on Ontario farms, there may be a 
tendency on the part of farmers 
to use present supplies of grain in- 
tended for seed as feed, says RE. 
Goodin, of the Crops, Seeds and 
Weeds Branch of the Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture. For this 
reason, he says that farmers would 


be well advised to arrange for their | 


seed supplies at the earliest possi- 
ble date. 

According to a recent survey 
made by the Seed Marketing and 
Publicity Committee of the Ontario 
there are sufficient supplies of 
high quality seed available, pro- 
vided they are distributed from 
areas and farms with surplus sup- 
plies to other areas and individu- 
al farms requiring them. Some in- 
crease in acreage deyoted to cer- 
eals on Ontario farms in 1947 is 
anticipated, with increased inter- 
est in husking corn, soybeans, peas 
and protein producing crops. Con- 
ditions for preparing land last fall 
were very favourable, and more 
than average snowfall during win- 
ter months will assist in’ providing 
a reserye moisture, P 

Mr. Goodin also warns farmers 
not to use Western feed grain for 
seed, no matter how plump and 
bright the sample may-— appear. 
Varieties may be mixed and un- 
suitable for Eastern conditions, and 
heayy losses may be experienced 
by severe rust and disease damage 
in the crop. Germinating power 
may be weak, and there is always 
the danger that new weeds may be 
introduced by the use of Western 
feed oats as seed. 


FARM CAMPS WILL 
' OPERATE AGAIN 

The Ontario Farm Service Force 
will agaih be operating boys and 
girls farm service camps, particu- 
larly In the fruit and vegetable 
areas of the Province, during the 
Year 1947, it Is announced by Alex 
Maclaren, Director of the Force 
Farm help conditions are still very 
acute throughout the province 
and (here will be great need again 
this year for the help of the young 
men and women, and of high 
school boys and girls after the 
school closing dates, to help with 


the cultivation and harvesting of 
essential food crops. 

Arrangements haye been made 
for boys and girls camps in sey- 
eral strategic areas, from which 
young men and women, as well as 
the high school students, will go 
out to work on farms under the 
Supervision of the field officers, of 
the Ontario Farm Service Force. 
The first of these camps will be 
opening during the second week 
of April, in the Niagara district, 
and enrolment of young men and 
women who are free to go into 
camps for farm work at that time 
is mow going on. Mr. Maclaren will 
be glad to have the applications 
of any such people, so that there 
may be an ample supply of labour 
available to fill these camps’ re- 
quirements right from the start of 
the season. Other camps will be 
opened up as the season advances. 

STATE FARMING 

The British Government reports 
that, with the continued object of 
increasing the efficiency of British 
farming, Experiments are to be 
made to readjust farm boundaries 
fixed many hundreds of years ago, 
The British Agriculture Bill is ex- 
pected, in the future, to prevent 
the splitting up of farms into un- 
economic divisions. It {s also in-= 
tended to continue the British 
Government Policy to make grants 
for land drainage, water Supply, 
and also the use of wartime ser- 
Vices such as labor gangs and 
farm machinery provided through 
county committee depots. 

It is pointed out that during the 
critical war days when Britain 
had to expand its home agricultural 
industry to augment food losses in 
the battle of the Atlantic, the 
government brought into cultivation 
many areas of land formerly idle. 
The British Government said that, 
only through State expense was it 
Possible to open up such land and 
now that it has been cultivated 
the’ British Government does not 
intend to be derelict. The British 
Agricultural Bill gives the govern. 
ment the tight to purchase lands, 
by compulsory means if necessary, 
to secure its full and efficient use, 
Tt is pointed out that, Not only a 
mode} farm, but also a modél land- 
lord---farmers being provided with 
land and the help ana machinery 
needed to work it,

pill--phenobarbital--at night. 
What has proven of great value 
in acute attacks of alcoholism ts 
reported by Drs. E. G, Vassaf and 
V. R. Hall in New England Medi- 
cal Journal, Boston, These phy- 
siclans report observations on 43 
patients with uncomplicated alco- 
holic {ntoxication, who were treat- 
ed by small doses of insulin but 
who were not given the usual |ib- 
eral amounts of dextrose, During 
the gradual withdrawal of alcohol 
they were given 10 units of insulin 
two or three times dally before 
meals, The insulin-treated cases, 
as compared with cases not given 
Insulin, showed that the with- 
drawal period was shortened by 
one-half. Three.times as many pa- 
tients nelther required nor deman- 
ded whiskey after admission, Those 
treated with insulin were more 


comfortable during the withdrawal! | 
period. The amount of quieting | 
drugs needed by insulin treated | 
patients was greatly reduced and 

{n some cases was zero. The gain 
Jin weight for weeks in hospital 
was three times as great among 
insulin-treated patients, 

Reactions or complications due 
to insulin were very mild and were 
relieved by a little sugar taken by 
mouth, no dextrose control being 
necessary.

to light. 

Information being pieced to~ 
gether, mostly from unofficial 
sources, reveals finger bowls 


served as sort of a stcret weapon. 
In fact, it appears now that the 
presence of finger bowls, as such, 
aboard ship was one of the fleet's 
best kept secrets during the war, 
at least as far ns the reserve mem=_ 
bers of the Navy were concerned” 

The heavy silver “pots” found 
in’ ships’ cupboards served excel- 
lently as salted peanut contain- 
ers and ash trays when the sea 
was running high, And they 
came in handy for bailing small 
boats. But few of the thousands 
of reserve officers, or even the 
younger regulars, who used those 
pots” for such ingenious pur- 
poses apparently ever suspected 
they were originally procured as 
finger bowls. 

Senator Raymond E, Baldwin 
of Connecticut recently disclosed 
thiat the Navy was asking for bids 
on 938,000 new finger bowls and 
other silverware, while at the 
same time War Assets Admini- 
stration’ was trying to sell the 
Navy's worn out finger bowls, 

“I was dumfounded when I 
realized those silver bowls on our 
jestroyer were supposed to have 
been for cleaning your fingers,* 
said a former reserye commander. 
‘We found the best use for them 
was to hold two scoops of ice 
ream.” 

TOUCHY SUBJECT 

In a random survey around the 
Navy. Department, practically 
miy the older senior officers 
cnew much about the Navy's or- 
hodox use of finger bowls. And 
umong them it's sort of a touchy 
ubject these days.

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Minimum Wages 


Increased 30 % In Ontario 


Toronto, Apri] 10--A 30 per cent. 
hike in minimum wage rates for 
female employees in Ontarlo will 
take effect June 1, under an order 
issued by the Industry and Labor 
Board of the Ontarlo Labor Depar- 
tment, 

For purposes of application, the 
province is divided into three 
zones. The minimum rate for ex- 
perienced and inexperienced help 
varies in each zone. For the exp- 
erlenced worker, the minimum wage 
at present ranges from $10 to $12.50 
Under the new order this is in- 
creased from $13.80 to $16.80, There 
are corresponding boosts for the | 
inexperienced employee, 

With certain exceptions, partic- 
ularly domestics employed in pri- 
vate residences and females in ag- 
riculture work, the Minimum Wage 
Act covers factory and office work- 
ers, retail clerks and those engaged 
as cleaners, eleyator operators, 
employees of theatres, places of a- 
musement, hotels, clubs and rest- 
aurants, up to an estimated total 
of 250,000. It does not cover stud- 
ents or articled apprentices in the 
professions.

or unsurveyed territory, having a 
population of not less than 3,000. 
The scale in zone two is $13.50, 
$14.50 and $15.80. 

Zone three takes in all other mu- 
nicipalities and school sections nol 
Included in the other two zones, 
and the corresponding rates in 
this zone are $11.50, $12.50 and 
$13.80. 

The maximum weekly work per- 
fod under the act 1s 48 hours, or 
the normal number of hours estab- 
lished by custom by an employer. 
Many employees covered under the 
act work only 44 or 40 hours a 
week, and in these cases all time 
worked in excess of these “normal” 
hours is considered as overtime, 
and the employee must be paid ex- 
tra, 

In the case of plecework, an in- 
experienced employee shall receive 
each week not less than the amount 
she would be entitled to if she 
were working on a time-work bas- 
is. 


Where an office worker holds any 
secondary school Graduation dip- 
loma in a commercial course or 
has completed a course of instruc- 
tion in business and office practice 
provided by a registered trade 
school, she is classed as an exper- 
ienced employee at the outset, 

There is little change, if any, in 
the amounts to be charged for 
room and board to employees hire 
on this basis. In zones one and 
two, the maximum amounts that 
can be deducted for this purpose 
is $2 a week for room; $5 a week 
for meals; 25 cents for single meals, 
and $7 a week for room and meals. 
In zone three the rate is $1.50 for 
room; $4.50 for meals, and $6 for 
room and meals. The single-meal 
tate remains at 25 cents.

Amid Ruins Of Tornado 


The survivors of the Texas-Ok- 
lahoma tornado are showing the 
indomitable spirit of their pioneer 
ancestors, 


Eyen as rescue workers continued 
to search the debris for more vic- 
time of the disaster, the survivors 
were going ahead with the task of 
rebuilding thelr tornado torn 
towns, So far the twister is known 
to have taken 134 lives but the toll 
{4g expected to rise-possibly to 160- 
before the rescue workers complete 
their task. 

In Woodward, Oklahoma— the 
hardest hit community—a vast tent 
city has been built at the edge of 
the stricken town to care for the 
five thousand homeless. The fight- 
ing spirit of the survivors is shown 
by the name given the tent city — 
New Woodward. 


The city is without gas and el- 


ectrical power. Water— strictly 
rationed {is being hauled from she 
muddy Canadian River, about a 
mile away. 


Trucks, which carried the injur- 
ed and dead away from Woodward 
have returned laden with food to 
replenish the supplies in the city. 
Prices on what goods remain in 
the unwrecked stores are at their 
normal level and are being sold 
On a basis of need rather than abil- 
ity to pay. 5

WHAT IS THE MATTER 


WITH THE CLOVER CATCH? 


‘The common question in many 
parts of Ontarlo {s, “Why can I 
not get a good stand of clover or 
alfalfa?” 

A mojor reason may be that 
the right family of bacterla are 
not in the soll or on the seed when 
the crop 1s sown. 

‘The farmer of ancient Rome did 
not understand the part bacteria 
play in fixing free atmospheric ni- 
trgen, but he did realize the tm- 
portance of enriching the soll by 
ploughing under such legumes as 
Iupines, beans and clovers, says 
Prof. EH. Garrard, Head of the 
Department of Bacterlology, On- 
tarlo Agriculture College. Today, 
when the functions of legume bac- 
teria are known, too few farmers 
take advantage of seed inoculation 
to improve their legume crops and 
thus enrich the soil. 


Most farmers are familiar with 
the nodules or tubercles on the 
roots of such legume crops as peas 
beans, alfalfa, sweet clover and 
others, but it is not always realized 
that contained in these nodules are 
countless numbers of microscopic- 
ally small bacterla whose duty it is 
to “fix” freo atmospheric nitrogen 
from the air and add it to the 
plants. Better crops result, and if 
legume cover crops are ploughed 
under, the soll 1s considerably rich- 
er in nitrogen. There are many 
cases on record of inoculated le- 
gumes showing an increased height 
of from 7 to 12 inches over non- 
inoqulated legumes, with as much 
as 140 Ibs. of added nitrogen to 
the acre and an increased yield 
ranging from 1100 to 2800 Ibs. per 
acre. 

The legume bacteria enter the 
root hairs of the plant from the 
soil, Not all soils contain these 


valuable bacterin and they have to 
be added by inoculating the seed 
with bacterial cultures, Also, al- 
though some cultures will inoculate 
more than one kind of seed, others 
can be used on only one kind of 
legume, Thus, while it requires a 
special culture for soy beans, the 
sweet clover culture will also suc- 
cessfully inoculate alfalfa. 

Legume bacteria live for several 
years in the soll, but if legume 
crops are not planted in correct 
rotation, the bacteria will soon 
diminish in numbers, necessitating 
repeated inoculation. If there ts « 
plentiful supply of nodules on the 
root system it is not necessary to 
inocwlate, Therefor a wise farmer 
will carefully inspect the roots of 
his legumes from time to time to 
determine the extent of nodulation, 

Legume cultures are made and 
distributed by the Department of 
Bacteriology, O.A.C., Guelph, where 
they may be procured at cost. Pure 
cultures on a jelly base in smal} 
bottles, complete with full direc- 
tions are supplied for most com- 
monly grown legumes, Many soils 
are deficient !n nitrogen, therefore 
every farmer should take adyant- 
age of this inexpensive way of 
adding to his crop and soil, 

In these days when there is such 
a call for food much ts dependent 
upon the meadows and pastures. 
It is a surprise to find that last 
year there was the lowest sale for 
legume cultures in years. It would 
certainly be to the benefit of On- 
tarlo farmers if interest in treating 
legume seeds with proper cultures 
were talked up in club mectings. 
The growth of legumes is an es- 
sential practice {1n permanent On- 


tarfo farming.

British Farmers 
Work At Nights 
Plowing Fields 


London, Eng., April 12--In Bri- 
tain farmers are trying to make 
up time lost when their farms were 
{nundated by floods caused by 
rapidly melting record snows. Many 
farmers are plowing their fields 
until after midnight with search- 
lights on their tractors, 
“The whole countryside is work- 
ing overtime where the men can 
get on the land,” a spokesman for 
the National Farmers’ Union said. 
“Everything is being pressed ahead 
and wherever a field becomes fit 
for work it is being worked. It will 
be about three weeks before we 
are able to estimate the amount of 
acreage which will be impossible to 
farm this season because of floods.” 
Little spring wheat is expected 
to be sown and the British domestic 
wheat crop 1s depending on 2,000,- 
000 acres sown last autumn. Expect 
where washed out by floods, young 
wheat is looking better than was 


thought possible two weeks ago. 


South Alberta 
Seeding Begun 


Winnipeg, April 12--From South- 
ern Alberta comes reports that 
seeding has started in a few areas 
while it is expected to become 
general in the Prairle Provinces in 
two weeks, nature willing. 

In most areas all farmers can 
do yet is prepare machinery and 
seed as they wait for thelr sodden 
acres to dry. 

‘Arens where seeding 1s in pro- 
gress include from Berdett and 
Taber, east of Lethbridge, and 
High River, south of Calgary. Near 
Berdett J, Votk has been seeding 
rye since April 10 and at Taber E, 
V. Kerkoff started harrowing two 
days earlier. Ploughing and culti- 
vating began near High River the 
same day. 

Generally, however, work in 
Southern Alberta has been delayed 
by floods and it will bo another 
week before it is well under way 
although this time last year it was 
progressing rapidly. One Agricul- 
ture Department official who flew 
over the area said he saw more 
water on the land than he had 


for years.

Elimination of the 90-minute 
lunch hour and substitution of a 
40-minute break is provided in a 
new plan of operation for rural 
high schools, delegates to the OBA 
were informed by S. D. Rendall, 
of the Department of Education.

They were burned and suf- 
fered injuries In the’ fall. 

Wesley Robinson, although burn- 
ed badly about the face and arms, 
searched In vain for the elder Gaff- 
ney. When Robinson came out of 
the blazing house and found that 
Gaffney was still missing, he wan- 
ted to go back in to look for him 
again, but was prevented by neigh- 
hors from risking his life further.

EARTHQUAKE-LIKE BLAST ROCKS TEXAS; 
FEAR THOUSANDS MAY HAVE BEEN HURT 


Omnibus Bill Under Fire 
From Opposition Members 


A Brench Line freighter explod- 
ed in Galveston Bay in Texas City 
today and first reports {rom the 
area said the concussion touched 
off a series of blasts in the Mon- 
santo Company plant. 

The detonations rocked a 130- 
mile area along the Texas Gulf 
coastcoast. A Texas City telephone 
operator flashad Houston to “send 
the Red Cross, thousands are in- 
jured. 

One wholly unconfirmed report, 
based on a Houston Fire Depart- 
ment estimate said as many as 700 
person might have been killed. 

There was no immediate official 
Statement or estimate from any 
one in the blast area. The explosion 
was felt as far up the Gulf coast 
as Beaumont and Port Arthur, 70 
airline. miles away.

Residents of the Houston area, 38 
miles to the north, believed there 
had been an earthquake. 

The U.S. Cofst Guard said fire 
broke out on the French Lines 
ship Grand Camp, a former Ameri- 
can Liberty ship of 7,176 tons. The 
boat was loaded with ammonium 
nitrate fertilizer. It exploded vio- 
lently fifteen minutes after the fire 
broke out, the Coast Guard said.

TOO MUCH ORGANIZATION? 
‘Are we getting too much organ- 

ization into our way of life and 

whither is it leading us? This 1s 

a question which many people must 

be asking themselves as they wit- 

ness the increasing tendency of 
people to establish organizations of 
one kind or another under various 
prete: 

Unfortunately members of most 
organized groups seem to be find- 
ing themselves in the unhappy 
position of being far worse off 
than they were before they be- 
came part of the organization. 
‘This is particularly true of many 
branches of organized labor but is 
true also in a less noticeable de- 
gree of other organized groups. 
Why, many of these people are 
asking, Is the strength which ts 
supposed to exist in unity not sus- 
taining us? 

There are many reasons why 
organizations are not achieving the 
desired results. Perhaps chiet 
among these is the fact that the 
objective of the leaders of many | 
organized groups 1s primarily to | 
gain power and thus be in a posl- 
tion to impose their wishes on the 
will of others. Hence, since not all 
people are easily intimidated by | 
power tactics, opposition fis en- 
countered which more often than 
not has a disastrous effect on the 
organization and its members. But 
what is perhaps even worse from 
the standpoint of the organization 
fe the unfavorable reaction which 
power tactics sets up in the minds 
of the onlookers, 

It seems fairly apparent that 
a major contributing factor in the | 
economic unrest which exists in | 
Canada to-day is the prevalence of 
too many organizations whose 
chief aim is to intimidate rather 
than cooperate. When organiza- 
tions become so obsessed with the 
lust for power that they cease to 
work for the common good, then 
they are surely headed for disun- 
ity and ultimate distruction. Striy- 
ing together for the good of all ts 
2 commendable way of life and it 
is insunity of this type that en- 
during strength {5 to be found.

About twenty-five years ago most 
of the cases of pain in lower back 
and in sciatic nerve running down

The World Is His Barnyard: 


Hoosier Farmer Farms for Peace 
Journalist’s Canvases Already in Galleries from Coast to Coast

North Manchester, Ind,, (NEA)-- ' 


Big, rugged Charles ©. Rohrer be- 
Meves !n peace and belleves just 
as strongly in doing all he can to 
make it possible. 

So far this has included, since 
the end of the war, three trips to 
Europe for a first-hand look at 
conditions there and one trip to 
the Russian United Nations head- 
quarters {n New York where he 
bearded the startled Russian Bear 
with a demand that the Russians 
disarm and cooperate with the 
UN. 


In between times, Rohrer and 
his wife farm their 500 debt-free 
acres a few miles from here, and 
prosper. 

Rohrer sums his philosophy ot 
life up with the Psalm: “Blessed 1s 
the man whose delight is in the 
law of the Lord.,,,Whatsoeyer he 
doeth shall prosper.” 

Mrs, Rohrer nods her approval. 

It takes a prosperous farm to 
keep Rohrer’s 6ne-man peace mis- 
ston going. He has visited the State 
Department {n Washingaon several 
times, and testified before Con- 
gressional committees, He came 
home from Poland convinced that 
Russia wants security and is scar- 
ed, He feels that Russia would pull 
out of Poland, the Balkans and 
Greece ‘f she were convinced that 
the United States wouldn't start 
trouble there, He thinks Russia 
wants peace as much as he does 


co 


| 


and that the U.S, hasn't been too 
cooperative with her in that re- 
spect. 

He doesn't feel the veto issue 
js too important because if Rus- 
sia resisted a peaceful settlement 
to any question befqe the UN 
the other nations would all line 
up against her. 

While Rohrer is off lobbying for 
world peace, the full burden of 
the farm falls on his wife and the 
three hired men, among the high- 


est paid farm hands in Indiana, 
“If Charles can go out and do 
good, I’m willing to keep the work 
going at home,” Mrs, Rohrer says. 
“This old world has got in such 
bad shape that {f somebody doesn't 
change things it will be the end 
of all of us,” 
And Rohrer looks over his farm, 
crops and herd of dairy cows: 
“It seems the more I spend try- 
Ing to help others the more the 
money rolls in,” he says.

Dayton, ©., (NEA)- Army Air 
Force experts at Wright Field are 
up to their ears in 472,417 pounds 
of paper. They call it tee ~most 
valuable spoils of war ever to fall 
to a victorious nation. 

That paper-was gleaned bit by 
bit from hiding places thoughout 
Nazi Germany. It’ contains the 
wild hopes and _ engineering 
dreams of German sceintists fight- 
ing against defeat. In it are top 
German plans for round-the- 
world glider-bombers, parachutes 
with holes in them, a sun gun de- 
signed to boil dry the harbors of 
the world, and hundreds of other 
designs. 


Some ideas are fantastic and im- 
practicable; some are excellent. 
Army, Navy and civilian techni- 
cians believe these documents, 
coupled with the U.S. head start 
on atomic energy and other un- 
disclosed technical developments 
will keep this nation far to the 
front for years in both air de- 
fense and. offense. 

Some of these 236 tons of 
blueprints were found as the 
Allies fought across Germany. 
Others were unearthed by Army 
Intelligence teams poking into 
factories and cemeteries, under 
beds and into laundry bags. 
RUSSIANS UNINTERESTED 

Director of the Wright Field 
selentific searching party until re- 
cently was Col. Donald L. Putt, 
now deputy chief of engineering 
for Air Materiel Command, who 
said, “Above all else, these docu- 
ments reveal that nothing was too 
far-fetched or fantastic for the 
Germans to consider in their wild 
drive to snatch victory. So, we,

Curiously enough, the Russians 
showed little interest in the paper 
Joot which American scouts s0 
avidly sought. 

Not ail German scientists came 
bearing gifts of charts and dia- 
grams to the conquering Yanks. 
Some wished to bargain first with 
the British, then with the Russians 
and finally with Americans In an 
effort to make the best possible 
deal. Others, with memories good 
enough to carry @ complicated 
mathematical formula couldn't for 
the life of them recall in which 
one of the Schultz boys’ turnip 
patches they hid the blueprint 
of the latest pilot-ejector seat. 


One top-drawer German who 
remained clammish was Kurt 
Tank, chief designer at the famed 
Focke-Wulf aircraft works. An 
American team led by Col, Paul 
Dane questioned Tank, There 
were no Focke-Wulf dociiments 
anywhere, Tank insisted. He had 
destroyed them all, Just when the 
Americans were about to give up, 
a Russian slaye laborer told of 
bricking up a vault nearby. The 
Yanks knocked down the wall and 
there inside were all the past, 
present and future Focke-Wulf 
blueprints. 

Colonel Putt says that discovery 
of the guided missile plans saved 
the United States millions of dol- 
lar and probably 10 years of 
trial-and-error research “because 
the Germans were at least that far 
ahead of us in that field.” 

The set of documents which 
arched airplane designers’ eye- 
brows was specifications for a 
supersonic, rocket-driyen, glider- 
bomber. This flying battleship was 
to be shot into the top strato- 
sphere by rockets at a speed of 
16,000 miles an hour, where it 


would glide over a target selected 
by radar, blast away and soar 
around the world back to home 
base In Germany. 

So far as is known, the Nazis 
never built such a craft, nor has 
the Army or Navy here any idea 
of doing so. The blueprints are 
being carefully studied, however, 
onthe theory that some useful 
principle of acronautics or me- 
chanics will be uncovered. 

Another Nazi device that never 
got off the drawing board was ah 
airborne bazooka designed to 
shoot a metal stream at 25,000 
feet a second, piercing the heavi- 
est airplane armur. 

PEACEFUL USES 

AAF is placing as much em- 
phasis on the peaceful, civilian 
use of captured scientific loot as 
upon its martial functions. A list 
of documents, after they are 
translated and processed, js re- 


leased regularly for the use of 
industry, schools and research 
groups, 

A few of the Nazi developments 
are of such importance to the na- 
tional defense that they remain 
classified and only a few men 
know the contents. 

Strangely enough, out of this 
mass of design for death has 
come an instrument which event- 
ually may prolong life. 

This device is called the phase- 
contrast microscope and was 
found by an intelligence team at 
the famed Carl Zeiss optical 
works at Jena. American lens 
experts call it the most impor- 
tant development in their field in 
50 years because it brings out in 
sharpest detail the facts of ani- 
mal and plant cell life. 

With the vivid life story of a 
disease germ unfolding undey the 
phase-contrast microscope, scien- 
tists believe important steps in 
chemistry, physics, biology and 
health will be made possible,

Despite many assurances to the 
effect that the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Bonrd is being stripped 


of its powers and personnel not 
a few people are puzzled by the 
fact that in recent days several 


appointments have been made to 
its executive staff. In each in- 
stance where an excculive mem- 
ber of the Board has resigned the 
vacancy has been filled by some- 
one else. It is difficult to under- 
stand why, if the general staff is 
being reduced, it is necessary to 
keep the executive staff at full 
strength. Surely the scaling down 
policy should make necessary all 
around reductions in staff if the 
Board is in truth going out of ex- 
istence soon, Such continual re- 
placements of key personnel doesn't 
seem to point in this direction and 
since it appears to be the general 
concensus of opinion that the qui- 
cker the Prices Board ceases to 
exist the better it will be for Ca- 
nadians, it js doubtful if any moves 
to prolong its life will be welcom- 
ed. 

+ There seems to be little doubt 
in the minds of most informed 
people that the Board's policy of 
gradual decontrol is accomplishing 
little more than to create general- 
jy unsettled conditions across Ca- 
mada and therefore should not be 
pursued. The truth of the matter 
seems to be that the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board has in 
Teality lost all control already and 
Js only a stumbling block in the 
Way of a general economic “settl- 
ing down” process which will au- 
tomatically commence when all 
half-hearted efforts to enforce 
unwanted controls are abandoned. 

It must be fairly apparent to 
those in authority that neither 
the Canadian People nor Cana- 
dian ‘industry favor any drawn out 
system of decontrol. They desire 
and rightfully expect that the re- 
turn to the free enterprise way of 
doing business will be restored in 
the immediate future. 

PROFIT FROM THE WATER 

In these days when many people 
are looking for businesses of their 
own it has occurred to us as being 
strange that no one has regarded 
water transport through district 
waterways during the navigation 
‘Season as being a yery promising 
business venture. Of course we 
are not suggesting that any one 
should give consideration to buying 
an antiquated old steamer and try- 
ing to make a living with it in this 
modern day and age, but there’ 
must be plenty of Ught and spac- 
jous water craft, designed for war, 
which could be bought and oper- 
ated very reasonably, It seems en- 
trely probable that some types of 
landing craft, capable of carrying 
4 score or more of people could be 
put to-profitable use on local waters 
either on an excursion or scheduled 
trip basis or a combination of 
both. 

Since this is an age of speed the 
type of craft which would be most 
apt to attract the public would 
Possibly be one which could sat- 
isfy their desire for this and at the 
same time provide them with a 
maximum of safety. Then too 
there 1s the scenic factor to pe 
considered and since this is a very 
important one in river and lake 
cruises, the type of craft employed 
should afford Passengers a panor- 
amic view of their course, 

While this suggestion is not of- 
fered as a sure-fire, get rich quick 
scheme it Js nevertheless difficult 
to see why some reasonable finan- 
cial returns could not be derived 
from an enterprise of this sort op- 
erated on a sound business basis, 
As for the reception a water tra- 
vel service would receive and phe 
popularity it would attain, it is 
most likely that this would be de- 
pendent, upon the amount of orig- 
inality and initiative displayed by 
the sponsor, 

COMPULSORY CADET TRAIN- 
ING OPPOSED 

A resolution passed at the On- 
lario Education Assoclation’s mect- 
ing in Toronto in favor of making 
cadet training “optional” rather 
than “obligatory” with local school 
boards has been noted with inter- 
st here. The resolution, which was 
carried by a large majority, was 
sponsored by Rey. Harvey Howey, 
Dakwood United Church, Toronto 
ind seconded by Mr, JJ, Thurston, 
Victorla County delegate to the 
neeting. 

In agreeing with the principle 
nvolved in the recommendation 
et forth in the resolution we do 
o primarily because we believe 
hat compulsory cadet training 1s 
ot in keeping with the democratic 
ay of life. Since cadet training 
s largely conducted along mill- 
iristic lines, and since not all 
oys of high school age are mili- 
iristically minded, it seems un- 
‘asonable thal this group should 
2 compelled to engage In training 
hich has no direct, bearing on 
vademic courses of study in which 


f 


thelr main interest should lle. 

Many arguments have been ad- 
vanced in support of compulsory 
cadet training but we believe edu- 
cational Institutions would be well 
advised to confine their cources of 
study to educational subjects and 
lenye the teaching of militaristic 
subjects to those institutions whose 
specially this is, Failing this we be- 
lieve that participation in any ac- 
Uvities outside of prescribed cources 
of study in any school should be 
entirely optional with the student 
--- not the Department of Educa- 
tlon and not the School Board, 

Compulsion in any of its many 
forms belongs to the totalitarian 
way of Ilfe and should be avoided 
in democracies if democracy Is to 
succeed, Most of us can recall how 
a few years ago the German and 
Italian totalitarian states extended 
compulsion into the recreational 
activities of youth. At that time 
the world was told that the purpose 
was to develop a healthful youth 
--the reason for which we are now 
all too familiar with. Therefore, 
in ylew of what we have seen in 
the past, it seems only logical to 
oppose all attempts to “compel” our 
youth to take part in any training 
of a so-called “recreational” na- 
ture....and attempts to force various 
physical training schemes on the 
youth of this nation are very eyi- 
dent in many instances. 

In conclusion we may point out 
that it is not cadet or recreational 
training in any of its forms which 
we are opposed to but rather the 
element of compulsion which has 
been and is being brought to bear 
on the youth of this province and 
the country as a whole. 

THE “COOLING OFF” PERIOD 

Of all the wartime controls which 
were imposed upon the people of 
Canada it is doubtful If any one 
of them served a more useful pur- 
pose than the “seven-day” rule 
covering separations from employ- 
ment. This wartime control which 
went out of effect at the end of 
last month served a purpose which 
was not foreseen by many at the 
time of its introduction -- It crea- 
ted a “cooling off” period between 
employer and employee which no 
doubt gave each time to reconsider 
and thus frequently ayoid a sep- 
aration. 

While we do not belleye in con- 
trols or anything which tends to 
destroy individual initiative and 
free enterprise, we believe that by 
voluntarily continuing to observe 
this “cooling off period untold 
benefits may be reaped by employ- 
ers and employees. But it must be 
strictly voluntary if the best results 
are to be achieved, 

Most of us, employers and em- 
Ployees alike, have at times reach- 
ed “the end of our patience” and 
have given way to actions which 
we have later regretted -- we have 
quit our job or fired an employee 
in a heated frame of mind and 
been sorry later. It 1s under cir- 
cumstances such as these that the 
value of the “cooling off” period 
becomes apparent. 

It might be a very good idea {ft 
the seven-day notice of separation 
Policy were adopted by all employers 
and employees as a common-sense 
measure of averting unnecessary, 


and in many cases after proper 
consideration, undesired separa- 
tions.

WILL THE WORLD WHEAT 

CONFERENCE FALL? 

'Too many farmers fail to under- 
stand the effect that good politics 
has on farming and too many po- 
liticlans fail to understand that 
sound practices in agriculture are 
basic to good government. It Is 
not surprising therefore to find 
that the delegates to the Worla 
Wheat Conference at London, Eng- 
land, have run into difficulties. A 
recent report says that the dis- 
cussion’ in London “so far appear 
to have produced nothing but a 
seemingly insurmountable prob- 
lem." 

We have said in these editorials 
before that too many delegates re- 
presenting the opinions of farm or- 
ganizations have been sent to the 
international conferences. They are 
anxious to set up controls. They 
assume that our failures in agri- 
culture in the past haye been caus- 
ed by free enterprise. They cannot 
see that apathy on the part of the 
general public is at fault and too 
many self-seeking politicians have 
accepted poor legislation which has 
allowed too much freedom and too 
little enterprise. 

Hence, instead of attempting to 
ensure sound legislation which will 
give better balance, they propose 
measures of control which impose 
rigidity on secondary factors such 
as prices and acreages. And, while 
attempts are being made to place 
controls at levels at which indivi- 
duals alone can ‘be expected from 
agriculture but chaos and stagna- 
tion, 

When such controls become law 
they prevent rather than assist 
the formation of broad policies by 
legislators. By them our legisla- 
tors are being reduced to busybo- 
dies: they haye no time left for 
research, thought and wise plan- 
ning. Many politicians in our Do- 
minion government and in govern- 
ments abroad understand the needs 
of farmers better than present- 
day legislation would suggest. Un- 
der responsible government, how- 
ever, they must legislate accord- 
ing to the wishes of those who 
organize, vote, and keep them in 
power. 

One of the most influential farm 
organizations 1s the Canadian Fe- 
deration of Agriculture, It opens 
its appeal to the Dominion govern- 
ment for a “balanced agricultural 
program” which “makes adequate 
provision for security and stability 
for farm people...” Certainly we 
need a balanced agricultural pro- 
gram, but no one has ever been 
in a better position to have se- 
curity and stability for himself 
than the farmer. Just as they are 
asking for security and sta- 
they seek controls for them, by 
askingasking for security and sta- 
bility they are asking for artificial 
protection from change and 
growth, Such protection can never 
be more than temporary. Instead, 
they should be asking for more 
help to conserve and improve soil 
fertility; for better education; and 
for ifmproved machinery which will 
allow them (o reduce farm work 
to balance it with that in other 
industries. 

With this in mind, It ts not diffi- 
cult to understand why the dele- 
gates to the World Wheat Confer- 
ence at London “will now try an- 
other task, discarding most of the

Washington proposals.” ‘There is 
no broad policy, and never has 
been one on which all the dele- 


gates agree. While they are split 
on general policy and . delegates 
from countries like Argentina with- 
draw, there can be no other cour- 
se but to try something else. This 
they may do, but while they con- 
Unue to ignore the farmer's real 
needs they cannot hope to feed the 
world. (Peterboro Examiner.) 
MR HENRY FORD 

In the passing on Monday night 
of Mr. Henry Ford at his home in 
Dearborn, Michigan, the world lost 
a man whose contribution to our 
way of life cannot be measured. 
ment. Coming at a time when few 
men were mechanically inclined it 
revolutionized transportation, set- 
(ing his fellowmen on wheels, 


Eyen as the meee was a re- 


Vey Firestone, both of whom pre 
deceased him, he revolutionized 
the civilization of our time both 
economically and psychologically, 
Mr. Ford will be remembered by 
the world as the founder of a 
great industry and vast financial 
empire, From humble beginnings 
he rose through sheer initiative, 
courage and organizational ability 
to be one of the world’s richest 
men. However, he always had his 
feet firmly on the ground and 
prized and nurtured the homely 
virtues, and labored to keep alive 
the fundamental, common things 
of American civilization, He was a 
benefactor to thousands of organi- 
zations which are devoted to the 
betterment of mankind, 

He did not discover or invent 
the principle of the internal com- 
bustion engine, but it was his 
dream to produce motor driven 
vehicles in quantity at a price 
which the man of moderate or ey- 
en low income could afford which 
changed the way of life of our 
time. The model-T machine on 
which he built his reputation was a 
remarkable mechanical achieve- 
volutionary move so too was Ford's 
idea of mass production and eyen 
more so his theory of wages. No- 
thing like the moving production 
line has been used in any compar- 
able type of industry. The five-dol- 
lar-a-day pay announcement stag- 
gered American industry, but how 
right {ts originator was is. to be 
seen in the immense profits Ford 
industries earned and the accep- 
tance of this theorem by industry 
generally. 

Mr. Ford loved wealth but he 
used it to develop and perpetuate 
the things he loved, One fine ex- 
ample is Greenfield Village where 
he assembled the relics of early 
America. This was in the nature 
of a hobby, but he was also con- 
cerned with the development of 
the sciences and particularly those 
which could be turned to the bet- 
ter living of mankind.—Oshawa 
Times-Gazette.

The United States 1s virtually 
Self-contained -- depends far less 
on export trade than we do. On 
the other hand, one dollar out of

{ncome comes from our export 
trade -- one job in every three de~ 
pends on It, 

Farmers cannot forever stand 
rising prices in the things they 
have to buy. When rising wages 
operate to “up” the price of every- 
thing the farmer must buy, farm 
costs go up. If in his prices he 
cannot compete in the export mar- 
ket, Canada loses the matket. The 
farmer, deprived of his foreign 
market, cannot buy goods at home 
made by Canadian workers. The 
workers in turn lose thelr market: 
and their jobs. 

Canadian farmers feel at the ms- 
/ment they are sitting pretty, with 
bulk grain exports maintained by 
Canadian credits and government 
marketing: But as Graham Tow- 
ers pointed out recently in his 
Bank of Canada report, the credits 
cannot last forever, and sooner or 
later Canadians will be back to 
competition against other countries 
in world markets.

HOW MANY CALORIES DO WE 
NEED DAILY? 

The amount of food each of us 
needs depends on our size and the 
amount of physical work we do, or 
exercise taken, If we gain in welght 
after we have reached our normal 
helght and maturity about 27 for 
men, 25 for women, if is because 
we have eaten more than we need 
for the size of our body and the 
work we do, 

About 76 to 80 percent of the 
food eaten by one of normal weight 
is used by the body to maintain its 
structure, manufacture the various 
juices and carry on the various 
body processes--breathing, diges- 
tion, pumping of blood to all parts, 
and others, The other 20 to 26 per- 
cent is used up by actual physical 
work done or exercise taken. 

About how much food, how many 
calories are needed by the body of 
the average man or woman when 
he or she is at absolute rest in 
bed? 

Eyen when at complete rest the 
body needs not less than 200 cal- 
orles to take care of {ts muscular 
work, 400 in light office or house 
work, up to 700 in light factory 
work (light muscular work), 1,100 
in medium hard work and 3,000 or 
more calories in heavy lifting work. 
This accounts for the needs ot 
physical work. 

How much food or number of 
calories is needed by the body, at 
complete rest, doing no muscular 
work? 

The amount needed by the body. 
to do its various jobs inside the 
body is about 1500 calories. 

If, then, without doing even the 
slightest amount of vhysical work 
the body needs 1500 calories, if we 
add what it needs when it does 
work, from resting to the heaviest 
type of work, we can each, know 
how much food we need if we are 
of average build and height--men 
5 feet 7 inches, 150 pounds, and 
women 5 feet, 4 inches, 130 pounas. 
For each inch above or below this 
height and if slender or stocky we 
can add to or subtract from the 
number of calories we should cat 
daily to maintain proper weight 
for our physique. To this we add 
the number of calories needed be- 
cause of the work we do--1500 plus 
200 to 1500 plus 3000. That is 1700 
to 4500 or more.

HEALING TIME IN PEPTIC 
ULCER 

No one likes the idea of entering 
a hospital for any prolonged stay, 
especially if operation is necessary, 
but I believe thre are many patients 
suffering with peptic ulcer--ulcer of 
the stomach and ulcer of the first 
part of small intestine--who would 
be making a good investment in 
health even from the expense 
standpoint if they went into a hos- 
pita} and remained under treat- 
ment until ulcer was healed. 

It is difficult for a physician to 
get results if a patient is living at 
home perhaps trying to do light 
work, because it is regularity of 
food and medicine that heals the 
ulcer. 

Some excellent and accurate in- 
formation regarding the healing of 
peptic ulcer was obtained by medi- 
cal officers during and since World 
War II. In the Bulletin of the 
United States Army Medical De- 
partment, Washington, D.C., Drs, 
G.M. Cummins, Jr., MI, Grossman 
and A.C. Ivy state that while ac- 
curate information is difficult to 
obtain in the healing of stomach 
(gastric) ulcer, the healing time of 
all peptic ulcers can be estimated 
by means of the X-ray and fluoro- 
Scope. In a series of 69 cases, study 
by fluoroscope and X-ray films 
every 2 hours from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
and«at night if awakened by dis- 
tress or pain. This combination of 
alkalies (bicarbinate of soda ana 
calcium carbonate) was continued 
for 28 days; after that time they 
were given after meuls, before re- 
tiring and on awakening at night, 
This was the medical treatment, 
The diet treatment was half- 
and-half mixture of milk and 
cream, 6 ounces, every two hours 
from 7 a.m, to 9 p.m. It was given 
for the first 28 days, following 
which the mixture was given be- 
tween meals and in the evening. 
Food by mouth was begun at the 
fourth day by gradual addition of 
farina, poached eggs, toast, pureed 
vegetables and ground, boiled or 
broiled beef, 

The average healing time for 

duodenal (intentine) ulcers was 37 

days, and for stomach ulcers 42 

days.

ly, This {s called malocclusion or 
faulty occlusion, I have mentioned 
this condition before as reported 
in the Journal of the American 
Dental Assoc. 

The effect of the descent in an 
airplane Js a pressure on the outer 
side of the car drum, and absor- 
bent cotton or ear stopples are used 
to help relieve any pain and pre- 
yent damage to drum and middle 
ear. As the descent begins you are 
also instructed to swallow, which 
has the effect of preventing closure 
of the eustachian tube which keeps 
the middle ear ventilated. 

A physician, Dr. Howard R. Bier- 
man, and a dentist, Dr. I. William 
Brickman, in Annals of Ear, Nose, 
and Throat, report their survey of 
the methods used by 873 air cadets 
to ventilate the ear. They found 
that the swallowing motion of the 
lower jaw was the most effective 
method in use by the cadets to 
prevent symptoms in their descent. 
They also found that this blocking 
sensation with closure, or partial 
closure of the eustachian tube, was 
present about three to five times 
more often in individuals with mal- 
occlusion than in those with norm- 
al occlusion--coming together of 
back part of upper and lower jaw. 
This “overclosure” of the jaws, 
right under the car, causes one of 
the adjoining muscles to prevent 
proper opening and closing of 
eustachian tube. 

By putting a splint in back part 
of a moyth to keep the jaws from 
being too close together the ear 
disturbance is relieved. The splint, 
by keeping the back on the jaws 
apart, causes an increased flow of 
saliva. To prevent the saliva flow- 
ing out of the mouth (drooling) the 
individual] has to swallow it. The 
swallowing helps to ventilate the 
ear, The splint remains solidly in 
place.

PALPITATION 

No one can be blamed {f they 
become alarmed when the heart 
begins to beat hard and fast (palp- 
itation). It is a condition or symp- 
tom that the physician cannot re- 
cognize and must depend upon the 
patient’s description of it. Palpita- 
tion may just be a feelling of a 
Uttle more power behind the heart 
beat or painful pounding in the 
chest. Thus palpitation has been 
described by patients as skipping, 
fluttering, thumping, shivering and 
other feelings. 

While most physicians fee) that 
from the standpoint of the heart 
itself, palpitation in young people 
is not a serious symptom, never- 
theless if shows that “something” 
is not normal in the patient to be 
causing palpitation’ and so they 
try to find the cause. In middle- 
aged patients palpitation may be 
one of several symptoms of heart 
Gisease, whereas most cases of 
palpitation in the young are causea 
by disturbances of stomach and in- 
testines, 

There are many cases of palpita- 
tion in the young and middle-aged 
in which there is no disturbance of 
heart, stomach, intestines or other 
organs, and the individual is strong 
and healthy. 

What is known as extra first 
beat (extra systole) is found com- 
monly in palpitation and while to- 
bacco, alcohol, too much tea or 
coffee, may be the cause in some 
cases, this extra beat is found where 
none of these are used. 

A cause believed very common 
is nervousness and emotional dis- 
turbances--love, hate, anger, rage, 
jealousy. What is called tachycar- 
dia is\where heart suddenly begins 
to beat at a very rapid rate, per- 
haps twice its regular rate, and 
then just suddenly stops. This Is 
considered due to nervousness. 

Palpitation may not be a scxious 
condition but it greatly upsets the 
individual, so most physicians try 
to find the cause and the patient 
obtains relief. 

Usual drug used Js quinidine (not 
quinine) sulfate, which “steadies” 
heart and reduces the rate at which 
the heart is beating. 

Aside from nervousness and emo- 
tional disturbances, thin “blood, 
over-active thyroid gland, infection 
may be the underlying cause.

LOSE U.K. APPLE TRADE 
Apple growers in Nova Scotia 
are showing concern over the loss 
of the annual apple trade with 
the United Kingdom. 

And despite assurance by Justice 
Minister J, L, Isley during his 
recent Maritime tour that the Go- 
vernment would do all in its power 
to retain the British apple market, 
there haye been no negotiations 
for a new apple contract so far 
this year. 

Last year Canadian apple grow- 
ers were contracted to send 84 
thousand tons of apples to Britain. 
Of this amount, British Columbia 
growers sent 56 thousand tons, 
Ontario producers one thousand 
tons, while Maritime producers 
made up the balance of the con- 
tract. 

In prospects of a new apple con- 
tract apple growers in Nova Sco- 
tia’s Annapolis Valley are are pre- 
paring to embark on a four mil- 
lion dollar gamble for the 1947 
crop. 

A survey’ showed that most or- 
chardists were counting on a Bri- 
tish order for at least 500 thous- 
and barrels this coming season. 

Normally, 75 percent of Nova 
Scotian apples go to Britain, but 
British economic troubles this year 
left growers wondering as to what 
1947 would hold for them. 

They were re-assured this Master 
Tecess of parliament by Justice 
Minister Ilsley that the Govern- 
ment would do all in its power to 
renew the British contract. 

A high-placed Agricultural De- 
partment Official in Ottawa, how- 
ever, said yesterday that there had 
been no British order for apples 
this year and that no negotiations 
had taken place. The official poin- 
ted out that no orders were forth- 
coming because of the British ec- 
onomic position this year> which 
borders on the critical. 

And also in Ottawa, an official 
of the British Food Mission said 
that his government had conduc- 
ted no negotiations with our gov- 
ernment this year for apples.

If then, a number of diseases 
formerly reported as due to disease 
of other organs or processes are 
now reported as due to heart di- 
to disease of these various organs, 
the reported death rate from heart 
disease would not be so high. This, 
with people living longer, makes 
the picture of heart dis¢ase not 
so alarming as on first considera- 
tion,

How can heart disease be pre- 
vented and how can life be pro- 
longed once heart disease ocours? 
As most cases of heart disense 
fare caused by sore throats in child- 
ren followed by rheumatic fever 
und repeated attacks of rheumatic 
fever, and by syphilis in young 
adults, the removal of tonsils be- 
tween attacks and specific treat- 
ment for syphilis should reduce 
the death rate in heart. disease.

SOME USEFUL HINTS FOR 

SHEARING SHEEP 

With the wool harvest at hand 
a few hints on how to remove 
the clip may be helpful:— 

Some sheep raisers are inclined 
to view the wool returns from the 
flock as of little consequence and 
hardly worth its removal from the 
sheep. Canada consumed in 1946 
Approximately 90 million pounds 
Of grease or fleece wool, worth 
about $23 million dollars. Canada’s 
annual production of grease and 
pulled wools approximate 18 million 
pounds, leaving 72 million pounds: 
to be imported from other sheep 
growing countries of the world. 
Canada has a market at a world 
value for the wool of 12,857,142 
sheep or practically four times its 
present sheep population. 

As a means of increasing yield 
of profit from the flock great care 
Should be shown in the removal 
of the wool olip. In shearing 
sheep the following points should 
be observed: Provide an extremely 


clean place in which to shear. 
Shear only when wool is dry; 
meyer when damp or wet. Keep 


the holding pen for the sheep clean 
and free of droppings which may 
discolour the wool. Be gentle {n 
handling the sheep. Set the sheep 
on its rump. 

Begin shearing on brisket, then 
belly, crutch, right rear leg, left 
rear leg and over left side of rump. 
Forehead next, then. brisket to 
jaw, and over back of head. Now 
clean the left front leg, then 
lowering the sheep on its back 
begin at rear left flank and shear 
to front left flank or lengthwise 
of the body, carry on this stroke 
until just over centre of the back, 
Raise the sheep and finish right 
side by shearing from the spine to 


front of neck following down over

Home Garden 


Vital to Nation’s Safety 


Food Reserve | 


Home vegetable gardens consti- 
tute a priceless reserve for protect- 
ing dietary standards and health, 
in any national emergency, Prof. 
Howard E. Babcock, chairman of 
the board of trustees, Cornell Uni- 
versity, told the National Garden 
Conference held in Washington. 

“Failure to keep alive our inter- 
est in gardening would weaken our 
position as a people,’’ he said. 
“Through a national garden pro- 
gram we will not only produce 
substantial quantities and varieties 
of food but will keep the knowledge 
of the art of gardening widely 
spread among the people."’ 

Prof. Babcock remarked that he 
was not satisfied with the eating or 
nutritional qualities of commercial 
stocks of fruits and vegetables. 

“There is a lot of room for im- 
provement in some of these prod- 
ucts,’ he said, “By maintaining 
and keeping alive the garden pro- 
gram, thus producing over a wide 
area a variety of garden-fresh 
foods, we set a standard of quality 
for the commercial interests. Any- 
one who has eaten a fresh raw 
carrot, full of Vitamin A, right out 
of the garden, is not going to buy 
a wilted one from a store. Thus in 
setting the pace as to quality, home 
gardens provide a good challenge 
for the industry."’” 

But home gardens have done 
more than set quality standards for 
commercial growers, they have ac- 


Family vegetable gardens hailed as reserve in war or disaster. 


according to Ruth Van Deman, of 
the bureau of human nutrition and 
home economics, U, S, depart- 
ment of agriculture, She showed a 
chart made from data collected 
from city families by the bureau of 
labor statistics. This showed that 
families which had home vegetable ' 
gardens actually bought more vege- 
tables in the markets, than those 
without gardens, 

“Lots of city people probably took 
a dim view of the vegetable coun- 
ter before they found out from their 
Victory gardens how good vegeta- 
bles could be,’” she said. ‘Then 
they became vegetable eaters, | 
Seems to me this is a big incentive 
to both home gardeners and com- 
mercial vegetable producers — to 
grow more and better vegetables 
and help build up the national ap- 
petite.’’* 

Goals set by the Food and Agri- 
culture organization of the United 
Nations, said Miss Van Deman, 
call for an increase in fruit and 
vegetable production in this country 
of 48 per cent, or 39 million metric ;

Meat is our most expensive food 
item, says* Prof. Jessle M. Lam- 
bden, of Macdonald Institute, On- 
tarto Agricultural College. Success- 


ful meat cookery begins at the 
meat market, because the right 
cut must be selected for the re- 


commended method of preparation. 

There are only two principles to- 
volved in cooking meat; (1) Dry 
heat and (2) moist heat, Tender 
cuts are cooked by dry heat, but 
moist heat Js required for tougher 


cuts. 
There are three methods of 
cooking meat by dry heat: (1) 
Roasting, (2) Broiling, (3) Pan- 


broiling; and two methods of cook- 
ing meat by moist heat: (1) Brais- 
ing, and (2) Gooking in water, 
TO ROAST Is to cook or bake 
with the heat enclosed in an oven. 
The term “Bake” {s usually ap- 
plied to ham. 
TO BROIL is to cook in the di- 
recf heat of the flame. 
TO PAN BROIL its to cook in 
the heat coming from the surface 
of the pan. 
TO BRAIZE fs to brown meat in) 
a small amount of added fat, then | 
to cover and cook slowly in Juices | 
from the ment, or in a small | 
amount of added liquid 
TO COOK IN WATER Is to cover 
the meat with water and then 
simmer. This method is used only | 
for cured pork or beef, or edible | 
organs, 


PROCEDURE WHEN ROASTING 
MEAT 


1. Wipe off meat with a clean 
damp cloth -- do not wash. 

2. Place meat fat side up on a 
rack in an uncovered roasting pan. 
Do not add liquid. 

3. Season with salt and pepper, 

4. Place in an oven of 300 deg. F}

Use Hoe Handle to Make Drill For 
Medium Sized Seeds. 


Many failures with seeds are 
caused by sowing them too deep- 
ly. Even experienced gardeners 
may do this. But it is not neces- 
sary to measure exactly the depth 
that seeds are placed in the open 
garden they are not that particu- 
ar. 

The rule so often quoted, that the 
depth of sowing should be four times 
the diameter of the seeds, is best 
discarded; since on small seeds 
such accuracy of measurement 
would be impractical, and large 
Seeds, like peas and beans, are cov- 
ered more than four times their 
diameter. > 

Tn light sandy soil, seeds can be 
placed more deeply than in heavy 
soil, containing lots of clay. The 
average gardener dealing with flow- 
er and vegetable seeds will get 
along quite well if he uses three 
kinds of drills, one for large sceds 
an inch or two deep, depending 
on the soil, and made by using the 
corner of a hoe; one for medium 
sized, which will be made with the 
hoe handle and one for tiny flower 
sceds, which is best made by mrere-

be straight, and parallel to each 
other, 
angles to each other, not only stamp 


double the work of cultivating the 
garden, 

The entire garden should be oui- 
lined so that the rows can bo 
squared with the boundaries. Then 
Place stakes for the first row, and 
stretch a line between them. 

Some gardeners use a straight, 
narrow board as a ruler to make 
the row straight, 
likely to be more convenient; heavy 
lines Wound on iron reels are handy, 
but any strong cord stretched be- 
tween two stakes will do. 

For small seeds such as radishes, 
onions, carrots, lettuce, and endive, 
a drill half an inch deep is enough. 
A little deeper for beets and Swiss 
chard, and an inch for peas, beans 
and sweet corn will be sufficient.

WORLD WHEAT AGREEMENT 
BOGS DOWN 

Reports from London indicate 
that International Wheat Confer-~ 
ence, gathered to write a world 
wheat agreement, has bogged down 
in a dispute between the United 
States and Britain on wheat cell- 
ing prices. 

Conference sessions were resumed 
yesterday after a two-week recess. 
‘And as the sessions picked up the 
situation between the importing 
and the exporting countries didn’t 
seem to improve. 

Britain, it was reported, still is 
unwilling to accept a ceiling above 
one dollar and fifty-five cenits--» 
which she pays Canada in the 
Anglo-Canadian wheat contract--~ 
while the United States delegation 
is asking for one dollar and eighty 
cents as a ceiling price. 

But, despite the disagreement, 
it is realized that the parties to 
such a wheat deal must reach an 
agreement. 

Another difffculty is seen in at- 
tempting to get Argentine wheat 
purchasers to agree to buy fixed 
amounts of wheat from the other 
three producing countries---Cana- 
da, Australia, and the United 
States, 

Argentina announced early in the 
wheat conference that she will not 
participate in an agreement fixing 
world wheat prices. 

US. GRAIN EXPORTS TO SLOW 

UP. 

There's going to be a slow-up in 
American grain exports to Europe. 
But it won't occur until the U-S 
gets around the June shipments. 

. The U-S-D-A says June export 
aljocations will total about 36 and 
@-half million bushels, as compared 
fo an expected May export of 55 
million bushels. 

U-S Agriculture Department 
officfals explain the cut will be 
made to protect domestic supplies 
of wheat and flour---until America 
can get an accurate estimate of 
1947 harvests, 

This tends to support claims of 
grain traders that the U-S Govern- 
ment is “scraping the bottom of 
the “barrel” in locating grain pro- 
ducts for export. 

Most of the flour needed to cover 
dune committments, the Depart- 
ment says, has already been pur- 
chased by the U-S Production and 
Marketing Administration. 

Meanwhile, F-A-O reports that 
current grain shipments are show- 
ing’ improvement. World supplies 
for needy countries are about two 
million tons above the anticipated 
amount, Credit is given to the 
United States and other surplus 
@raln producing nations, 

But need for additional supplies 
remains---along with need for 
heavier receipts of sugar, fats and 
oils, 

BUTTER SUBSIDY 
ANNOUNOEMENT COMING 
Agriculture Minister James Gar- 
diner said in Parliament Wednes- 
day that an announcement con- 
cerning butter subsidies should be 
made shortly before the first of 
May. Gardiner sald, however, that 
the government has no intentions 
of reducing the ‘price the farmers 
Bet; for butter fat if subsidies are 
discontinued. Gardiner sald that if 
the subsidies were to be dropped 
he was unable to Say what support 
would be given to the farmer for 

his, prices, 

Speculation that a ten cent in- 
crease) per pound of butter would 
be ordered on May {first followed 
the tabling of the government es- 
timates in the House of Commons 
before the Haster recess.

U.S. FARM WAGES CONTINUE 
TO SET SEASONAL RECORDS 

Reports from the United States 


show that farm wage rates con- 
tinue to set new seasonal records. 
At this time they are ten per cent 
higher, on a national average, 
than they were in April of last 
year. 

Most of the increases are in 
monthly wages. This, in the opinion 
of the U.S.D.A,, reflects a strong 
demand for dependable, year-round 
workers. This Is emphasized by 
the fact that rates per day with- 
out board are in slight decline. 

The average U.S, {farm worker 
hired by the month gets 91 dollars 
and 50 cents per month, plus board. 
Before the war it was around 25 
dollars per month, “found” in- 
cluded. 

This wage rise--on top of high- 
er costs of machinery, clothing, 
food and taxes---explains, in part, 
the higher costs of farm commo- 
dities. 

In the States, 91 dollars per 
month is average. In many locali- 
ties, farmers pay considerably 
aboye 200 dollars per month. This 
is decisively the case in the Dairy 
Industry.. (BUP) 


WHEAT PRICE TO BRITAIN 
STANDS 


With some wheat exporting na- 
tions calling for a higher price, 
Canada’s Delegation to the Inter- 
national Wheat Conference in Lon- 
don has not committed itself toa 
demand for’one dollar and 80 cents 
export wheat. 

Agriculture Minister James Gar- 
diner told British United Press 
yesterday that there was no 
thought of charging more than the 
Anglo-Canadian Wheat Agreement 
price of $1.55 per bushel at the 
moment. Although Canada is in 
the midst of negotiations at Lon- 
don. Gardiner said, however, that 
a higher priee weuld-be -welcomed 
by the Dominion !f one could be 
reached by mutual agreement be- 
tween the importing and exporting 
countries, 

In London, an American spokes- 
man said exporting nations------- 
Canada, United States, and Aus- 
tralia---want a higher maximum 
than $1.55 per bushel. Gardiner tola 
British United Press that , so far 
as the present International Con- 
ference 1s concerned, Canada’s 
policy 1s to approve any higher 
price agreement which the import- 
ing and exporting nations can 
reach. Canada’s present wheat con- 
tract with the United Kingdom, 
said Gardiner, provides for the in- 
corporation in it of the terms of 
any International Wheat Agree- 
ment to which both parties become 
parties during Its life. 

Gardiner recalled that in 1942, 
Canada had sought but failed to get 
International wheat action, and 
that again in 1945 it had explored 
the outlook but had been told that 
no progress*had been made in this 
connection. 

At the present conference it was 
Gardiner’s understanding that it 
was the United States Delegation 
which was leading the drive for 
one dollar and 80 cent wheat. 

WHEAT STOCKS LOWER 

The Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
Ustics reports that stocks of Can- 
adian wheat in store or in transit 
on the continent on April tenth 
totalled almost 103 million bushels, 
compared with 105 and one-half 
million bushels on April third, At 
the same time last year the figure 
for Canadian wheat on hand or be- 
{ng shipped was only about 92 
million bushels, 

Of the visible supplies on the 
April tenth date, 102 million, 683 
thousand, 485 bushels were in Can- 
adian positions while 249,798 bush- 
els were in the United States.” 
Deliveries of wheat from farms 
in the Prairie Provinces were 
lighter during the week ending 
April tenth, the total being 751,- 
588 bushels compared with one 
million and 95 thousand bushels 
in the preceeding week,

Lately, one of his basic prac- 
tices, plowing, has received much 
attention with regard to Its efficacy, 
Perhaps some simply stated facts 
would help to dispell wasteful doubt 


mentation and machine deyelop- 
ment may change the picture the 
facts to-day are;-- 

1. Plow substitutes haye nol proven 
universally acceptable in Ontario. 
2! Plowing is still essential to soil 
tilth on most soils, 

3. Plowing gives better yields where 
fertilizers must be used sparingly. 
4, Plowing consumes more power 
and labor than its substitutes which 
may of course be quicker in pre- 
paring soil for some crops. 

In spite of this last point may 
we say “make haste slowly” by 
keeping in mind the first three 
facts of soil management as stated 
above. Then, where your better 
judgment says “plow” remember 
that a properly adjusted plow takes 
materially less power to operate 
than does one that is improperly 
hitched or with its bottoms and 
coulters out of adjustment. To help 
you make these plow adjustments 
accurately and conveniently you 
may secure a copy of a new bulletin 
from the Department of Agriculture, 
Queen's Park, Toronto, or your 
District Agricultural Representative. 
This publication is entitled “Prin- 
ciples of Tractor Plow Adjust- 
ment” and is Extension Circular 
No, 72, by the Agricultural Engin- 
eering Department, Ontario Agri- 
cultural College, Guelph, Ontario. 
This well illustrated pamphlet ex- 
plains in very easily followed man- 
ner perplexing problems of tractor 
plow hitching and adjustment, It 
is known that the undoubted econ- 
omy of running plows in a properly 
adjusted’ condition will help to 
“speed the plow,” concludes Prof, 
Webb. 


13,000 FARMERS GET LOANS 

Finance Minister Douglas Abbott 
told parliament last week that dur- 
ing 1946 over 13-thousand farmers 
Sot loans totalling ten million dol- 
tars under the Farm Improvement 
Act, 

Loans made through the 31 
hundred branches of the chartered 
banks for the improyement and 
development of farms and for the 
improvement of living conditions 
on farms bore an interest rate 
of five percent. Loans may be made 
for a period up to ten years, 

The Legislation aims at assisting 
particularly the average farmer who 
in the past has not always been 
able to get bank credit for farm 
improvement purposes. 

Farm implements and farm 
trucks account for almost seven 
and one half million dollars of the 
loans during 1946, These loans rep- 
resent an actual sales volume of 
about 12 and one-half million dol- 
lars. From information available 
it ts reasonable to assume that 
about all farm implements sales in 
Canada requiring financing are now 
being financed elther through Joans 
obtained under the Farm Improve- 
ment Loans Act or through regu- 
lar bank loans. ‘The result should 
be a substantial saving to the 
farmer, not only in the purchase 
price of his farm: iinplements but 
also In finance charges and interest 
rates previously Prevailing for this 
type of financing. 

Included in the total are Tofns 
to one thousand and eight farmers 
to ‘clear and break an estimatea 
50-thousand acres of land, mostly 
in the plonber sections of Western 
Canada loans for foundation and 
breeding stock accounted for 303 
loans totalling 190-thousand, 937 
dollars. 

One of the most important classes 
of Joans jg that for thd alteration 
and repair of farm buildings includ- 
ing farm dwellings and Separate 
houses for farm help, As the supply 
of material and labor becomes more 
adequate, it is expected that loans 
for these purposes will be greatly 
expanded,

The smaller area 
will take half the work and less ma- 
terials; andthe vegetables, well fer- 
tilized and fast growing, will excel 
in tenderness, flavor and nutrition. 

What a reward this is, for taking 
thought this winter when there is 
little to do, and planning a garden 
which can be quickly begun when 
spring comes. 

A good plan requires first, a well 
thought-out production schedule, 
with each crop assigned the space 
required to produce the family 
needs, and the time for each sow- 
ing of short-harvest vegetables de- 
termined in advance, to keep the 
land producing throughout the sum- 
mer. 

Next, the garden must be laid out 
in straight, short, parallel rows, far 
enough apart for cultivation to be 
done with a wheel hoe, or hand! cul- 
tivator, with the gardener standing 
u 


ip. 
This is the modern American way. 
In a well planned garden the work 
can be as light as housework, with 
no job to be done which is any 
Greater strain than sweeping. 
When the rows are short, you get 
frequent rests, when the end of a 


divide your garden space among the 
various crops, 

Such a garden requires precision 
Measurement to make the rows 
straight and parallel, so a cultivator 
can be quickly run down the aisle 
between the rows, destroying all 
weeds and breaking the crust of the 
soil in a few minutes. 

How far apart should the rows be? 
There is no magic formula for this, 
Root vegetables, and others which 
do not grow tall can be spaced as 
closely as 10 inches in fertile soil; 
but at this distance it is difficult to 
cultivate them with tools, without 
disturbing the roots of your crop. 

,The best method is to figure out 
what kind of cultivator you are go- 
ing to use, and how much room be- 
tween rows is necessary so that you 
can use it, without getting too close 
to the vegetables. Make this dis. 
tance the minimum between your 
rows, and allow more than this 
space for crops which grow fall, for 
those which sprawl or make vines, 
and for those which make large 
bushes, 

Bighteen inches is a good mini- 
mum for most gardens; eyena small © 
wheel hoe can be used between rows 
that close. And when your decision 
is made, then measure the rows ac- 
curately. Don't guess at the dis- 
tance. Make the rows straight and 
parallel, and your garden will begin 
to present a professional appear- 
ance from the time the first crops 


row is reached; and it is easter to 


begin to sprout.

Car Hurtles Into Ditch 
To Avoid Fatal Accident 
With Police Giving Chase 


A possible fatal accident was 
narrowly averted Saturday night 
when a ‘38 Plymouth, travelling 
between 75 and 8) miles an hour, 
trailed by Provincial Constable, 
W. G: Milton in a cruiser, swerved 
by a ‘35 Ford stalled crosswise on 
the road and into the north ditch 
near the White Rock Garage west 
of Oakwood on No. 7 Highway.

@erymouth turned over several 
times, ending up in the ditch on 
Mts side. Neither of the occupants, 
both of whom were from Lindsay, 
were as much as scratched. 

Constable Milton says that when 
the car hit the ditch it seemed to 
be in all positions at once. “It ap- 
peared to be a jumble of headights 
tail lights and car.” he said. 

The first Constable Milton saw of 
the Plymouth car was at Taylor's 
Corners when he was proceeding 
eastward and noticed a vehicle ap- 
proaching with only one headlight 
Iuminated. He said he motioned 
the oncoming car to stop and tt 
slowed down only to pick up sped 
as it came abreast of him. 


He circled the cruiser at the gar- 
re > at Taylor's Corners and gave 
Kees He said he was travelling 
‘at 75 miles an hour and maintain- 
ed that speed for about five mil- 
es without gaining any appreciable 
distance on the vehicle he was pur- 
suing. The accident brought the 
chase to a sudden end. 


When he reached Oakwood Con- 
stable Milton depressed the horn 
of the cruiser, racing through the 
village without slackening his 
speed. The car in front passed 
through the village at a break-neck 
speed and the Constable pointed 
out that the area has a speed lim- 
it of 30 miles per hour, 

The '35 Ford, which was instru- 
mental in stopping the chase, had 
turned in on a side road at tho 
White Rock Garage, and the Wood- 
ville man who was driving told the 
Constable he didn’t see the cars 
coming and backed out on the 
road to turn towards home. He had 
reached the middle of the road, he 
said , when the one-eyed yehicle 
came roaring down on him from 
out of the night. He had tried to 
get his car back to safety on he 
side road when the motor stalled.

Pulls For Leafs At 95 


On the eve of his 95th birthday, 
Sunday last, Donald Ourrie, form- 
erly of Eldon township and later 
of Lindsay, flicked on his radio 
‘at 652 Sommerville Avenue, Osha- 
wa, and listened to his favorites, 
the Maple Leafs, go one up in the 
finals for the Stanley Cup. 

In the interval, he can thumb 
through memory’s pages and pin 
point such faded landmarks as a 


riot on Canada’s first Dominion | 
Day in 1867, the American ctvil 
war and the Abraham Lincoln 


assassination, the first Riel Rebel- 
jjon and an open ballot cast for 
Prime Minister John A, Macdonald. 

A reflective twinkle in his eye, 
Mr. Ourrie recalled early farming 
days on the family homestead in 
Eldon township north of Lindsay, 
Since his grandfather had brought 
the farm from a Battle of Water- 
Joo veteran in 1831, the Currie 
name has been furrowed into Vic- 
toria County Jand for more than a 
century. 

The farm didn't pass out of the 
family’s hands until 1937,” said Mr. 
Gurrie who has been living with 
his daughter, Mrs, A. E. Barton, 
Oshawa, for the past six years. 

“From the time I was 15 I used 
to go out lumbering in the bush, 
One year we went as far as Michi- 
gan and the other times we went 
north to the Muskoka district.” 

In 1899, Mr. Currie left farming 
to branch out into carpentering 
here. The schools, hospital and 
House of Refuge all bear some evi- 
dence of his handiwork. 

Mr. Currie remembers four har- 
vest jaunts out west, scattered 
through the years from 1915 to 
1928. Oh yes, he had worked at 
the Lindsay arsenal turning out 
shells during World War One. 

“He worked at carpentry until he 
Was more than 70. He could even 
put down a hardwood floor then," 
Mrs. Barton interjected. 


Today Mr. Currie is feeling fine, 
can get around easily excopt for 
a slight limp, the result of a To- 


ronto auto accident. 
Out early lo vote in the do- 
minion and provincial elections, 


96-year-old Mr. Currie reminisced 
about the days when a sécret ballot 
was still a vague phrase, 

“Everybody knew who you were 
| voting for,” he chuckled. “I remem- 
ber my first vole for John A, Mac- 
donald, I walked up to a desk {in 
the schoolhouse and they asked me 
who I was going to support, I just 
told them and that was that. 

When the first Reil Rebellion 
broke out in 1870, Mr. Currie, 18 
at the time, saw several of his 
Lindsay district frlends leave on 
the long westward trip. 

“One of the fellows, Murray I 
think his mame was, got caught 
by the rebols at Winnipeg. Just 
the night before his execution, he 
escaped but his partner, Scott, was 


| killed. That's what the Scott 
monument in Winnipeg is for,” he 
explained. 


Aother schoolmate of his, James 
Calder, wrote him of the rough 
makeshifts used on the trek west- 
wards. The Ontario reinforcements 
travelled through the United States 
by way of St. Paul and Minneapo- 
|is to reach embattled Fort Garry. 
Frequent portages spotted the trip, 
Mr, Calder wrote.

Heart Stopped 
But Physician 
Started It Up 


Kingston, April, 18—Margaret 
Flinn of 131 Dunn Ave,, Toronto, 
js alive today because of the alert- 
néss and skill of Dr. D.C.L, Bing- 
ham of Kingston, who started her 
heart beating again when it stopped 
during an operation. 

Miss Flinn underwent an oper- 
ation here on April 8. During the 
operation she suffered an acute 
cardiac relapse, and her heart stop- 
ped beating. Dr. Bingham quickly 
made an incision, inserted his 
fingers and massaged the hearv 
through the thin membrane of the 
diaphram unti) it started beating 
again. When life was restored he 
calmly continued with the oper- 
ation, 

Dr, A.D. Kelly of Toronto, as- 
sistant secretary of the Canadian 
Medical Association, said today that 
the operation was a “heroic busi- 
ness," and was performed only as a 
last resort. There had been few 
such attempts at resusciation, he 
pointed out, but it was a well-recog- 
nized method. 


“The surgeon must act with light- 
ning speed,” he sald, “and must be 
careful of not injuring other vital 
organs in his attempt to restore 
the heart's normal functions.” 

Dr. C.B. Parker, superintendent 
of Toronto General Hospital, said 
the system was known to all doc- 
tors, ‘but there had been no simi- 
lar actions at his hospital, 

Dr. Bingham, like his patient, is 
a native of Scotland. He holds the 
PROCS from Edinburgh University 
and was Rockfeller Fellow of 
surgey in 1937. He served with 
the British Army in thé second 
Great War, and came to Oanada 
only regently to take the post of 
professor of surgery at Queen's 
University.

The Board of Education Wednes- 
day night raised the maximum 
salary schedule for Collegiate 
teachers by $300 and the maximum 
for public school teachers by $200 
per annum. 


This was asked for by both 
groups of teachers at a special 
meeting of the Board on February 
12, when salary increases were 
considered. Decision had been de- 
ferred until the April meeting. 

The present maximums now ef- 
fective, following the action of the 
Board, are: Collegiate principal's 
salary to be fixed from time to time 
by the Board; male secondary 
school specialists--$3,300, {female- 
$3,200; male secondary school non 
specialists--$3,100, female--$3,000; 
public school grade teachers, male-- 
$2,200, female--$2,000. Collegiate 
teachers received $300 of the $500 
increase in maximum per salary 
schedule asked for and public 
schoo] teachers recelved $200 out of 
the requested $300. The salary for 
an auxiliary class teacher was fixed 
af $150 more than a grade teacher 
with the same qualifications and 
experience,

teachers would have reached the 
maximum next September and

DANGEROUS GAMES

Residents of this community were 
grieved at the weekend to learn 
of the tragic accident which claimed 
the life of a Lindsay boy while at 
play with a number of companions. 
Most people were exceedingly sorry: 
for all parties concerned in the sad 
happening. 

To talk of who was or was not 
to blame for the tragedy would, 
in circumstances such as these, be 
@ useless expenditure of energy. In 
an accident no person is in the full 
sense of the word to blame for its 
occurrence, The only logical thing 
tq do is to look for the cause and 
having found it, try and prevent 
its recurrence. 

In the case of the accident in 
mind the cause would seem to lie 
in the fact that there children 
were playing at a dangerous game. 
Firearms, even when handled by 
experts, are always dangerous.— 
Handled by children at play they 
are doubly so.

LAOK OF VITAMINS AND THE 
SKIN 

Many phsicians feel that too 

much is being said about vitamins, 

the result being that many indi- 

viduals who are not “very” sick, 


but do not feel as well as they 
think they should, are taking one 
of the various vitamins in the pres- 
cribed or suggested dose, or all of 
the vitamins {n small doses dally. 
These same physicians will of course 
be the first to prescribe vitamins 
where needed, as they realize that 
the discovery of vitamins ranks 
with the discovery of insulin to 
save the lives of diabetics, and of 
liver, (and liver extract) to save 
lives {n pernicious anemia, 


However, there is.no need to 
“guess” about vitamins and whethe; 


or not they are needed because lack 
of each vitamin or all the vitamins 
can now be recognized by physi- 


In the British Medical Bulletin, 
Dr. BS. Platt states that when 
examining a patient from the 
standpoint of his nutrition, the fol- 
lowing signs are noticeable in skin 
and hair; dryness, lack of luster, 
some loss of hair and coloring mat- 
ter, (pigment) of the hair of the 
head; plugs of waxlike material in 
nose chin, and forehead with ex- 
treme dryness of the face (shark- 
skin); and dryness, scaling or 
crackling, permanent “goose-flesh" 
loss of elasticicity, Ulcer scars and 
altered color of the skin of the 
body, arms and legs, with skin

When England declared war on 
Germany, September 3rd. 1939, 
one of its avowed aims was to end 
what was called the persecution of 
Jews in Germany. According to 
Jewish authors, this war cost the 
lives of many millions of Jews. The 
victory of Britain, practically alone 
during the first two years of fight- 
ing, put an end to the persecution 
of Jews and earned for Great Bri- 
tain the enternal gratitude of that 
Tace. But when one secs what 1s 
going on to-day in Palestine where 
English officers,and men are murd- 
ered each day by those who, saved 
by Britain in Central Europe, are 
now safe and sound in the Holy 
Land, one may ask if the resound- 
ing declarations made recently be- 
fore the Canadian Club by Dr. 1M. 
Rabinowitch on Zionism are not 
even more justified than one may 
be led to believe. When the life of 
the King and Queen is menaced 
by fanatical Jews, when the Brit- 
ish Embassy in Rome is dynamited, 
when Jews declare total war on the 
British Commonwealth, when 5000 
Scotland Yard men are on duty to 
protect members of the British 
Parliament and public bulldings in 
London, we may well ask ourselves 
if Jewish gratitude exists. The 
“American Hebrew” published this 
year the following: “THE SACRI- 
FICE OF POLAND IS AS INSIG- 
NIFICANT AS THE LOSS OF 
THOUSANDS OF AMERICANS 
AND BRITISH SOLDIERS AS 
LONG AS THIS INSURES THE 
TRIUMPH OF WORLD JEWRY,” 
a strange phrase. It left us sceptic 
and made us begin to reflect 
seriously. 


Because Britain in Palestine ad- 
heres to the respect of law and or- 
der, and does not wish to cede to 
undue threats, disorder, blackmail, 
intimidation and terrorism various 
publications haye begun to cry “En- 
glish antisemitism.” Still it is 
well known that no other country 
in the world has been protected and 
helped the Jews than England. If 
Zionism, too much in a hurry to 
attain its end, finds anisemitisim in 
the attitude of London, we may 
well ask ourselves who will not be 
qualified as antisemitic in the fut- 
ure!

Save Plants From Shock 
By These New Methods 


Stir plant food tm bottom of hole before setting out plant. 


When plants are grown or pur- 
chased to be transplanted to the gar- 
den, care in performing this opera- 
tion will be repaid by small loss, 
and a quick recovery by the plant 
from the shock which inevitably re- 
sults to the plant. 

Young plants have remarkableen- 
durance, and often survive mistreat- 
ment, but this may result in a per- 
manently crippled plant, which ney- 
er reaches full vigor. 

The soil in which a plant is set 
should be loose. Heavy soils should 

ightly moist, but never wet; in 
lame condition that is favorable 
Ot: ‘Spading. 

Plants should be soaked the day 
before they are to be moved, and 
transferred from fiat, or pot, to the 
garden in the quickest time possible 
If you are growing them, carry the 
flat to the garden. 

Dig a hole of ample size to hold 
the roots and make sure that the soil 
you remove is crumbly. Throw a 
tablespoonful of balanced plant food 
in the bottom of the hole and mix it 
with the soil Then cover it with 
fresh soil. 

Now lift the plant from the flat, 
disturbing the roots as little as pos- 
sible, Above all, do not compact the 
soil about them into a a moist ball, 


as it may develop a crust from 
which the roots will not easily 
escape. 

Never prune the roots, or the top 
of the plant. This is an old prac- 
tice often followed by professionals, 
but scientific tests have shown that 
it serves no useful purpose and may 
do harm, The leaves are digestive 
organs of the plant, and needed fer 
quick recovery. 

Hold the plant in position, a little 
lower than it stood in the flat, or 
pot, and fill ir. around it with fine 
soil. Firm the soil around the 
roots, but before filling the hole, pour 
in half a cup of water out of a buck- 
et in which fertilizer has been 
stirred to make a ‘‘starter solu- 
tion.”” This serves as a stimulant 
which helps the plant recover quick- 
ly and resume growth, 

To make a starter solution spe- 
cial soluble fertilizers may be used, 
according to directions. Lacking 
them, use your regular balanced 
plant food, stirring in one table- 
spoonful per gallon of water. 

When the water is poured into the 


hole after the soil is packed around | 


the plant, it helps pack the soll 
around the roots, establishing the 
firm contact which is desirable.

EXCLUSIVE YEARLING CLUB 


Its Ex-Alcoholic Members Made 
Good Their Return from Skid Row

Cleyéland, ©., (NEA)—Alcoholics 
Anonymous and the Salvation Ar- 
my teamed up to form an exclus- 
ive club to help men find their 
way back from "Skid Row.” 

The Yearling Club, which start- 
ed in Cleveland and Philadelphia 
and now has units in more than 
15 eastern cities, 1s limited to ex- 


ou: Membership is automa- 
@ fc and is granted as a “first birth- 


day” celebration for former alco- 
holics who have completed their 
first full year of sobriety. 

How the club operates is shown 
in the story a 60-year-old man 
told at the “birthday party” mark- 
ing his membership. 

This man, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of California and Harvard 
Law School, had a law practice 
that brought him a palatial home 
and a 10,000-acre ranch. He never 
drank an alcoholic drink until he 
was 52. 

In the eight years that followed, 
he once found himself pushing a 
mop in the alcoholic ward of a 
charity hospital. For a time he 
was drinking a quart of whiskey a 


‘day and taking 20 grains of bar- 


bitol. 

When somebody steered him to 
the Salvation Army men’s home in 
Cleveland, he found a place he 
could live and work while getting 
moral ald from Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. 

‘These are the only A. A. units 
in which the members live togeth- 
er. The 80 men in the Cleveland 
home include college graduates 


laborers, 
white collar workers and profess- 


contraotors, businessmen, 
jonal men. While “in training,” 
they repair and make furniture, 
run a Sales store, collect and bale 
more than six million tons of pap- 
er each year, and do their own 
housekeeping. 

“The men who come to us are 
down and out, beaten, despondent 
derelicts. They are hopeless men 
according to all modern sciences, 
but we have proved that this is 
not so,” said Maj. Peter J. Hof- 
man, head of the men’s home 
which joined with A. A. for the 
project, 

Interested men come from fails, 
workhouses, flop houses, and oth- 
er “skid row” areas, 

They are given a paying job in 
the home, a bed, good meals, medi- 
ical attention, recreation, and per- 
sonal counseling. Each man is gi-

ven a sponsor and takes a three 
months course in A.A. fundament- 
als. Each case 1s treated separate- 
ly on its own merit. 


Eventually, the “new” men leave 
the home, return to their families 
and old jobs.,Some homeless men, 
because of their age, continue to 
live and work at the home. 

No man is compelled to stay. But 
Major Hoffman's records show that 
75 per cent of those who go out 
within six weeks fail, while 90 per 


cent. or more who stay three 
months make the grade. 
“Our turnover is great — al- 


most 300 a year,” the major ,said. 
“And we even have to make res- 
ervations.” 

Then when a man {s sober for a 
full year and still wishes to be 
associated with the home, he is 
initiated into the Yearling Club, 


which currently has 19 members. 


A drunkard is booked, but not at

Navy's Boon to Amputees: 


Plastic Hand Foo 


Controls Hidden 
Inside Life-Like 
‘Cosmetic Glove’

Swarthmore, Pa. (NEA)--Shake 
hands with Marine Captain John 
B. Minick. 

That's right. The one you're 
shaking is the good one. He left 
the other one, and part of his left 
arm, too, at Iwo Jima. But you'll 
have to look awfully close to tell 
that his new left hand {s a sub- 
stitute. 


With it he can tle his shoelaces 
in 60 seconds, just as fast as you 
can. He can do all the dally, rou- 
tine chores you do without re- 
vealing himself as an amputee. 


Minnick's two-handed — success 
has given the Navy big hopes for 
the “experimental hand” that gave 
Minnick a new lease of life. 


It is a light-weight, Intricate 
mechanism fitted into a plastic, 
life-like glove. A product of den- 
tal and plastics research, the ‘'cos- 
metic gloye” for the new hand 
was perfected at the Dental School 
of the Naval Medical Center, 
Bethesda, Md., and the mechan- 
ism by the Plastics Division of 
the Naval Ordnance Laboratory at 
Silver Spring, Md. 

Now approved for production by 
the Navy, the “experimental hand” 
replaces the “hook” and the ex- 
posed mechanism of the “service 
tissue type hand” formerly supplied

other amputees, a routine of hos- 
pitals and surgery and therapeutic 
treatment, Doctors gave him back 
almost full use of his left shoul- 
der, bicep and elbow. He learned 
to use an artificial forearm, finally 
an artificial hand. 


The Navy's new “experimental 
hand” gave him his biggest boost 
back to normal life. Because of 
a magnesium ‘compositions, it wel- 
ghs half-as much as the older type. 
The glove that covers the mechan- 
ism is plastic molded from a hu- 
man hand. It is the color of hu- 
man flesh, contracts and stretches 
much like human skin. 


With his new hand no longer 
an experiment as far as he is con- 
cerned, Minnick is back with his 
wife and two daughters in Swarth- 
more. He works as an insurance 
underwriter, hunts, fishes , and 
even finds time for target practice 
with cronies on the small bore 
rifle range at Philadelphia's Mar- 
ine Corps League, |

‘Elizabeth of the Air’ Is British Bid for Sky Trade 


By NEA Foreign Service 


Bristol, Eng., (NEA) --Britain ts 
about to do for the airlanes what 
she did for the sealanes with the 
Queen Elizabeth. She is readying 
for trans-Atlantic air service the 
world’s largest passenger land plane, 
the 126-ton "Barbazon 1.” 


Powered by eight giant engines, 
the Barbazon will wing its way from 
London to New York with a pay 
load of 70 to 100 sleeping passeng- 
ers on the night run or 120 sitting 
up on daylight trips. It will have a 
crew of 13, Including five stewards. 


The Barbazon ts being assembled 
now at the Bristol Aeroplane plant 
in suburban Filton. Development 
and production cost $16,000,000. The 
builders hope to have the plane 
ready for test flights by May or 


dune, After that they will go to 
work in three more Barbazons 
which British Airways hopes to 


have in service by 1950. 


Some idea of the new sky giant's 
psize can be gained by comparison 
with the XB-36, the U.6. Army's 
giant bomber. Both have a wing- 
span of 230 fect. The XB-36 has 
only six engines. The Barbazon 1 
fops all American land planes. The 
Army's giant C-74 Globemaster has 
a wingspan of 173 feet. The Doug- 
jas DC-6 passenger plane now in 
service {5 only 1171-2 feet between 
wingtips. r

Osborne Bacon of the Du Pont 
research laboratory says it’s the 
work that goes {nto pummeling and 
squeezing clothes — plus the rins- 
ing—that chases dirt. 

When you pour soap flakes in 
your washing machine, the soap 
has already done its job before you 
can plug in the machine, Bacon 
says soap only loosens dirt. It’s 
the bouncing and whirling of the 
plungers which takes the dirt off. 
The soap sects up a proteotiye ac- 
tion. Too, it keeps the dirt from 
going back into the cloth. 

Bacon says it's this protective 
action that makes your washing 
sparkle. If you don’t use enough 
soap, your clothes are likely to 
come out grey. 

But, he warns, it doesn't neces- 
sarily follow that, the more soap, 
the whiter the wash, Beyond sudsy 
concentration,’ more elbow grease,

ADVICE WELCOME — BUT NOT 
THREATS 

Canadian industrialists could no 
doubt have received the advice of 
a government official concerning 
the wisdom of reducing prices with 
the increase of sales more kindly 
had he left it at that. However, it 
is doubtful if many indutrialists 
took kindly to the implication that 
if they didn’t reduce prices controls: 
would be reintroduced. 

Tt is fairly generally conceded. 
now that controls in the past are 
really responsible tor the difficulty 
al present. It was these restrictive 
measures which {mposed depressive 
conditions on the country’s econ- 
omy and created the head of steam 
which has blown us Into a state 
of temporary Inflation, And be- 
cause of its suddeness It $s much 
more difficult to cope with than 
any form of gradual inflation we 
might have encountered if controls 
had never been imposed. Had there 
never been any controls two things 


might have happened, (a) there 
might not have been any great 
economic disturbance and (b) if 


inflation had set in all things 
would have advanced more or less 
in: proportion, As it ls now a control 
here and there is lifted while others 
are retained and a sort of hit and 
miss inflation has set in which has 
upset the applecart and is causing 
8 lot of unnecessary trouble. 

The solution seems most likely 
to be in the abandonary of all con- 
trols so that things can become 
more evenly balanced. How else 
can the levelling out process take 
place? | 

As for the actual advances which 
have been made recently we believe 
that any reference to them by the | 
government is very ill timed since | 
it is to blame for many of them 
by its subsidization policy. Were 
not the first advances in prices | 
made by the government itself 
when It stopped the payment of 
subsidies? And were not the price 
increases authorized by the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board on | 
many commodities greater by far 
than any producer would have had 
the nerve to impose in one move?

We do not question the state- 
ment “that shopping was accomp- 
lished in less time than under for- 
mor conditfons.” However, another 
question arises, “was less shopping 
accomplished than under former 
conditions?” The answer to this 
question will be known when the 
merchants look at their balance 
sheet after a year's operation. If 
sales are down, enthusjasm over 
the system may not be so noticeable. 

Every retail merchant knows it is 
poor business to hurry a customer-- 
he may decide the wrong way or 
then again he may forget to purch- 
asé a number of items he intended 
to, 

If the merchants and main street 
businessmen feel parking meters 
will hurt their trade then their in- 
stallation may be unwise. If it is 
possible to defer installation without 
expense to either the town or com- 
pany ‘t would probably be a good

| CANADA'S PLAGE IN THE BRIT- 


ISH COMMONWEALTH OF NA- 
TIONS 

Such is the title of a special 
article appearing in “Canada 1947,” 
the official handbook of present 
conditions and recent progress. 
The article in its opening para- 
graphs deals with the life ana 
Stowth of the British Empire. His- 
torlans, it notes, have stated that 
there are three distinct periods in 
{ts development: The first British 
Empire of the early 17th century, 
the development of which was 
sharply curtailed by the American 
Revolution in 1776; the second 
British Empire which reached the 
height of its power in the First 
World War of 1914-18; And now 
the third British Empire, new in 
form, new in conditions it has to 
face and even new in name, for 
it has become the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. 

What is the British Common- 
wealth of Nations of which Can- 
ada js a part and in which she 
occupies an important place? For 
the the answer to this question we 
refer you to the writer’s definition; 

“The British Commonwealth of 
Nations has often been described as 
an unique family system of freely 
associated nations, equal in status 
though not in stature. This nsso- 
clation of members is not a single 
State but a group of States under 
common monarch. This group of 
States has not pooled its posses- 
sions, has no central government, 
no uniform system of money, no 
commonwealth bank, no consol|- 
dated public debt. This group of 
States has not been created by 
logic or over-all planning but has 
grown gradually in accordance 
with the separate wills of its mem- 
bers, adopting its institutions and 
conventions to changing circum- 
Stancés.” 

“The Commonwealth is now a 
fraternity of soverélgn States, reg- 
ularly’ informing and frequently 
consulting each other on certain 
aspects of their external policy and 
often co-operation on matters of 
mutual interest, Just as members 
of a family grow up:and shape thelr 
own lives, and family tles become 
less. evident in mature life, so has 
the British Empire grown up since 
1914 and become the present-day 
British Commonwealth of Nations.” 

Canada with {ts 12,119,000 people 
occupies a key position in the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations. Its 
Inhabitants are fortunate indeed 
that the foresight of those who 
pioneered this vast country was 
such as to make them a part of 
this family of nations, It was they

THROUGH SMOKING 

“There 1s little doubt that elg- 
arette cards first appeared in this 
country as early as 1881 or 1882”, 
said Col. GC. L. Bagnall in a rec- 
ent BBC program. ‘It was not un- 
til 1894, as far as this country 1s 
concerned, that pictorial series 
such as ships, soldiers, etc., were 
generally isued. Between 1894 and 
1904 some really fine productions 
printed in as many as fourteen 
different colours, were sponsored 
by the larger cigarette manufact- 
urers of that period, and from that 
date cards were produced covering 
every conceivable subject:... From 
1934 to 1942-493, Germany used clg- 
arette cards as a propoganda wea- 
pon. They inserted coupons with 
cigarettes, and in exchange for, 
say, 250 coupons, a series of 250 
cards with a beautifully produced 
album could be obtained, Over two 
million albums entitled “Adolph 
Hitler” with introduction by Goe- 
ring and a foreword by Goebbels | 
mounted with large real photo- 
graphs, were issued and large num- 
bers of other propoganda series 
found thelr way into German 
homes, 

Many inserts, other than pictoral 
cards, have been issued with cig- 
arettes. In America, small sections 
of fabric which could be sewn to- 
gether to make up blankets or 
rugs were issued between 1910 and 
1915, and these were used as an 
attempt to induce women to smoke, 

Colonel Bagnall ended by telling 
a true cigarette card story with a 
spy angle. “Barly in 1939”, he said, 
“a man with a foreign name took 
offices in the West End and ad- 
vertised offering to pay 2s. for 
every set of 50 of the “Modern 
Naval Craft” series sent in. When 
I called at his office he had sev- 
eral assistants packing his pur- 
chases in cases. As this particular 
series was only worth about 2s. 
per 1,000 cards I felt conyinced 
that something was wrong ard re- 
ported the matter to the CID... 
They were apparenly satisfied that 


afterwards he ceased . operating. 
The problem that had troubled me 
‘was solved after the outbreak of 
war. Albums of those cards were 
found in U-boats and other enemy 
craft. They were using them for 
recognition purposes."— B. B. C. 
Bulletin. 
DANGEROUUS ACT IS 
THOUGHTLESSNESS 

It is amazing how thoughtless 
younger people can be if they hap- 
pen to make use of a bicycle. The 
other day a couple of lads rode up 
in front of the post offite, dropped 
their bikes right flat on the side- 
walk and left them there while they 
spent some time inside the build- 
ing. During thelr absence an older 
person nearly fell as they stumbled 
on one of the wheels, and in re- 
gaining balance stepped on the 
spokes leaving them well bent.

THAT BODY 


SYMPTOMS FOLLOWING HEAD 
INJURIES 

While theré 1s no quedtion that 
blows on hoad from ‘béxing, fdt- 
ball, falls or other injuries do 
cause after symptoms, what is 
sometimes forgottten is that some 
of these cases showed some odd be- 
havior béfore they re¢eived the in- 
jury, Thus in my work as medical 
éxaminer and physiclan for ab ath=- 
lotic commission I haye hesitated 
to pass 4 boxér or other athlete 
if I thought he showéd signs o1 
béing “punch” drunk. When in- 
formed by réliablée sources, friends 
of Kis béyhdod, that he “always” 
had a “queer” streak in him I al- 
lowéd him t6 box, wrestle, play 
football or othér gAmes. I am try- 
ing to point ut that head injuries 
to athletes resulting in mental sym- 
ptoms are not always due wholly 
to the head injury but partly to 
the makeup of the individual. 

In’ Archives of _ Neurology and 
Psychiatry, Ohicago, Dr. H. L. Kozol 
reports his study of 101 patients 
with acute head injuriés, to find 
out their pérsonality béfore and 
after the injury. 

In a number of these patients the 
symptoms of odd behavior appeared 
for the first time after the injury. 
‘The general rule was that the men- 
tal changes in the patient were 
most noticeable shortly aftér he was 
discharged from hospital and wero 
at their worst three to six weeks af- 
tér discharge. Thes¢ mental chan- 
ges were beginning to clear up at 
thé end of thrée months. About 50 
per cent of the patients showed 
some persistent to symptoms at 
six months and about 15 per cent. 
had symptoms which persisted a 
year or longer.’ 

The outstanding finding in these 
cases was that patients who had 
odd behavior symptoms beforé they 
were injured showed more mental 
symptoms after the injury and 
these symptoms persisted for a 
longer time than in those without 
these mental symptoms before the 
injury. 

As can be expected after head 
injuries any form of stress —com- 
pensation, law or court ré6m pro- 
ceedings, occupation difficulties — 
all ofused delay in full recovery 
from the mental symptoms because 
emotional stress aggravated symp- 
toms of mind and body. 
TESTOSTERONE PROPIONATE 

IN ANGINA PECTORIS 

Some months ago I wrote about 
the good results obtained by use 
of testosterone propionaté in the 
treatment of angina pectoris, that 
severe gripping pain under breast 
boné. As some physicians did not 
obtain these good results there was 
for a timé some question as to the 
real value of this drug, which ie 
extracted from the male sex glands 
of animals. 

During the past year more favor- 
Able reports are available, one ser- 
ies of 100 cases, 92 men and 8 wo- 
men, being reported by Dr, M.A. 
Leéser in the Journal of endocrin- 
ology, Springfield, Tl. 

Twenty-five mg. of this harmone 
was administered twice a week tor 
the first two weeks with an ayer- 
age of twélve injections in the 
whole series. No cornplicationg oc- 
curred. Ninety-one of the patients 
improvéd for periods of from two 
to thirty-four months. There was 
no improvement whére sesamé oil 
was used instead of testosterone 
Propionate, although these same 
Patients were studied by exercise 
tests as exércisé brings on attacks 
of agina pectoris. The tests were 
Siven before and during the course 
of the treatment. In each of these 
Patients the amount of exercise 
they could pérform before the at- 
tack of angina pectoris occurred 
was greatly increased under treat- 
ment by testosterone propionate, 
the severity of attacks, as measured 
by the length of time the pain 
lasted, was greatly decreased, 

The exercise taken--walking up 
and down stairs, walking a certain 
distance at a certain rate of speed, 
touching toes x number of times-- 
1S @ real test as to the actual con- 
dition present.

HEART DISEASE 

A worried father called me up 
about his 12-year-old boy, who had 
heart disease, 

“I haye every confidence in my 
family physfclan but as your 
schoolmate when youngsters I'm 
asking you what the chances are 
for my boy. My doctor called it in- 
flammation of the heart or suba- 


cute bacterial endocarditis.” 1 told

him that I was sorry that I knew 
of nothing that could be done more 
than his doctoy was doing and that 
the boy would likely die, He died 
shortly afterwards. 

During World War I we were 
unable to help this type of heart 
disefse; it was certainly disheart- 
éning to sce these fine fellows die, 
When the sulfa drugs were found 
to be so effective in pneumonia it 
was hoped that they would be 
equally effective in distroying the 
bacteria (organisms) causing in- 
flammation of lining of the heart, 
but they failed to do so, 

However that penicillin can des- 
troy these organisths has been 
shown in several seri¢s of cases 
reported from different parts of 
the world. I have spoken of the 
brilliant results obtained in two 
of these series. 

In the Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation Journal Dr. H.E, Rykert, 
Toronto, reports a detailed account 
of results obtained by penicillin 
in 15 cases, all of which showed 
the ‘usual symptoms of subacute 
bacterial endocarditis--fever, in 
flammation of lining of heart, pres- 
ence of the organisms in the blood. 


Penicillin was given by Injections 
into vein or into muscle. A special 
apparatus was used for injection 
Of penicillin into muscle “designed 
to déliver 250 to 500cc of penicillin 
in normal saline in a twelve hour 
period.” The amount given varied 


between 100,000 to 1,000,000 units 
dally for twenty-eight days. 

The results in the 15 cases show- 
ed the organisms killed in § and 
patients recovered and have had 
no return in 17, 16, 14, 13, and 8 
months respectively, In 5 other cas- 
es the organisms were killed by the 
penicillin but the patient died from 
the original disease--lungs, kidneys 
--which had causéd thé encarditis. 
In 5 others who died the penicillin 
had failed to kill the organisms, 


PREVENTION OF WHOOPING 
COUGH 

Although whooping cough 1s dis- 
tressing to the child and aworry- 
Some éxperience for parents, most 
of us may not consider it serious. 
However, physiclans and health 
departments advise parents to have 
their childrén immunized against 


whooping cough because of its 
complications which sometimes 
cause death. 


Unfortunately it is only within 
the last couple of years that we 
have learnéd that oné of the res- 
ults of whooping cough which does 
not appear for years later is attacks 
of epilepsy. I mentioned this in an 
article some months ago and it 
should ever be in the minds of 
parents. 

What about the prevention of 
whooping cough now that its ser- 
fous complications and conse- 
quences are known? 

In Medical Oinics of North Amer- 
ica, Dr, L.W. Sauer, outstanding 
authority on whooping cough, gives 
three precautions which can pre- 
vent whooping cough in any com- 
munity, 


swab culture of nose and throat, 
having child cough on a plate or 
slide, examination of blood cor- 
puscles, followed by prompt iso- 
lation of the patient. 

2. Rigid isolation of other chil- 
dren who have not been immunized 
(protected) against whooping cough 
who have been intimately associated 
with the patient--play, home, 
echool--during the period of incu- 
bation (earliest symptoms, while 
disease is developing.) 

3. Routine active immunization 
of all children after reaching six 
months of age with a stimulating 
(preventative) dose of vaccine 
after known clos¢ exposure or con- 
tact with the disease, before start- 
ing school. 

“Between 1936 and 1945 in Evan- 
ston, Illinois, where the number of 
children annually vaecinated 
against whooping cough 1s about 
equal to the number of new birthz, 
no immunized (protected by vac- 


extracts in pernicious anemia as 
discovered by Drs, Minot and Mur- 
phy, Boston.- Also the discovery of 
vitamins and thelr uses in nutrition 
4s a big step forward in maintain- 
ing health and the prevention of 
disease, 

One of the common disease not 
yet conquered, as a whole, is asthma. 
We do not think of it as serious in 
comparison with pernicious anemia 
and diabetes, because sufferers with 
asthma do not usually die by asth- 
ma directly. That life |s made mis- 
erable by asthma, for both patient 
and his family, Js only too true, 
however. 

The reason that the cause ol 
many cases of asthma has béen slow 
in béing discovered is because asth- 
ma is not now considered a diseas¢ 
in itself, as is typhoid fever or 
tuberculosis, but a group of symp- 
tons due to seVeral conditions, ali 
of which conditions or defects 
causé an Irritation of the bronchia)

Mr. Chas. Venning, speaking in 
support of Miss Gray, said teacher's 
salaries were too low to start with 
without making deductions, He 
had heard that Miss Gray was go- 
ing to resign, he told the Board, 
and he would be very sorry if she 
did. 


Trustee Larmer thought some of 
the days missed by some of the 
teachers could have been avoided. 

‘Trustee Strong sald possibly tea- 
chers should have been warned but 
Miss Hocken kept the Purple Hill 
school open 21 days in March (full 
time) while some teachers only kept 
schools open 10 or 11 days. There 
Was as much snow at Purple Hill 
as any other place — pupils and 
teacher walked to school for six 
Weeks as horses could not travel. 

Trustee Jackson said perhaps the 
Board had been hasty in their de- 
cision but there should be a better 
understanding between the Board 
and teachers. Some teachers did 
not phone, he said , and pupils were 
not aware whether or not there 
would be any school, 

Inspector McEwen adyised some 
compromise bteween Board and tea- 
chers. 

When the motion was rescinded 
all teachers were ordered notified

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WEED KILLER NEEDS CARE- 
FUL HANDLING 

The field crops Commissioner of 
the Alberta Department of Agricul- 
ture---A.M. Wilson---says that the 
use of two-four-d is still in the ex- 
perimental stage and farmers 
should exercise care in handling 
this weed killer, 

It is unwise to infer that because 
this weed killer works well under 
certain conditions that it will be 
equally effective in others, sald 
Wilson. Concentration of the chem- 
icals, he pointed out, the kind of 
esp; stage of growth; temperature; 
soil moisture and fertility all effect 
ie results. 

There are, however, said Wilson, 
certain recommendations that can 
be’ made with regard to the weed 
killer's uses. These are based on 
experiments in Western Canada 
and in North-Central --Unitea 
States. They were outlined at the 
recent’ weed conference in Iowa. 

Two-four-d may be used, it was 
pointed out, to control broad leaved 
weeds in lawns, in grass pastures 
and in- persistent growing crops, 

The weed killer may also be used 
to control most of the broad leaved 
weeds on roadsides and on other 
areas where there are no. suscept- 
{ple crop plants of ornamentals, 
Two-four-d may be used to treat 
perennial weeds in grass pastures. 
Although it will praye injurious if 
used in legume pastures. 

The Alberta Agricultural Depart- 
ment also points out that the grow- 
ing of barley---in addition to the 
immediate cash adyantages---is 
another method of holding down 
weeds not only will barley produce 
a profitable crop on land too weedy 
to be used for wheat production, 
but with proper management iv 
will bring weeds under control at 
the same time.

Farmers in Alberta will plant an 
increased Flax acreage In 1947, the

PREPARE BILL TO 
IMPORT FARM LABOh ¢ 

A bill to import farm labor in 1947 
is just about ready for final enact- 
ment in the United States Congress. 

It gained much ground when the 
U.S, House agreed to a compromise 
with the Senate which would extend | 
the measure to the end of the year: 
Previously, the House had insisted 
that the bill expire at the end of 
six months. 

There is little expectation of a 
new hitch in the passage of the 
bill. If passed, the bill will permit 
continued importation of farm help 
from Mexico, Cuba, Jamaica and 
other areas off the coast of United 
States. (BUP). 


CANADA BRITAIN’S CHIEF 
SOURCE OF GRAIN 

A London report shows that Can- 
ada is still Great Britain’s chief 
source of grain and flour. Reports 
Say that during the first quarter of 
this year we shipped 76 million dol- 
Jars worth of grains and flour into 
the United Kingdom. 

The London figures showed that 
these commodities were shipped into 
England from Canada during the 
first quarter at the rate of 19 mil- 
lion pounds in English money. The 
United States sent in grains and 
flour valued in London at just about 
6 million pounds. While Argentina 
received three million pounds in 
English money for shipments it 
made to the United Kingdom in 
this connection. 

The figures showed that Britain 
exported one hundred and one per- 
cent of her 1938 average in the first 
quarter, a drop from the one hund- 
red and eleven per cent, mark at the 
latter end of 1946, 

During the first quarter of this 
year Argentina supplanted Canada 
the matter of bacon shipments, Ca- 
nada supplies three million, 500 
thousand pounds worth of bacon of 
the total of four million 600 pounds 
Spent by Britain tor bacon, 

Danish shipments of bacon to 
Britain showed an increase, 

While Canada lead all meat, all 
in bacon, wheat and grain ship- 
ments, It stood behind New Zeal- 
and and Argentina in the beef 
fleld, Canadian egg * shipments 
showed to value at about two mil- 
fon pounds with Danish shipments 
showing a three-fold increase, 

FAVOR ANGLO-CANADIAN 

WHEAT CONTROL 

Speaking of wheat shipments, a 
recent poll of farm radio forums by 
the Federation of Agriculture, 
showed that these groups were 
strongly in favor of the Anglo-Ca- 
nadian wheat contracts, Tt was 
8enerally agreed that the main fea- 
ture was the stabilizatjon of pric- 
es that the contract afforded the 
Industry, 

Across Canada, 65 Per cent were 
in fayor of the British wl 
tract,

22% MORE TRACTORS SOLD 

HERE 

Sale of tractors 1n Canada dur- 
ing 1946 showed an Sncrease of over 
22 percent, A survey of the farm 
power machinery Industry, how, 
ever, indicates that the outlook for 
1947 js a continuation of supply 
problems for distributors and retail 
dealers, It is pointed out that there 
are continued difficulties In the 
supplies of materials for the pro- 
duction of farm machinery while 
the IWbor situation in connection 
with this industry is still uncertain, 

Sales of tractors in 1946 totalled 
22 thousand, 762 for wheel and 
crawler models, compared with 18 
thousand, 606 the year before, This 
yepresents an increase of 22 point 
\three percent for the year. 

Meanwhile, sales of tractors in 
Eastern Canada increased by over 
36 percent during the same year 
while in the west the increase In 
purchases rose 14 point six per- 
cent. * 

The farm machinery industry 
survey shows that of the tota) trac- 
tors sold in 1946, ovér 98 percent 
were of the all wheel type with air 
tires. 

Combine sales in 1946 totalled 
oyer six thousand for the Domin- 
ion, a decrease compared with six 
thousand, 729 sold in Canada dur- 
ing 1945. Of the 1946 total, five 
thousand 346 of the combines were 
sold in Western Canada with only 
703 sold in Eastern Canada, of 
which 649 were in Ontario. 

Thresher sales totalled one thous- 
and and 48 for 1946, as compared 
with 725 the year preylous, In this 
case the Lion's share was purchased. 

It was pointed out that these in- 
creases in the sales of farm power 
machinery took place in 1946 des- 
pite strikes and industrial unrest, 
which prevented a normal supply 
of raw materials to factories, {n- 
cluding steel, rubber and electrical 
parts. 

RETURN TO FREE ENTERPRISE 
BUYING SOUGHT P 

A London report shows a call for 
a return to free enterprise buying 
on the part of the United Kingdom 
as against the present state or 
“bulk” buying from overseas miur- 
kets. 

Speaking before the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce in London 
in a presidential address----J.C. 
Patterson---said that, while Canada 
has served England with all kinds 
of foods and goods for a number 
of years, “stale buying and bulk 
buying have interferred with nor- 
mal trade.” Patterson added that 
all concerned, directly or indirectly, 
“will hope with me that the gov- 
ernment can see fit to permit the 
normal practice of free enterprise 
to resume, with as little delay as 
possible.” 

CRITICAL OF U.S. WHEAT 

RECEIPTS 

Premier Ramadier of France Is 
critical of the amount of wheat 
his country is receiving from the 
United States, He says that unless 
shipments are stepped up, France 
will have to buy wheat in Argen- 
tina or elsewhere. 

The Premier expects May and 
June to be critical food months in 
France. In July its own wheat har- 
vest wil] be underway and he ex- 
pects an improvement in the situ- 
ation. 

French request for wheat from 
Canada have failed to meet with 
success to date. The Canadian Goy- 
ernment holds that it is committed 
to send grain to England and will 
serve the United Kingdom before 
all else.

Early Sowing 


Success with Garden Peas 


Since only the seed of garden peas 
are used, the food yield is small 
compared to the space they take, 

They are a cool weather crop, and 
do best in sections where spring 
comes so early there is time for 
them to mature before hot weather 
arrives; or in the northern tier of 
states where summers aré relative. 
ly cool, 


Everywhere the first sowing of 
Peas should be made early as pos- 
sible, having in mind that the finer 
varieties, which have wrinkled 
seed, may decay if the soil remains 
“cold and damp too long after they 
ere sown, Smooth seeded peas will 
not decay so easily, but they are not 
of as high quality as the wrinkled 
kinds. 


Where spring comes late, and 
summer follows quickly, only one 
crop of peas is likely to be success- 
ful, and for this an early dwart 
variety should be grown under the 
most favorable condilions. In new 
gardens, or old ones where peas 
have not been grown before, the 
seed will grow better if inoculated 
with a bacterial culture which can’ 
be obtained for that purpose. 


Seed should be sown at least 1 
inch ‘apart in the row, in fertile soil, 
Plant food should be applied at the 
rate of 4 pounds {o 100 feet of row, 
either mixed well with the soil be- 
fore sowing, or spread in trenches 
on either side of the row, a little 
deeper than the seed are sown. The 
seed should be covered 1 to 2 inches 
deep, 

In sections where weather condi- 
tions are fayorable to peas, it Is 
possible to grow them in twin rows

Space peas no closer than 1 inch 
apart, 
six inches apart; in the space be- | 
tween the rows the tweeds are | 
pulled, but the soll is not cultivat- 
ed.

By profes- 
tion, he is a disc Jockey, 

The disc jockey {s one of the 
marvels of our time.y The de- 
mands of his calling are simple 
and few. He must be able to put 
a record on a turntable, start the 
music, and stop it, He must have 
w folksy milcrophone manner, and 
a knowledge of basio English, and 
a gift of ad lib gab, 

With these talents 
jockeys grow rich and famous. 
Webster may not be as rich as 
some,--yet. But few knights of 
the turntable can match his influ- 
ence in the field of popular music. 

Fresh out of the service, Webst- 
er went back to his old employer, 
WBT in Charlotte, N.C., last Sep- 
tember. He bought a dozen old it- 
ems at random from a record col- 
lector. Among them was “Heart- 
aches,” a 1932-model Ted Weems 
platter distinguished by a twangy 
banjo, a hard ride on the drums, 
and a whistling chorus by Elmo 
Tanner. 

Webster played the record on the 
second program of his’ post-war 
show, and started the coronary 
twinge felt around the world. It 
seems WBTs signal really carries 
far beyond North Carolina and 
“fleartaches” soon was a universal 
malady of the air and the juke box.

When instructions on the packet 
say to sow garden seed in hills, 
beginners would naturally suppose 
that this means jn mounds, elevat- 
ed above the surrounding surface. 

But in most sections of our coun- 
try, it means a point, as distin- 
guished from a line, and is more 
likely to be hollow than a mound. 
Only where the ground is so low that 
it does not drain well, or rainfall 
may be so heavy it runs off slowly, 
should garden hills be elevated. 

Among seeds sown in hills are 
cucumbers, melons, pumpkins and 
squash, which all produce vines 
that spread over the ground; also 
bush pumpkins and squash, which 
make fairly large bushes and re- 
quire ample space to develop, Sweet 
corh is sometimes Sown in hills, 
three plants to a hill, though the 
practice of growing this crop in 
drills is spreading, 

Hills are Jined up in a straight 
row, and spaced at equal distancés 
apart in the row. The usual prac- 
tice is to dig a shallow hole with 
a trowel, mix plant food with the 
soil in the bottom, fill soil on top 
of this, and then place the seeds, 
using a few more than plants aré 
to he grown. This is to make sure 
that enough come up; if more grow 
than are wanted, the surplus ones 
are thinned out, 

In well drained gardens, it may 
be advisable to leaye a slight de- 
pression above the seeds, since 
most of the varieties sown in hills 
are tender, and are sown late when 
warm weather dries the soil and 
rains, have become less frequent

sion will concentrate the moisture 
from light rains and heayy dews, 
to speed up germination of the seed. 

To facilitate cultivation, each hill 
should be marked by a stake until 
the seeds begin to grow. When the 
hills are accurately lined cultivation 
between rows may be carried out 
with the same ease as between 
drills; and a hand-hoe can be used 
to keep down weeds in the row.

According to Mr. Card before the 
plan could be put into operation 
here a local contractor would have 
to undertake to -built at least ten 
houses. Stipulations on the part 
of Central Mortgage called for the 
houses being built at a price which 
they name and provides that the 
builder sell them at a price also to 
be fixed by them. It was further 
stipulated that the builder must: 
{irst—offer the units for sale to vet- 
erans but failing an adequate num- 
ber of buyers among veterans they 
could be offered to the general 
public; second — build to Central 
Mortgage specifications, preferably 
using their plans. 


In return for meeting these re- 
quirements Mr, Card said Central 
Mortgage was prepared to—(a) gu- 
arantee priority on building mater- 
jals (b) agree to take any unsold 
houses off the builder's hands at a 
price ranging from $350 to $500 less 
than the fixed sale price. This, he 
said, should let the builder out with 
costs, plus a small return on his 
investment. \ 

‘The town’s part in the plan ac- 
cording to Mr. Card, consisted of 
approving the plan, expressing a 
need for the units and making the 
necessary water and sewage serv- 
ices available before the project was 
undertaken. Cost of installation of 
the services would be chargeable to 
the property which would be purch- 
ased by the builder, the speaker 
stated.

Following a question perlod dur- 
ing which the two builders present, 
Messrs. Power and Tully, Deputy- 
reeve McFadden, Mr. D. McQuarrie 
and others cleared up points relat- 
ing to the plan. Mr. Smith of 
Schofield Insurance explained how 
his company fitted into the picture. 
He explained that his company 
acted as the agent between the 
builder and the purchaser. For 
a nominal fee of $175 per unit he 
sald they would undertake to look 
after all the details pertaining to 
sales, including financing of the 
purchaser and subsequent relmburse 
ment of the buyer. He said many 
of the units under construction 
elsewhere were sold before the 
foundation was laid and as a result 
he estimated that a builder could 
finance each unit with a $1,000 cash 
plus the advances he would receive 
from them following the sale, based 
on building progress. 


Citing typical units as under con= 
struction in Peterboro, Oshawa, and 
Belleville he explained that the 
lowest cost unit being built in Pet- 
erboro sold at $5,450 — required a 
down payment of $1,150 and called 
for monthly payments of $35.11. 
This unit, he pointed out, was a 
four-room stuco on metal lath 
structure, fully equipped with con- 
venlences, and having outside dim- 
ensions of 23’6” x 318”, On the 
highest priced unit under construc- 
tion at Peterboro he quoted a sale 
price of $6,975. Financing after 
down payment was extended over 
20 years, he explained, but said that 
longed term financing was a possi- 
bility. Mr. Smith also thought that 
it would be possible to select a plan. 
for a house which could be bullt for 
less money than the lowest figure 
quoted. He also indicated that 
preference was given to the building 
of a 1% storey, 5-room house. 


In conclusion Mr. Smith said be.

THREE-FOLD PARTNERSHIP 
NEEDED IN C-A-S WORK 


LINDSAY 


“The service given by the Chil- 
dren's Ald Society or any other 
Child Welfare organization depends 
entirely on a three-fold partner- 
ship,” Miss. Nora Lee of Toronto 
told the combined annual meetings 
of the Ganadian Club and the 
Children’s Aid Soclety at Queen 
Street United Church Friday even- 
ing, Miss Lee has been connected 
with child welfare work across the 
Dominion for the past 25 years. 

She sald the three-fold partner- 
ship was in use in Ontario for the 
financing of the work done by the 
G-A-S, Financially there {s a com- 
bination of responsibility between 
the C-A-S Board as private citizens 
and the municipality, she pointed 
out, with a share of the funds com- 
ing from the municipality. Muni- 
cipal maintenance received by the 
Victoria-Haliburton Society in the 
year ending March 31st amounted 
to $18,787.86 of total receipts of 
$33,722.64, Other funds come from 
the province in relation to the 
adequacy of the society's service, 
In the local society this figure 
amounted to $1,500. 

The three-fold partnership 1s al- 
so important as far as service a 
society can give the community is 
concerned, she told the audience. 
The partnership here is between 
the Board, the staff and the com- 
munity itself, Unless the residents 
of the community are informed of 
the work of the Board and support 
the Board, the Board and staff 
alone can do very little, she assert- 
ed. 

Miss Lee outlined the philosophy. 
and movement of the C-A-S in 
Canada. She stated that basically 
the principals were the same across 
the Dominion with practices vary- 
ing to meet local needs. She said 
the Societies were the process of 
gradual evolution with the first 
one in Ontario, There are now 53 
Societies in Ontario and 91 in all 
of Canada. 

The idea of a local Board facil- 
itates the work of a Society because 
it knows the local need and knows 
what local service is required, she 
pointed out, Members of the board 
are integrated with local life, she 
added. £ 

“Unless we concern ourselyes with 
the welfare of our coming citizens 
what is the use of better public 
utilities.2” Miss Lee asked. Both 
the Public Utilities and C-A-S must 
work hand in hand to advance 
welfare work, she declared. 

She went on to say a Board 
had wider responsibilities than the 
care of a child who comes to the 
Society-- the Board must be a 
“watchdog” in the community, The 
Board cannot have a blanket policy, 
she continued, but must have a 
flexible program designed for the 
needs of all children.

Failure of the Government to 
propose tax concessions for private 
industry appears to be the main 
criticism of the new budget.

Equalized assessment, which Is 
the ayowed aim of the Lindsay 
Counell in trying to bring into ef- 
fect here a new system of assess- 
ment, Js the first step in the direc- 
tion of a planned economy for the 
administration of this branch of 
the town's finance. Planned econ- 
omy is a system under which indiv- 
idual circumstances are not consid- 
ered and the good and the bad, poor 
and the rich, the lazy and the am- 
bitious are all treated on an equal 
basis for purposes of achieving a 
certain goal or objective. In the 
past such systems have frequently 
when they 
did everyone suffered since every- 
one was included in the operation 
of the plan, 

Assessment of property is strictly 
a matter in which individual cases 
must be dealt with by a competent 
and understanding assessor. It is 
virtually Impossible for any stand- 
ard system of arriving at a proper 
assessment of property to be ap- 
plied with success, There are too

many things which influence prop- 
erty Value outside of construction 
features. Much depends on the 
property owner—some are indust- 
rious and seek to improve their 
Surroundings by the sweat of their 
brow for their own personal satis- 
faction. Should these people be 
Placed on a pgr for assessment 
purposes with those who do not 
Strive to beautify and improve their 
home surroundings? Should a sys- 
tem be allowed to come into effect 
which would discourage people from 
doing everything possible to add to 
the comfort and attractiveness of 
thelr home?

Toronto, April 30 (BUP)— Tor- 
onto retail merchants have pointed 
out a flaw in the ten percent price 
cut movement sweeping the coun- 
try.

Assessmont Procedure 


For some days past, the Lindsay 
Daily Post has been running © d= 
ers on proposed change of assess- 
ment procedure in the Town of 
Lindsay. In view of the fact that 
the press have been present at all 
miectings with the exception of one 
held on April 23rd, it should not be 
necessary to explain what Council 
is’ confronted with. However, in 
order that there will be no doubt 
in' the minds of the ratepayers, the 
following explanation is submitted, 

The purpose of assessment is to 
apportion the amount of taxes nec- 
essary to meet the cost of services 
for the people of the Municipality, 
and on’ the assessment, a tax rate is 
set to furnish required money to 
theet estimates. If the assessment 
is low, the rate may necessarily be 


high—if the assessment {s high, the | 


mill rate may be low, depending on 
requiréments. 

Following the assessment of 1946, 
thirty-six representing 
fifty-seven properties, appealed to 
thé Court of Revision. Of the fif- 
ty-seven appeals dealt with by the 
Court of Revision, five further ap- 
pealed to the County Judge. When 
rendering the Judgment, the County 
Judge condemned Assessment 
and recommended that a more mo- 
dern ssment be adopted. In 
the course of the evidence before 
the County Judge, comparisons were 
made and many are of the opinion 
that inequalities exist in the present 
system. Following receipt of the 
judgment which was published in 
the Local Press, and having in mind 
the development of the Town at 
this; it was decided to introduce a 
modern system. The system to be 
used, must of course, conform with 
the regulations of the Assessment 
Act, but from the factual informa- 
fion tabulated and the method of 
typing the various buildings in the 
Town, the information produced 
will tend to spread the tax in an

THE ASSESSOR IS MORE 


IMPORTANT THAN THE SYSTEM 

Without a good assessor and the 
cooperation of council no system of 
assessment cqn over hope to satis- 
fy the needs of a municipality. With 
this observation we believe most 
people will agree, And yet when It 
was pointed out following the recent 
Court of Revision appeals that cer- 
tain shortcomings appeared to exist 
| in Lindsay's assessment setup all 
| attention was centred on searching 
for a new system and practically 
none on the assessors— except of 
course to plan to oust them. By 
this we don’t mean that the two 
assessors then in charge were not 
competent—we are referring to the 
conditions under which they were 
expected to work. How much in-

ACT REVISED 


John Diefenbaker, Progressive 
Conseryative member for Lake 
Center, Saskatchewan, has asked 


for a revision of the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act to provide fair pay- 
ment to farmers suffering loss due 
to natural damage to crops. 


Diefenbaker asked that commit- 
tee of Western members of the 
House be established to look into 
the act and correct anomolies which 
he claimed had arisen since the 
act was first passed. The committee 
would provide greater assistance 
for Prairie farmers. 

Diefenbaker recommended that 
at least a portion of a township 
which had suffered crop failure 
should be eligible for assistance and 
the act should be broadened to in- 
clude payments for hall damage on 
this basis. He pointed out that, 
under the present arrangement, 
farmers are only compensated for 
damage losses to crops when a 
whole township affected. This, 
does not allow for damage to crops 
{n individual sections of a town- 
ship. 

The member for Lake Center also 
suggested that payments to farmers 
tinder the act be increased, even 
at the expense of making larger 
deductions from the farmers’ pro- 
duction during normal years. The 
maximum amount payable under 
the act should be increased he sug- 
gested, to one thousand ‘dollars. 
Diefenbaker pointed out that his 
recommendations were based on 
discussions with farmers in the 
West,

In the Midst of Palestine Strife, 
A New Village Is B 


Welcome Committee: A friendly 


from a neighboring village

Maayanoth, Palestine (NEA)— In 
strife-ridden Palestine a new village 
was born here—quite peacefully. 


The night before, the Arabs in 
a tiny nearby village were alone on 
the quiet, mountain-ringed plain 
near the border junction of Palest-_ 
{ne, Lebanon and Syria, in Upper 
Galilee. 

y dawn the first trucks and 
had crossed the mountains 
and were streaming into the plain. 
‘Tractors followed trucks, More men 
and women poured into the plain, A 
few—only about 30 in all— would 
stay; the rest would return to their 
homes when the village was finish- 
ed. 

Before the sun had begun to heat 
the plain, the first foundation ston- 
es had been laid, the first buildings 
were going up. 


Despite the peacefulness of the 
plain, men began stringing a barb- 
ed wire fence around the village 


The startled Arabs from the near- 
by village looked on in wonder, 
then came to pay their polite res- 
pects, to offer coffee brewed over 
an open fire. The leaders of the 
new village paused in thelr work 
long enough to drink coffee-toasts 
to the success of the new commun- 
ity, The rest of the men and wom- 
en kept working. 


This 1s the story of Maayanoth, 
In a larger sense it ts the story of 
the expansion of the Zionist move- 
ment from {ts centers at Jerusalem 
and Tel Aviv throughout Palestine, 


The Iand and the spring from 
which the village gol its name had 
been purchased some time before by 
the Jewish National Fund. Despite 
jhe apparent suddenness of its 
birth, Maayanoth had been concely-~ 


ed many years ago, 


Most of the “halutzim" (pioneers) 
who will live in Maayanoth are 
South African ex-seryicemen. The 
rest are Palestinians and Americans, 
The nucleus of the group was form- 
ed during the war by men in the 
South African 6th Division, some- 
times called the Zion Div, during 
the fighting in Egypt. They called 
themselves “Halutzim Haylalim’’ 
(Soldier Pioneers.) 


After the wars end and demobil- 
ization, the members began drifting 
into Palestine to begin training at 
Kfar Giladi, to study agriculture 
and to make their plans. In Kfar 
Gilad! they prefabricated the bar- 
racks and other buildings they 
would need first at Maayanoth, 


Men and women from Kfar Gill- 
adj; ex-American GIs now students 
at the University of Jerusalem and 
members of Zionist Youth Groups 
joined the caravans to hurry the 
building of the new village, 


Capetown, South Africa, leader of 
the penceful new community of Pal-

Stamford, Conn., (NEA) — The 

woman had been fingering a cotton 
cress in Fay’s Dress Shop on Atlan- 
tio Street. 

“That's cule,’ she observed 

"Yes, and it’s only $8! sald 
Edith Palo, Fay’s sister, "Can't I 
: sell you one?” 

The same dress would have cost 
$13.05 last year. But the woman 
turned hastily away with a firm 
“Not now,” 

“This year's was the worst spring 
we've ever had,” Miss Palo told me. 
“And it's still bad, Yesterday we 
had just two sales. Of course, it 
rained. Today should be better. 
It's maid’s day off.” 

But as I looked in again, that day 
and the next, business was very dull. 

I made a two-day canvass of At- 
lantic Street, talking with store- 
Keepers and shoppers, trying to 
learn what is happening to’ business, 
Stamford is a cross-section of the 
American scene. It claims a pop- 
ulation of 70 thousand. There are 
20,000 industrial wage-earners below 
the grade of foreman, and about 
$000 white collar workers. 


‘The average wage-earner worked 
441 hours in March, the last 4,1 
hours at overtime rates. The stral- 
ght wage—man or woman—averag- 
ed $1.24. A man with overtime took 
home $62.84, a week; a woman with 
overtime, $45.88, 

There was no wartime expansion, 
£0 there has been no post-war let- 
down. There has been only one im- 
portant strike, the seven-month 
month walkout of Yale & Towne'’s 
4000 lock and hardware workers. 

While many Stamfordites do some 
buying in New York, the city itself 
is a regional shopping center to 
which residents of a substantial 
suburban area come for many 
things, 

Atlantic Street, Stamford, could 
well be “Shopp&mg Center, U. S. A. 
What is happening there today con- 
firms reports from the rest of the 
country, studies by the the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, and worries ex- 
pressed by trade editors, economics 
and others with a close eye on cur- 
rent trends. 2 

Stamfordites have lost enthusi- 
asm for buying. They have most 
local merchants badly worried. 

Some folks just walk past the 
stores. They don’t seem to notice 
“Store-Wide Sale’ and “Big Mark- 
down” window signs, They look 
as though they just can't be bother- 
ed. 

Others pause to window-shop, and 
sometimes go into the store. They 
look, feel, price, and for the most 
part do little buying. 

Many, of course, buy food, some 
clothing, some household goods. But 
they buy with a notable lack of en- 
thusiasm, 

In some stores this started before 
Christmas, was interrupted by hol- 
{day buying, and then relapsed a- 
gain. In others it did not begin 
until the first of the year. But only 
two storekeepers with whom I talk- 
ed denied that business was slow. 

Philip Heron, who handles high 
§rade name-brand men's suits and 
furnishings, and is chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce's Retail 
Merchants’ bureau, told me: 

“We have no trouble selling if 
we can get what they want, They 
are getting choosy. They're keep- 
ing a close eye on prices and qual- 
ity. But no merchant who knows his 
business has anything to fear.” 

Stamfordites still have to eat. But 
I found the same trend in groceries, 
butcher shops, green-grocers, that 
I found in hardware, clothing, fur-

Customers are not so plentiful. 

They're pick- 
fer, fussier, They complain about 
prices, They buy less. 


“The slowdown hit us right after 
the first of the year,” said Joseph 
Gardella, one of three brothers who 
run a busy fruit, vegetable and gro- 
cery market. 


“Suddenly our sales fell off about 
§200 a day. Fruit and vegetables 
were hit hardest. I think business 
will pick up when the weather gets 
so folks can window-shop more. 
Right now it’s slow.” ’ 


The window of Emil Lang's At- 
Jantic Wine & Liquor Store is dec- 
orated with most of the popular 
types of Scotch, among other 
things. But customers were almost 
non-existent while I kept an eye on 
it. 


“Business 1s very slow,” he ex- 
plained. “They seem to have lost 
the. Scotch habit. We don't get 
much good Bourbon—the price is so 
high the distributors can get more 
for it from restaurants and bars. 
When they do buy, they get a tenth 
or a pint instead of a fifth or 
quart,” 

“Price cuts don’t seem to help,” 
reported W. S, Herrmann, owner of 
the Varsity Shop. “I cut $5 ‘shirts 
to $3.98. Still they don't buy, East-

Heron fs one of several merchants 
who agree with these consumer 
viewpoints, and think it ts up to 
the retail merchant to do something 
about tt, 

“We retailers can control this sit- 
uation,” said Heron.’ "If prices get. 


out of line we just have to sit tight 
and refuse to buy over-priced 
goods,” 

“Prices must be leveled off,” he 
said. “It's the retailers’ job to do 
it—not the customers. Stopping 


buying can bring a depression, The 
merchant must bring prices down 
so that the customer won't do any- 
thing drastic,”

LIFE BEGINS AT FIFTY 

New York's “Art Row” along 57th 
Stree, never saw anything quite 
like {t before, 

A stream of little grandmothers-- 
newspaper clippings in hand--- was 
filling day by day through the fash- 
\{onable Carroll Carstairs Gallery. 
They had come to see the drawings 
of Mrs. De Brun---another grand- 
mother--- who began a successful 
art career at the age of 50, 

The success of her career js un- 
questionable. The show opened te 
a packed gallery. Visitors calling 
an hour after the opening couldn't 
get in the door. The list of spon- 
sors reads like a “who's who” and 
| the social register combined. 

The critics--- without exception 
=-- were very favorably impressed. 
Words like “remarkable, arresting, 
captivating” were used lavishly. 

But the success of the show is 
dimmed by the success story of 
the artist herself. Besides being 50 
--- and a grandmother --- Mrs! De 
Brun had been drawing only a year, 
when her first show was scheduled. 
| Friends say her career was a 

| “thing of destiny.” It grew out of 


Ja new house-- and you have nO|a chance visit to an exhibition of 


Trish art, Mrs. De Brun spoke to 
the Gallery Director, Patrick Far- 
rell. He was very much impressed 
with her understanding of the rath- 
er spiritual feeling of the paintings. 
Seeking to encourage this under- 


spoken little gallery visitor, Hack- 
ett's “History of Ireland. 


“Little did I think then,” says 
Mrs, De Brun, that I would ever 
meet Mr. Hackett.” 


But she did---a chance meeting 
one summer at Martha's Vineyard. 
After returning to town--- she re- 
ceived a call from Mrs, Hackett, 
They met for lunch --- and the 
friendship was so spontaneous that, 
Mrs, De Brun showed Mrs. Hackett 
some drawings she'd done. The two 
women met again and then 
came a note offering Mrs. De Brun 
the Hackett summer home in Con- 
necticut--- so that she might work

Mrs, De Brun thought there must 
be some mistake. People just don’t 
go around giving summer places 
worth high rentals to persons 
they've met twice --- on the re- 
mote chance that the tenant might 
produce something worthwhile. 

“I'm not sure that I can afford 
your- place, wrote ‘back Mrs, De 
Brun, “What do you want for it?” 

The Hacketts wanted nothing but 
that she devote six months to her 
drawings. At the end of that time 
they returned home from Europe 
to the Connecticut home to Elsa 
De Brun. 

And their quiet, dignified tennant 
had justified the faith of her new 
friends. She had produced all 
the drawings that the very partic- 
ular Carstairs Gallery accepted for 
a show. 

Called “Statements in Line,” the 
drawings are done with a sSharply- 
pointed pencil and a crayon --- 
line thin as hair. They're generally 
abstractions--- with broad, Sweep- 
ing Mnes filled in with lacy, deli- 
cate designs. The art magazines 
call them “mysteriously poetic 
drawings of singular beauty.”

A Canadian Daily Newspaper 
Association bulletin has been re- 
ceived by the Post in which atten- 
tion {s called to the unfairness of 
Mabelling a group for the wrong do- 
ings of one or two members there- 
of. 

The bulletin calls attention to 
certain cases wherein one man hay- 
ing done something wrong has been 
the means of a whole religion, race 
or organization stigmatized because 
of his action. It cites as an ex- 
ample the case of a veteran who 
bas committed some offense against 
Yoclety and points out that news~ 
papers sometimes use the term 
“veteran” in stories relating to the 
Incident in a manner damaging to 
the character of veterans as a 
whole. The association considers 
this practice to be unfair and says 
that it is Hable to cause unneces- 
sary suffering to countless inno- 
cent people. 

This is obviously true and the 
association would seem to be justi- 
fied In asking that reports of such 
incidents be written in a manner 
which fixes attention only on the 
individual involved and thus avoids 
labelling a group at the expefise of 
a single member. 

The same truth applies to num- 
erous other cases involving wayward 
members of any race, color or creed. 
Tt ts just as unfair to label an 
erring man as heing a Catholic, 
Protestant or a Jew when there {s 
a chance the whole group will suffer 
for his actions. 

It should be remembered how- 
ever that the bulletin 1s dealing 
only with individuals and not with 
groups. It a powerful group of any 
race, color or creed commits an 
offense against society as a whole 
then they must be identified as 
such for the protection of soclety. 
In other words ‘f any race of people, 
political or religious organization, 
carries on activities of a nature 
dangerous to welfare of the state 
they cannot escape a group label 
for reportorial purposes,

WOMEN IN THE LABOUR FORCE 

As in all advanced industrial 
countries, the experience in Canada 
has been for women to make up an 
ever increasing proportion of the 
labour force. 

This trend was greatly accelerated 
during the war as women from all 
walks of life were drawn into the! 
labour force to take jobs in expan- 
ding war industries and to replace 
men entering the Armed Forces, 
Also, there was a continuous moye- 
ment of women out of low-wage: 
service and unskilled occupations 
into the higher paying skilled posi- 
tions in manufacturing, where they 
undertook a yariety of jobs form- 
erly performed by men. The result 
was that the distribution of women 
among the yarious industries showed 
consideralbe change. 

Manufacturing industries in 1943 
employed more than twice as many 
women as they did in 1939, most of 
this gain being concetrated in the 
fron and steel group. At the same 
time, the number of women in trad-" 
ing and financial establishments

For years in flood-menaced areas 
across the country we haye been 
talking about conservation, but with 
fa few notable exceptions that is a- 
bout all that has been done, says 
The Financial Post editorially, In 
the meantime millions of tons of 
rich top soil are Washed away each 
spring and every few years we suf- 
fer major property damage. 

Like irrigation, flood control ts 
not something’ that can be put 
through in a day. There must be 
general agreement in the area af- 
fected, not only of farm owners but 
also of alll municipalities along the 
water to be controlled. Sometimes 
it takes a mighty flood and ‘terrific 
damage or, {n the cast of irrigation,

But already 
the two or three millions of dollars 
expended have saved several times 
that modest outlay. Aside altogeth- 
er from protecting actual property 
the investment will be well worth 
while from a sanitary and scenic 
aspect alone. ; 

There is need In Canada for many 
more Grand Valley conseryation’ 
projects and for local groups of 
public-spirited citizens to organize |” 
them and get them started. Wwe 
are not so rich that we can afford to 
dump billions of dollars of property 
and good top soil into our rampag- 
ing rivers every spring. 

FARMERS LOSE RIGHTS TO 


SHOOT ON OWN LANDS ~ 

According to press reports the 
C.C.F. government of the Province 
of Saskatchewan is introducing a 
bill to amend the Game and Fish- 
eries Act, which in certain circum- 
stances will prevent a farmer from 
hunting or fishing on his own land. 
The effect of the legislation appears 
to be that in case a farmer puts up 
signs, “No Shooting or Fishing” 
his property automatically becomes 
designated a game sanctuary on 
which no one, including himself, 
can hunt or fish without permission 
of the government bureaucracy. 

The excuse given for the pro- 
posed legislation is that the erection 
of such signs opens the way for 
the owner of the property to lease 
the game privleges to commercial 
interests and that sort of private 
enterprise comes under the social- 
ists taboo. If the case is as stated 
it 1s certainly a novel way of cir- 
cumscribing individual liberties. To

THE CHILD'S FIRST YEAR 

It is interesting to hear mothers 
talk about their children and when 
the youngster got his firat tooth, 
took his first step, sald hig first 
word, first smiled and other ac- 
complishments, That all children, 
even normal children, children in 
the same family do not do the same 
things at the same age ts true and 
that whether the baby smiles be- 
cause he is pleased or because he 
has gas on his stomach creates 
many arguments, It is interesting 
then to get authoritive information 
on the development of a child 
during the first year. 

In the Journal of Pediatrics (dis- 
eases of children) Dr. ©.A, Aldrich 
and N.A. Norval gives the twelve 
steps in the development of nerve 
and muscle growth, chosen for 
study in an unselected group of 
216 infants observed in a well baby 
clinic. Each step corresponded 
roughly to another month of de- 
velopment. 

1, Smile--the baby begins to smile 
in response to an adult or his yolce. 

2, Vocal--the infant utters such 
sounds as “ah”, “eh,” and “uh,” 
with or without stimulation, 

3. Head control--when an infant 
is lifted by his hands from lying: 
down to the sitting position, the 
head does not fall back or sideways, 
but is supported by the muscles in 
front part of neck. © 

4, Hand control--when a toy is 
dangled in the mid-line above his 
chest, the infant is able to close in 
on the toy with one or both hands 
and grasp It. 

- Roll--the infant makes a com- 
plete roll from the back to the ab- 
domen. 

6. Sit--the baby sits alone for 
several moments, 

7. Crawl--the baby is able to 
move across the room or pen to 
some distant object, by rolling over 
and over, pushing himself along 
on his stomach or back or other 
methods, 

8. Prehension--using thumb and 
first finger to pick up a small ob- 
Ject such as a colored button. 

9. Pull up--the infant pulls him- 
self to a standing position. 

10. Walk with support--the in- 
fant walks by holding to his play 
pen or furniture, 

11, Stand algne--without any sup- 
port infants stands alone for seyer- 
al moments, 

12. Walk alone--the infant takes 
several steps alone.

CHRONIC EXAUSTION--NERV- 
OUS BREAKDOWN 

When we hear or read of a friend 
or acquaintance as having a nery- 
ous breakdown caused by overwork- 
we know that while he was a hard 
worker it was not work that caused 
the breakdown or, complete ex- 
haustion; it was worry. 

Worry may be caused by finan- 
cial difficulties, by domestic un- 
happiness or other cause but worry 
makes ability to concentrate on 
your work doubly hard. It also 
means interference with sleep, in- 
terference with digestion, delay in 
action of liver, stomach, and small 
intestine, with either persistent 
(colitis) oy constipation, 

Naturally, any one in this condt- 
tion cannot do his daily work pro- 
perly though he tries his best and 
spends long hours over it. It would 
thus be more correct to say that 
worry, and what worry does to his 
brain and body, causes his work 
to be very hard, and not that hard 
work causes his exhaustion or 
breakdown. 


A British physician recently 
pointed out that exhaustion or ner- 
vous breakdown occurred among the 
white collar class and among pro- 
fessional men; manual workers sel- 
dom consult thelr physician for 
nervous exhaustion. This is not 
because manual workers do not 
haye cause for worry but because 
thelr work calls for regularity of 
daily habits--food, sleep, exercise, 
Physica work creates an appetite 
for food and physical work’ helps 
digestion, prevents constipation, 
the physical tiredness caused by 
manual work readily brings on the 
need for rest and sleep, 

“The professional classes, on the 
other hand, often live irregularly 
and expend too much energy on un- 
profitable mental activities, worry 
and other things; they attribute 
thelr fatige or exhaustion to over- 
work,” 

If, then, the individual who 1s 
always tired and finds he is near- 
ing the end of his physical and 
mental strength, nearing a nervous 
breakdown, were to try to settle 
or solye his problems, get regular 
exercise, meals, and sleep, he would 
gradually build up his physical 
and nervous energy and haye a 
clear head for his work,

Later, a member of a large 
clinic with specialists in practically 
all branches of medicine and sur- 
gory told me that about 80 per cent.

There are two kinds of constipa- 
tion one due to sluggishness of the 
liver, gall bladder and lower bowel, 
the other due to nervousness and 
emotional disturbances causing an 
{rritation of the lower bowel, which 
caused spasms and prevents wastes 
moving downwards and out of the 


body. 


Naturally the treatment for con- 
stipation"caused by a lazy bowe) is 
different from that caused by an 
irritable bowel. The lazy bowel 
needs rough foods to stimulate it; 
the irritable bowel would become 
even more irritable by use of rough 
foods. One of the common causes 
of the lazy bowel is not taking time 
in the morning to eat a hearty 
breakfast, which by its very weight 
in the stomach sends impulses all 
the way down through small and 
then large intestine which drives 
wastes downward and outward, 

If the individual with the lazy 
bowel would get up about fifteen 
minutes earlier, eat a hearty break- 
fast, go to stool and sit a few min- 
utes nature will soon establish a 
regular bowel habit. 

The stomach has had a rest for 


12 to 14 hours, it is ready for food 
and {if a medium to large stimula- 
tion of the whole food canal occurs, 
If the large breakfast does not stim- 
ulate bowel movement sufficiently, 
rough foods should be eaten, such 
as cereals, whole grain bread, to- 
matoes, cabbage, lettuce with a lit- 
tle fat-butter, cream, bacon to help 
empty the gall bladder, 

For the spastic bowel, causing 
constipation, rough foods should not 
be used as they cause alternate 
diarrhoea and constipation. A 
spastic bowel resembles’an old inner 
tube of an automobile tire with bul- 
ges and tight or narrow parts. The 
treatment for spastic bowel is try- 
ing to acquire calmness of mind, 
bending exercises with knees kept 
straight and soft but nourishing 
foods such as steaks, eggs, lamb, 
cooked and strained fruit juices, 
liquids including buttermilk, 


FOOD FOR THE ELDERLY 


As men and women grow older 
and do less physical work it is na- 
tural for them to eat less food. As 
some grow older they continue to 
have a good appetite and allow 
themselves to become overweight, 
which puts more strain on heart 
and blood yessels when they should 
be getting less work. This does 
not mean that old men and women 
should not eat fair meals, because 
after all though they do no work, 
75 to 80 per cent of food eaten by 
all of us is required just to keep the 
body processes working properly. 

If, then, the body structure and 
body processes must be maintained 


mount of food needed when work- 
ing, is needed when not working. 
‘This means then a decrease of only 
20 per cent in food intake as we 


grow old. 


While it is true that the body 
processes do not work as fast or as 
hard as we grow older, there 1s nev- 
ertheléss the need of an all-round 
diet to maintain strength and en- 
ergy. Also the fact that the dig- 
estive julces become less in amount 
and are reduced in strength makes 
the problem of feeding the elderly 
difficult at times. Because the di- 
gestlye juices, particularly in the 
mouth where food gets its start in 
digestion, are weaker and Jess in a- 
mount reasearch workers in nutri- 
tion advise that the starch foods 
get partial preparation by slight 
cooking before they are eaten. It 
is quite common to read in the dir~ 
ections of some prepared’ starch 
foods that they require not more 
than five minutes cooking. 


Although little or no physical 
work is being done, animal proteins 
—meat, fish, eggs—should be eaten 
at least once a day by old folks, 
Meats can be made more digestible 
by tenderizing them with roller with 
cutting teeth that breaks up the 
fibers, or by putting through a 
mincer, or by broiling. Broiling is 
attractive to the brain appetite — 
sight, taste, smell.

BRITAIN APPLIES AIR POWER 
TO AGRICULTURE 
An interesting and novel experi- 
ment in agricultural teahnique is 
being carried out in Britain today. 
Wheat is being sowh from the air 
by spraying it from a low flying 
aeroplane, This enterprising way | 
of harnessing air power for the as- 
sistance of agriculture has for its 
object overcoming the results of the 
serious hold-up in farming opera- 
tions—and spring sowing in par- 
ticular—caused by the calamitous 
weather of the last six months. The

| area of fifty acres in size and a 
| Miles Aeroyan aircraft is being used 
|for the job. The plane will be flown 
at about 75 mph at an average hei-

Science Comes to 
Aid of Asters 


Double Asters are again easy 
to grow. 


Asters are rapidly regaining their 
popularity with home gardeners. 
Once they were among the leaders, 
as garden and exhibition flowers, a 
place which they well deserved be- 
cause of their size, beauty of form 
and variety of vivid colors, 

First a wilt, then a disease known 
as aster yellows, began to spread 
among them; the disease being 
spread by leaf hoppers, insects 
which were difficult to control. 

Both these handicaps have now 
been largely overcome. Against the 
leaf hoppers, D.D.T. dust does an 
amazingly efficient job; so that by 
dusting the young aster plants reg- 
ularly until they begin to bloom, the 
insects and the infection they carry 
can be kept away, 

Asters grow so slowly, they usual- 
ly are given the benefit of an early 
start in a seed box, in order to get 
earlier flowers. But florists have 
found that stronger plants are 
grown if the seed are sown directly 
in the garden, and excess plants 
thinned out, so growth isnotchecked 
by transplanting, Flowers, of course, 
come later than with plants started 
under protection, but not as much 
later as might be supposed. 

If you start your own aster seed, 
in the house, or in a hot-bed or 
‘greenhouse, special precautions 
against fungus diseases should be 
taken. It will pay to disinfect the 
seed, using one of the new chem- 
icals for that purpose which are 
easily obtained and applied. If in- 
stead of soil the seed box is filled 
with vermitulite, a sterile substi- 
tute for soiJ, healthy plants may 
be depended upon. Vermiculite is a 
form of mica widely used for bulld- 
ing insulation, It is much lighter

As all Victory gardeners know, a 
well-tended, well-fed vegetable plot 
{g a thing of beauty, with its straight 
rows of upright plants, in varying 
tones of green, It delights the heart 
of its possessor to look upon it. 

But in the eyes of the visiting city 
friend it may be even more beautl- 
dul, if among the vegetable plants 
and along the paths and bounda- 
ries, flowers have been skilfully 
placed. 


Flowers like to grow in a vege- 
table garden. They like the sun- 
shine, the regular watering, abun- 
dant room, the clean cultivation. 
These are conditions rarely found 
in crowded borders, too often over- 
shaded, This is so true that many 
Hower specialists, who start out 
growing their favorites in decora- 
tlve borders, for landscape effect, 
soon abandon this method in favor 
of straight rows, which are so easy 
to keep clear of weeds, to water 
and fertilize, and which insure each 
plant an abundance of root-room, 

Instead of secking landscape ef-

fect, they find their pleasure In per- 
fect plants, and ideal flowers which 
are usually cut and carried into the 
house to enjoy. Much the same at- 
titude should govern the amateur 
who selects flowers to grow in vege- 
table garden rows. They should ba 
the kind that make fine cut flowers, 
growing upright on strong, long 
stems, These will keep their proper 
place, and will not interfere with 
cultivating. 

On the boundaries of the garden, 
and bordering the paths, sprawling 
plants can be grown, but keep them 
out of the row section. The plan 
which accompanies this discussion 
shows an attractive way to lay out 
the vegetable plot. Alyssum and 
petunias are used for border plant- 
ing; bachelor buttons, calliopsis and 
giant zinnias for row planting. 
These are all excellent subjects for 
the purpose, and should be included 
in any planting, but there are many 
other annual flowers from which 
you may choose, in order to adapt 
the same idea to your own garden,

Following @ centuries-old custom, 
the Canadian Army will continue 
to name camp sites, athletic fields 
and drill halls for battles in which 
the troops of this country played 
zn important Part, it was learned 
in Ottawa this week. Names of per- 
sons who have been or who are at 
Present serving in public life wil) 
not be used, nor will names of offi- 
cers serving in the Canadian Army 
or in allied armies. In certain cases 
athletic grounds, gymnasiums, 
memorial halls and streets in mili- 
tary camps will be named for de- 
ceased persons. 

There are numerouy examples: 
Carpiquet Barracks at Winnipeg 
perpetuates the ‘ighting for the 
French village of Carpiquet west of 
Caen. Canadians stormed and took 
the villlage in an important battle 
in July, 1944. Ortona. Barracks, Oak- 
ville, Ont., are named for Ortona, 
Italy. The town was the batile- 
ground of some of the bitterest 
fighting in which Canadian troops 
participated In the Mediterranean 
theatre. One of three Canadian 
Military cemetries in Italy {8 lo- 
cated at Ortona, and many Canad- 
lan servicemen Iie buried there, The 
jump field at Camp Shilo fs called 
Proctor Field in memory of Major

(BXPERIMENTAL FARMS 
NEWS) 

In -recent years the need for a 
green food, high in vitamins and 
minerals, has been emphasized. 
Among the most suitable of these 
according’ to E.’ Chipman of- the 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Kentyille, N.S, are the potherbs 
or. greens, 


Pot-herbs or Greens consist of 
the following vegetables: Spinach, 
New Zealand Spinach Chard, Kale, 
Mustard, Collards, Dandelions and 
Several other plants both culti- 
vated and wild. 

The soil requirements for Pot- 
herbs are not too exacting but a 
‘well drained sandy loam is pre- 
ferable. Successful crops have been 
taken from muck soil, 3 

As these crops are grown” for 
their foliage they must, so as to-be 
crisp, make rapid growth. To as- 
sure this rapid growth the soil 
should be rich, especially in ayail- 
able nitrogen. It is adyisable to 
apply from 15 to 20 tons of barn- 
yard. manure to the acre. This 
should be spread evenly over the 
ground and ploughed in the fall. In 
the spring a 4-12-6 fertilizer applied 
at the rate of 800 pounds per acre. 
(two to three ounces per square 
yard) should be worked into the 
surface soll. The application of 
Umestone, in addition t6 fertilizer, 
applied at the rate of two tons per 


acre usually gives very satisfactory 
results, 


A thorough preparation of the 
seed should be emphasized Prior 
to seeding the land should be cul- 
tivated to a depth of four inches 
and then levelled with a leyeller or 
cultipacker. 

Spinach may be seeded vory 
early as it will germinate at low 
temperatures and yields are heayler 
if it matures before hot weather. 
Chard may be started in the green- 
house or sown in the open when

New. Zealand spinach thrives in 
hot weather and for this reason 
should be sown about two weeks 
after the regular spinach sowing 


Seed of spinach and chard is 
sown in rows of 15 to 18 inches a- 
part for hand cultivation and wid- 
er for horse work. Seed is sown at 
the rate of about 20 pounds to the 
acre (or 25 seeds scattered to the 
foot) and covered one-half inch 
deep. Spinach should be thinned 
to three inches at first and later 
spaced to ten inches, With New 
Zealand spinach, since the plants 
are much branched, the rows should 
be three feet apart and the seeds 
sown several in a place eyery two 
feet and later thinned to one plant. 

Frequent shallow cultivation is 
necessary to keep the weeds in 
check and assure proper growth. 

Spinach may be harvested from 
time plants have five or six leaves 
until just before the seed stem de- 
velops. Since spinach is a cool 
growing crop, it does not do wel) 
during the heat of summer. But 
an excellent’ crop of spinach may 
be obtained in the early fal] by 
making a sowing during the latter 


| half of July. The best way to har- 


vest spinach is to use a knife and 
cut through the root just at or 
slightly below the surface of the 
ground. For continuous cutting of 
chard the usual method is to cut 
off the outer leaves an inch or two 
from the ground, being careful to 
avoid injuring the bud. New Zea- 
Jand spinach harvesting method 
consists of cutting off the tender 
tips avoiding excessive cuttin at 
one time if later cuttings are to be 
made. 

Recommended varieties of spin- 
ach are King and Denmark and 
Bloomsdale ong Standing. Lucul- 
lus ts probably the most important 
varlety of chard. Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, Canada.

fore the Budget 1s adopted: 

The age-of chivalry is not dead.

But the Moscow Conference is 
not the only instance Age an occasion 
from which Canada’s foreign ser- 
vice was absent, when. {t should 
have been playing a part appro- 
priate to the nation’s interest. 

Literally no one in the Hotise of 
Commons today doubts that the 
fate of the world peace depends up- 
on the policies which issue and will 
issue from Moscow. Since this Is 
the situation, the conviction is 
spreading that Canada's foreign 
service must operate on the same 
level as Moscow operates if the 
vital stake that Canada has jn the 
maintenance of world peace is to 
be properly protected. Two world 
wars have demonstrated that no 
nation has a greater interest in the 
preservation of peace than Canada 
- that to no nation does war inyolye 
more in the way of human and 
economic sacrifices in proportion 
to size of population.

Front Yard Flowers New 
Fashion for Modern Homes

Gay Door-Yard Gardens Effective With New Style Architecture. 


A conspicuous feature of post- 
war garden planning is the fashion 
for flowers in front yards, which is 
spreading over the country from 
the Pacific coast where every door- 
yard is gay with blossoms the year 
around, 

‘This is a striking departure from 
the traditical planting of trees and 
shrubs framing the house, and a 
smooth lawn as foreground, all 
planned to center attention on the 
house itself. 

Modern houses which are set low, 
often without basements, require no 
continuous foundation planting. 
Large windows and other glass 
areas lose their meaning when the 
view from them is obstructed by 
shrubbery; but fulfill their function 
when those within look out upon a 
sunlit lawn bordered with lovely 
flowers. One - story houses are 
dwarfed when tall trees, ever- 
greens. and | shrubbery grow up 
about them, and the modern insist- 
ence upon life-giving sunshine re- 
quires that shade be excluded trom 
small home grounds, except for 
planned areas for outdoor living, 
where shade will add to midsum- 


| mer enjoyment,

In cold-winter sections, the all- 
year floral displays found on the 
Pacific coast will not be possible; 
but beds and borders in which both 
annual and perennial flowers are 
grown are practical. By including 
fall bulbs, flowers may be had from 
the earliest spring until freezing in 
the fall, the bulbs coming first, per- 
ennials next, and annuals complet- 
ing the display from early summer 
to late fall, 

Effective front yard flower dis- 
plays will require study of color 
harmony and contrast. A simple 
door-yard planting of yellow flowers 
is shown on the accompanying dia- 
gram, This would be especially ef- 
fective where the house faces north, 
or is dark in color. Yellow flowers 
would stand out brilliantly during 
the hours when the front of the 
house was in shadow. They would 
receive sufficient sun in the morn- 
ing and afternoon, provided they 
were not shaded from, east to west. 

Nasturtium Golden Gleam, yel- 
low calendulas and tall golden 
marigolds are suggested but other 
yellow annuals could be used, if 
preferred, with good effect.

Four of the members of the com- 
mittee maintained the assessment 
on the townships they representd 
was too high. The four were Reeve 

W. Worsley, chairman of the com- 

mittee and reeve of Fenelon town- 
ship, Reeve Jas Butler of Eldon, 

Reeve E. J. Murphy of Carden and 

Reeve R. J. Mitchell of Verulam.

What was there about the spec- 
jal closed meeting of Council last 
week which warranted any degree 
of secrecy? The meeting was called

h directly or indirectly effects 
every resident of the town it ts 
difficult to understand why the 
problems confronting the town 
should not haye been publicly aired. 

If secrecy is {nyolved in the hand- 
ling of public affairs suspicions 
give way to facts. It is for this 
yeason that the Post has advocated 
that all meetings of Town Council 
and other local administrative 
bodies be open to the press and the 
public. Certain members of Town 
Council are opposed to letting the 
public know all about what is going 
on in connection with the handling 
of their affairs,...Deputy-reeve Mc- 


Fadden says “As long as the law 
governing councils permits the 
holding of secret committee meet- 
ings, they will be held, providing 
the circumstances warrant secrecy.” 

It is generally believed that the 
law authorizing the holding of se- 
cret meetings of Council has long 
since outlived its usefulness, and 
should be discarded. This is an age 
in which an enlightened people 
want to know exactly what is tak- 
ing place in matters of public in- 
terest, particularly when they are 
paying the bills. 

There should be absolutely noth- 
ing to hide in the administration of 
the public's affairs. Meetings of 
Council which are designed to dis- 
cuss matters on a “hush, hush” 
basis should never be called. 

Secret Council meetings are un- 
sound and undemocratic,

Eat Them Young 


Young Carrots From Your Garden 
Taste Different! 


If home garden crops were to be 
rated according to the quantity of 
vitamins they contribute to the fam- 
ily diet all season long, the carrot 
would probably be rated next to the 
tomato. 

It your family belongs to the anti- 
carrot faction, and you are plan- 
ning your first vegetable garden, do 
not omit carrots from the schedule 
just because of that prejudice. If 
you have never eaten carrots fresh 
from your own garden, then you 
Have: no idea how delicious they can 

le. 

Sow a row, with the very first 
crops you start in the garden. First, 
mix the carrot seed with a pinch or 
two of early radishes, because car- 
rots germinate slowly, and the rad- 
ishes will come up right away and 
“mark the row” as gardeners say, 
so you may avoid disturbing it in 
cultivation. In a shallow drill, sow 
the seeds thinly (thirty to the foot). 
When the radishes appear and ma- 
ture, pull up and eat them prompt- 
ly, so they will not crowd the car- 
| rots which succeed them. 

Let the carrots grow without thin- 
ning until some are as thick as 
lead pencils, then begin to thin out 
and cook the excess roots.

Home gardeners usually sow 
sweet corn two weeks before the 
accepted frost-free date in their 
neighborhood. ile corn can be 
killed by freezing, the seedling 
plants have great resistance to frost 
and if they should be harmed the 
replanting of small areas is not dif- 
ficult. 

But in sections where the Euro- 
pean corn borer is established, this 
method of obtaining an early crop 
of sweet corn is beset with dan- 
ger. The earlier the sowing the 
more likely the crop is to be attacked 
by corn borers. Dusting with 
D.D.T. of at least 3% strength gives 
control of borers, but late sowing 
‘will outwit them. ae 

‘The moths which lay the eggs of 
this pest emerge from winter quar- 
ters when early sown corn is about 
two feet tall. Eggs are laid on the 
underside of the leaves of the corn, 
or where there is no corn, on some 
plants having “‘grassy”’ leaves sim- 
ilar to corn—oats, gladioli, and oth- 
ers.

Output Higher 


Reflecting a general improvement 
in labour both as to quality and 
quantity, production of Ontario gold 
mines during the first quarter of 
1947 registered important gains 
over the corresponding period of 
1946, according to the monthly Gold 
Bulletin of the Ontario Department 
of Mines, which was released today 
by Mines Minister Leslie M. Frost, 
at Queen's Park, 


Mine by mine production statis- 
tics covering the three month per- 
fod as well as a separate camp by 
camp production sheet for the 
month of March are included in 
this month's issue ofthe Bulletin. 

During the first three months of 
1947 the industry milled 1,934,320 
tons of ore, recovered 477,848 ounc~ 
es of gold as well as 63,043 ounces of 
silver, valued at $16,771,597. A per- 
centage comparison with compar- 
native figures for the 1946 first quar- 
ter shows that this year tonnage 
is up by 9.61 per cent gold recovery 
up by 12.42 per cent. silver recovery 
down 11.18 per cent., and value up 
only 2.20 per cent., owing to the 10 
per cent. reduction in the value of 
gold which became effective in July, 
1946.

Growing Too 


Many Plants 


Ruins Home Garden Harvest 


It hurts to destroy your plants, but ruthless thinning ts necessary. 


for a good yield. 


Chief cause for Jack of quality in 
home garden vegetables, grown in 
fertile soil with good care, is crowd- 
ing; and crowding is due to failure 
to thin out the row, so each plant 
has sufficient room {o develop prop- 
erly. 

And failure {o thin out is often 
due to emotional resistance on the 
part of the gardener, who cannot 
bring himself to destroy the pre- 
cious seedling plants which haye 
grown from the seed he (more often 
she) has sown. This must be over- 
come, 

Another reason may be the work 
involved, when seeds have been 
sown too thickly. It is not uncom- 
mon for ten times the required num- 
ber of sceds to be sown, so that 
ninety per cent of the secdlings 
must be pulled up. That is obvi- 
ously excessive. The rate of seed- 
Ing even for small seeds should not 
exceed fifteen seeds per foot, ex- 
cept where germination is known to 
be much lower than the legal stand- 
ard. 

Even with high-germinating sceds 
it is advisakle to sow more than 
you will have room to matur 
cause accidents are always poss 
which will destroy some plants; and 
vacancies in a row are difficult to 
fill. 

For the same reason, thinning 
should be a gradual process, be- 
ginning when plants are large 
enough to handle, and continuing 


until they reach at least half-size. 
This: keeps spare plants available 
during the early weeks, when acci- 
dents are most likely to destroy 
some. 

At first, plants of row crops may 
be thinned out to stand one inch 
apart; which will insure, to each, 
room to develop without entangling 
roots with a neighbor. As they 
grow, alternate plants should be re- 
moved, and so on until the optimum. 
spacing is achieved, Many of the 
excess root and leaf plants can be 
used on the table. 

When carrots are sown thinly, 
thinning may be left until some are 
large enough to use. 

It is the half-grown carrots that 
are most deliciots, and the growth 
is so much more in leagth than in 
the diameter of the root that the 
thinning procéss does not disturb 
the others so much, 

Turnips do not grow well if 
crowded, If the young plants are 
pulled up so they stand 4 inches 
apart in the row, in a remarkably 
quick time they will be large enough 
to use. 

Beets are more easily handled | 
than turnips when they are a little | 
larger, and one should not fail to 
try a dish of beet tops with the tiny 
roots just beginning to form, It is | 
a delicious introduction to the gar- | 
den menu. The beets which are left 
in the ground should be spaced 2 
inches apart.
